TABLE GAMES BOOST LIVE BREEDERSCUP360.COM - 
RACING AT CHARLES TOWN A RESOURCE FOR 

HANDICAPPERS 


I ntroduction of table gam¬ 
ing at Hollywood Casino at 
Charles Town Races in July 
appears to have increased inter¬ 
est in live racing, according to 
track officials. 

Gross live handle in July 
increased by slightly more than 
2 percent in comparison to 
July 2009, despite a 13 percent 
decrease in the number of live 
days run. The average daily live 
handle at the track posted a 
gain of 17.5 percent. Similarly, 
import handle spiked nearly 11 
percent after table games went 
into operation. 


One of the reasons for the 
increased handle is believed to 
be the location of the poker 
room, which has been con¬ 
structed on the mezzanine 
level of the track grandstand. 
The room, which will ultimate¬ 
ly have 27 tables, allows players 
access to live racing whether 
they're playing or waiting for 
a table. 

“It's a similar demographic, 
a similar customer,” said A1 
Britton, general manager of 
Hollywood Casino at Charles 
Town Races. “When people 
are waiting to be seated at a 
poker table, we've found that a 
fair number of them wager on 
racing here.” 


In addition to the han¬ 
dle increase, the number of 
patrons watching the races was 
reportedly far larger than the 
track normally attracts during 
the summer months. 

“The increase in traffic on 
die racing side has created an 
increase in the energy of die 
building,” Britton added. “Like 
we've said all along, the addi¬ 
tion of table games would have 
a positive impact on all aspects 
of our business and all the par¬ 
ties who benefit from it.” 

The increase in attendance 
led the track to add walkabout 


mutuel tellers, equipped with 
mobile hand-held wagering 
devices. 

Another positive figure — 
and one not impacted by 
table games—was the increase 
in export handle on Charles 
Town's races. The average 
daily export handle posted an 
18.7 percent gain in July over 
the previous year, a key indi¬ 
cator that efforts to promote 
an improved racing product 
and garner national atten¬ 
tion with stakes events such 
as the Charles Town Classic 
and Sprint Festival are paying 
dividends.

CROP AT 27,000 


T he Jockey Club is project¬ 
ing a 2011 North American 
registered Thoroughbred 
foal crop of 27,000, a decline 
of 10 percent from the esti¬ 
mate of 30,000 registered foals 
for 2010, it was announced on 
August 21 by Matt Iuliano, the 
organization’s executive vice- 
president and executive direc¬ 
tor. 

The foal crop projection, 
traditionally announced in 
mid-August, is computed by 
using Reports of Mares Bred 
(RMBs) received to date for the 
2010 breeding season. RMBs 
are to be filed by August 1 of 
each breeding season. 

The 2011 foal crop is pro¬ 
jected to be the smallest foal 


crop since 1973, when 26,811 
foals were registered. 

Stallion owners who have 
not returned their RMBs for 
die 2010 breeding season 
should do so as soon as pos¬ 
sible. Submission of RMBs 
can be accomplished quickly 
and easily through Interactive 
Registration™ (IR), die online 
service that enables registered 
users to perform virtually all 
registration-related activities 
over the Internet. IR is avail¬ 
able at regis try. j ockey club, com.

O n a summer morning in 
1999, Maryland native 
Lucy Howard stood 
watching training on the Sara¬ 
toga backs tretch. Next to 
her, she remembered, was “a 
very elegant, graceful gentle¬ 
man. He wasn’t doing or saying 
anything but he looked like 
someone who was someone.” 
Howard began to notice that 
greetings were exchanged as 
riders and trainers passed by 
on the track. It wasn’t until she 
heard “Good morning, Mr. V,” 
that Howard realized that the 
man beside her was racing icon 
Alfred Gwynne Vanderbilt. 

That chance encounter 
left a lasting impression on 
Howard. Growing up in the 
Greenspring Valley, Howard 
was familiar with Vanderbilt’s 
Sagamore Farm and his leg¬ 
endary Native Dancer. A career 
as an investigative reporter for 
Newsweek magazine took her to 
New York City, but her love 
of Thoroughbred racing never 
wavered. A few years after her 
Saratoga experience, Howard 
was listening to a racing broad¬ 
cast on the New York OTB 
channel when she heard the 
on-air analyst mention a horse 
named Mr. V. 

“My ears perked up immedi¬ 
ately,” she said, “and I began to 
follow his career.” 

As the very last horse bred 
by Vanderbilt before his death 
in November 1999, Mr. V. 
had a unique birthright to go 
with his exceptional blood¬ 
lines. The New York-bred 
son of Distinctive Pro is out 
of Hey Up There, a daughter 
of Cormorant and Tall Glass 
OWater. A stakes winner her¬ 
self, Tall Glass O’Water (Thin 
Slice—Water Baby, by North 
Sea) is featured in photogra¬ 
pher Barbara Livingston’s book 
More Old Friends (Eclipse Press, 
2007). 

Country Life Farm pur¬ 
chased Hey Up There from the 
Vanderbilt dispersal at the Fasig- 


Tipton Midland c February 
sale in 2000, and when her 
yearling son went through the 
ring a short while later, “we 
thought it would be good for 
the mare if we bought him 
too,” said Country Life’s Josh 
Pons. “Alfred Vanderbilt was 
such a great Maryland patron. 
He bred those Sagamore Farm 
families for generations. It is an 
honor to have Hey Up There as 
part of our broodmare band.” 

Still in residence at Country 
Life, Hey Up There is in foal 
to Oratory for 2011. Mr. V’s 
half-sister, the stakes-winning 
Sagamoon (by Malibu Moon), 
has also retired and begun her 
breeding career at the historic 
Bel Air, Md., farm. 

Mr. V became a Country 
Life Farm partnership offer¬ 
ing, and it was as such that 
his and Howard’s paths con¬ 
verged. After a Newsweek buy¬ 
out, Howard found herself 
with disposable income to 
invest. She informed her finan¬ 
cial advisor that she wanted to 
put her money into steeple¬ 
chase horses. A former fra¬ 
ternity brother of Josh Pons’s 
from the University of Virginia, 
he instead directed Howard to 
Country Life. 


“At that time I knew very 
little about what they did,” 
Howard said. “But I knew they 
owned Mr. V. And they were 
gracious enough to cut me a 
very small share of him.” 

A fairly consistent per¬ 
former in allowance ranks, Mr. 
V. ran primarily in New York, 
first for trainer Billy Turner 
and later from the barn of 
Gary Confess a. But nagging 
foot issues-his hooves could 
not tolerate the chemicals used 
to winterize the dirt tracks at 
Aqueduct—and a troublesome 
tendency to grab a quarter 
plagued him throughout his 
career. After one of his many 
layups, the decision was made 
to transfer him to the barn 
of Flint Stites to see if the 
Mid-Atlantic climate and sur¬ 
faces would be more favorable. 
By then a 6-year-old, “he just 
wasn’t competing at the same 
level,” said Howard. “Some of 
the partners became antsy and 
wanted out, so it was decided 
to run him through a sale up 
at Belmont. I was horrified 
that someone else might get 
him, but we ended up buying 
him back.” 

After some less than bril¬ 
liant efforts at Finger Lakes 


and Charles Town, Mr. V was 
retired at the end of 2005 
with $178,232 in earnings and 
career stats of 24-5-4-2. Lucy 
Howard jumped at the chance 
to buy her partners out. 

“I don’t think they ever 
thought I’d do it,” she laughed, 
“but when Josh said ‘Okay, 
here’s how much,’ I said, ‘Okay, 
here’s the check.’” 

Howard, who has not rid¬ 
den since her late teens, imme¬ 
diately sent the horse to tim¬ 
ber rider Billy Santoro at his 
| Prospect Farm in Monkton, 
% Md. Santoro spent nearly a 
year growing out a good hoof, 
all the while getting to know 
his newest charge. 

“He’s always been a char¬ 
acter,” Santoro explained. “In 
description you might call him 
a junior high school kid. If 
you wanted to color it a little 
bit, you’d say well maybe the 
kid has ADD. But it’s all done 
with the greatest good humor. 
There isn’t a mean bone in the 
horse. He chooses his riders; 
he literally tells you who he 
wants to play with and who 
he’ll just frustrate. He occa¬ 
sionally chooses to express 
himself in amusing and annoy¬ 
ing ways.” 

But to devoted groom 
Poncho Valdez, the regally 
handsome dark bay is a lovable 
eccentric who simply knows 
what he wants and exactly how 
to convey it. Santoro elabo¬ 
rated, “One of Mr. V’s other 
fun things to do is to see how 
much trouble he can get into. 
But all in the name of having 
fun. He’s a very social creature, 
loves the whole idea of fox¬ 
hunting and is a party animal. 
He’ll eat a plate of linguine and 
white sauce, or have a donut 
for breakfast. They’re all indi¬ 
viduals. But there are horses 
that have attitude, and there 
are horses that have personality. 
And Mr. V. is larger than life.”

Lucrative 
bonuses restore 
some luster to 
Maryland racing 


K udos to Maryland’s new track ownership for presenting 
something new While Maryland racing’s all too 
apparent weaknesses are not going away any time soon, 
MI Developments has chosen to build on its strengths with a 
gaudy set of bonuses for the 2011 Preakness Stakes-Gl and 
Black-Eyed Susan Stakes-G2. 

Preakness 5.5 and Black-Eyed Susan 2.2 offer a possible 
total of $7.7 million for the two 3-year-olds who win 
specified races on either the East Coast or West Coast and go 
on to star in the premier racing events at Pimlico next spring. 
Complete details of both programs can be found at www. 
pimlico.com. 

The purse for the Black-Eyed Susan has also been raised 
from $150,000 to $250,000 for next year’s running. 

It may be an illusion, but all those big numbers are already 
allowing Maryland racing a whiff of prosperity. It’s been a 
long time since any Maryland track made national news with 
super-sized prizes. 

The money is not a giveaway, of course. Guiding a horse 
through the requisite series of races will be in many ways as 
difficult as winning the Triple Crown. But with so much on 
the line, a select few will make the attempt and many more 
will dream about it. 

Preakness 5.5 is worth $5 million to the owner of a 
Preakness winner who qualifies under the guidelines of 
the program. That is nearly double the combined winning 
purses-$2,625,200-for the Kentucky Derby, Preakness and 
Belmont Stakes in 2010. 

With the Preakness becoming such a lucrative target, 
the Triple Crown could lose part of its allure. That is the 
unfortunate downside. But there will be opportunities to deal 
with that, if it happens. 

The Preakness has forged ahead, and nothing should be 
allowed to hold it back. Racing is meant to be exciting, and 
challenging. Preakness 5.5 reminds us of that fact. ^

Genuine horsepeople 

Virginians Bert and Diana Firestone have raced 
seven Eclipse Award winners— and they re notfinished jet

I f there is such a thing as 
horse-heaven on earth, it 
likely bears a strong resem¬ 
blance to Newstead Farm. 

Bert and Diana Firestone’s 
400-acre establishment in the 
countryside north of Upper- 
ville, Va., is a world apart from 
the ordinary Stone pillars flank 
the gateway to the enchanted 
land where the Firestones live 
surrounded by trophies and 
memorabilia from an unparal¬ 
leled career as owners and/or 
breeders of horses who have 
combined to win more than 
175 major stakes in the U.S., 
Ireland, England, France and 
Japan. They have to their credit 
seven Eclipse Award champi¬ 
ons, including, of course, the 
iconic filly Genuine Risk. 

In Ireland, they are vener¬ 
ated as the breeders of a horse 
whose exploits are commemo¬ 
rated by a statue at the Curragh: 
Vintage Crop (by Rousillon), 
the first overseas-trained horse 
to win Australia’s Melbourne 
Cup. 

And the sense of anticipa¬ 
tion remains. “It’s wonderful 
to see horses develop and get 
confidence and bloom,” says 
Diana Firestone. 

Still, like virtually every¬ 
one else in the business, the 
Firestones have watched their 
racing fortunes go through 
cycles of disappointment as 
well as elation. It’s been 16

years since turf performer 
Paradise Creek-whom they 
bred and raced up to the brink 
of his championship campaign 
in 1994—graced the scene. 

Now the famous couple, 
both 78, are back in the lime- 
fight with the best horse they’ve 
raced in some time, the 5-year- 
old grass star Winchester. 

Foaled and raised at New¬ 
stead - thus giving Virginia 
bragging rights to another illus¬ 
trious state-bred-Winchester 
staged one of the most mem¬ 
orable upsets of the season 
in Belmont Park’s Grade 1 
Manhattan Handicap last June, 
when he stormed down the 
middle of the track to outfin- 
ish the reigning turf and older 
male champion, his Christophe 
Clement-trained stablemate 
Gio Ponti. 

The Firestone homebred 
followed up with a more than 
respectable third, beaten two 
lengths by the winner, French 
invader Chinchon (Ire), in 
Monmouth Park’s United 
Nations Stakes-G1 on July 3. 

Barring unforeseen circum¬ 
stances, and with a successful 
but as yet unspecified fall cam¬ 
paign in New York, Winchester 
may carry the Firestones’ 
green and white colors in the 
Breeders’ Cup on November 6 
at Churchill Downs. 

Clement, 44 years old and 
a top New York-based condi- 
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Winchester ; a son of the Firestones’ homebred turf champion Theatricai (ire), carried the Firestones’ coiors to victory in the Manhattan Handicap-GI. 
His performance thwarted the best efforts of his stabiemate Gio Ponti, whom trainer Christophe dement sent out for two championship tides in 2009. 


tioner, can barely recall a time 
in his life when he was not in 
awe of the Firestones’ racing 
prowess. 

“They used to race horses in 
France with Francois Boutin 
when I was a kid/’ says Clement, 
who had no idea he would one 
day fill Boutin’s role. “They’re 
great owners because they 
know the game.” 

LONG AND 
GLORIOUS RIDE 

In the world of Thorough¬ 
bred racing, the Firestones 
will always be most widely 
recalled for Genuine Risk, the 
$32,000 yearling auction buy 
who remains one of three fil¬ 
lies ever to win the Kentucky 
Derby-Gl. 

But by the time that signa¬ 
ture achievement hit the record 
books in 1980, they had already 
campaigned two Eclipse Award 
winners, both conditioned by 


the trainer who shepherded the 
careers of all their major U.S. 
runners of the 1970s and early 
’80s, LeRoy Jolley. 

Honest Pleasure, the cham¬ 
pion 2-year-old male of 1975, 
just missed to Bold Forbes in 
the ’76 Kentucky Derby. 

What a Summer, a Maryland- 
bred filly purchased by Diana 
Firestone at auction in Florida 
for $275,000 following the 
death of her breeder, Milton 
Polinger, reached new heights 
the next season, as a 4-year-old 
in 1977, winning four stakes, 
including the Fall Highweight 
Handicap-G2 in which she car¬ 
ried 134 pounds for her victory 
against males and clinched the 
tide of national sprint cham¬ 
pion. 

Glory has stalked Bert Fire¬ 
stone and the former Diana 
Melville Johnson since the 
1950s and ’60s, when each of 
them ranked among the most 


accomplished show riders in 
the nation. 

An heiress to Johnson & 
Johnson, the pharmaceutical 
and health care products firm 
co-founded by her grandfather 
Robert Wood Johnson, Diana 
discovered horses during her 
teenaged years at Madeira 
School in Virginia and Bennett 
College in New York. Bert, 
who graduated from New York 
Military Academy and attended 
the University of Virginia, has 
credited those institutions with 
introducing him to the eques¬ 
trian arts. 

No relation to the tire com¬ 
pany of that name, Bert Fire¬ 
stone came from a New Jersey 
family that was involved in real 
estate. At a relatively early age, 
he launched his own ventures, 
including Firestone Properties, 
which planned, built and leased 
commercial and industrial 
buildings. 


Along with years of disci¬ 
plined competition on horse¬ 
back comes a nuanced under¬ 
standing of the equine body 
and soul. Bert Firestone car¬ 
ried that sensibility, as well as 
a shrewd business sense, into 
the sales arena at Saratoga in 
1966, when he bought his first 
prospective race horses. The 
yearlings were purchased in the 
name of Chance Hill Farm, an 
establishment that he owned in 
Connecticut. 

Only two years later, Fire¬ 
stone landed his first stakes 
winner. The filly Ridin’ Easy 
(by Ridan out of a half-sister to 
multiple stakes winners Cyane 
and Your Alibhai), purchased 
for $15,000 at the Keeneland 
summer sale, won the Fashion 
and Polly Drummond Stakes 
as a 2-year-old in 1969 under 
the tutelage of trainer Tommy 
Walsh. 

Among the first owners in 
this country to maintain an

international focus, Firestone 
shopped die auction sales in 
Europe as diligently as those 
at home. His first overseas 
star was the 1971 Irish Two 
Thousand Guineas-G1 win¬ 
ner King’s Company, who cost 
35,000 guineas as a 2-year-old. 

Bert and Diana Firestone’s 
wedding in 1973—the second 
marriage for them both — 
merged powerful families both 
equine and human. Diana had 
previously been involved in 
breeding and racing at Shen- 
stone Farm near Leesburg, 
with her then husband Richard 
Stokes. 

A key member of the farm 
crew at Shenstone carries on 
at Newstead Farm today in die 
person of John (Buck) Moore, 
who is soon to mark a half- 
century of employment with 
Diana Firestone. Moore over¬ 
sees the care of all the horses at 
Newstead, and was the proud 
and devoted “best friend” to 
Genuine Risk throughout most 
of her life. 

After their marriage, the 
Firestones setded in at a 1,400- 
acre farm purchased from televi¬ 
sion industry mogul John Kluge 
in Waterford, Va. Previously 
named Loyalty Farm, the prop¬ 
erty became Catoctin Stud after 
the Firestones bought it; the 
name comes from a creek that 
runs through the land. 

The late Blood-Horse editor 
Kent Hollingswordi described 
Catoctin Stud in a 1980 feature 
article for that magazine: “ [After 
the Firestones’ purchase] it 
was improved—dramatically. 
A New York interior decora¬ 
tor went to work on the 18th 
Century, three-story residence, 
a Charlottesville architectural 
firm designed the broodmare 
barn, old barns were renovat¬ 
ed, 22 miles of plank fencing 
were built, with chicken coops, 
the fences set well back from 
roadways against the chance 
of anyone rising to a fence and 
landing on blacktop.” 

Both Firestones continued 
to ride and foxhunt, with Bert 
Firestone serving as joint- 
Master of the Kildare Hunt 
in Ireland, and both of them 
taking to the field with the 
Loudoun Hunt in Virginia. 


Involved with their race 
horses to a degree rarely seen 
among owners at the top level 
of the business, the Firestones 
were in the saddle for part 
of their horses’ early educa¬ 
tion. As Hollingsworth noted, 
Diana Firestone holds a unique 
distinction as the only owner 
to have helped break yearling 
fillies who went on to win the 
Kentucky Derby and Kentucky 
Oaks (then Grade 2) in her 
name. 

The Oaks winner, the mere 
mention of whom can light 
up Diana Firestone’s face, was 
Optimistic Gal, a daughter of 
Sir Ivor purchased for $55,000 
at the 1974 Saratoga Yearling 
sale. Ranked even with cham¬ 
pion Dearly Precious on the 
1975 Experimental Handicap 
for fillies, Optimistic Gal won 
five stakes that season—three in 
Grade 1 company. 

If fate had taken a slightly 
different turn, Optimistic Gal 
might have been the first filly to 
carry the Firestones’ hopes in 
the Kentucky Derby. She was 
nominated as an understudy to 
Honest Pleasure, who started 
as 2-5 favorite in the Derby. 
Optimistic Gal added three 
more Grade 1 wins that season, 
and was runner-up to Revidere 


for 3-year-old filly champion 
honors. 

A flurry of stakes winners 
passed from auction sales rings 
into the Firestones’ stable in the 
1970s. Then their first block¬ 
buster homebred hit the track. 
Bert Firestone had purchased 
a share in Secretariat when the 
great Virginia-bred was syndi¬ 
cated prior to his 1973 Triple 
Crown. Two years later, the 
Firestones sent their Native 
Dancer mare Exclusive Dancer 
to Claiborne Farm for a mating 
with Big Red, and the resulting 
foal-General Assembly-was 
to rank among his sire’s finest. 

At 2 in 1978, General Assem¬ 
bly won the Hopeful Stakes-G1 
and Saratoga Special-G2. At 3, 
he was runner-up to Spectacular 
Bid in the Kentucky Derby and 
Marlboro Cup, in addition to 
two more graded wins. But his 
most memorable performance 
came in the Travers S takes- 
Gl, which he captured by 15 
lengths, destroying the track 
mark set by Honest Pleasure 
and leaving a mile and a quarter 
track record (2:00.00) that con¬ 
tinues to stand at Saratoga. 

Until the early 1990s, the 
Firestones maintained two 
farms in County Kildare, Ire¬ 
land: Gilltown Stud and Sally- 


mount Stud, each purchased 
from the Aga Khan and togeth¬ 
er encompassing about 1,200 
acres. Several of the Firestones’ 
top runners made portions of 
their stud career at Gilltown, 
and General Assembly was 
among them. 

General Assembly’s success 
encouraged the Firestones to 
move toward racing their own 
stock rather than buying year¬ 
lings at the sales-a practice 
that they have come to vastly 
prefer. 

“We still buy a few at sales, 
but not many,” says Bert 
Firestone. “Mostly we breed 
our own. The perfect horse 
goes for a lot of money. But 
you don’t need the perfect 
horse. If you look in the win¬ 
ner’s circle, you see all sizes and 
shapes. 

“I never did go after the 
most expensive horse at a 
sale.” The most Bert Firestone 
ever paid for horse at auction? 
$200,000 to $250,000, he tells 
you. 

THE ULTIMATE 
RISK 

Fortunately for the Fire¬ 
stones, they were still quite 
active in the auction arena back 
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in 1978. It was Bert Firestone’s 
son, Matthew, who famously 
selected Genuine Risk at the 
Fasig-Tipton July sale that year. 
Then 14 years old and a student 
at Culver Military Academy 
(and currently a bloodstock 
agent in Florida, under the ban¬ 
ner of Silver Spring Thorough¬ 
bred Management LLC), Matt 
Firestone had been accompa¬ 
nying his father on buying mis¬ 
sions for years. He urged his 
father to add the daughter of 
Exclusive Native to their 
list-and Bert Firestone set a 
spending limit of $35,000 on 
the filly out of the *Gallant 
Man mare Virtuous. They took 
her home for $32,000. 

“She was backward but 
she was coming along,” recalls 
Diana Firestone. “She had per- 
fecdy nice conformation but 
didn’t really blossom until later 
in [her yearling] year.” 

Until the late 1990s, the 
Firestones followed a practice 
of running fillies and mares 
in her name, and males in his. 
Diana Firestone added two to 
her list of stakes winners from 
that sale. The other was Cybele 
(by Cyane), winner of the 1980 
Comely Stakes-G3. Both were 
chestnuts, she is careful to 
point out. Asked if she has a 


strong preference for chestnut 
horses, she says: “No, but I do 
like them.” 

Genuine Risk gave the 
Firestones plenty to like, win¬ 
ning the Demoiselle-G2 and 
Tempted S takes-G3 while 
undefeated in four starts as a 
2-year-old, and at 3 making 
history as the only filly ever to 
place in all three Triple Crown 
races. 

Her gutsy performance in 
die Grade 1 Wood Memorial, 
a third-place finish, beaten a 
length and a half and a head 
by odds-on favorite Plugged 
Nickle and Colonel Moran in 
her first attempt against males, 
convinced the Firestones 
to send Genuine Risk to the 
Derby. 

It was not a frivolous hope. 
“The first thing people want 
to do is run in the Kentucky 
Derby,” says Bert Firestone. 
“To me, it’s no fun to go there 
and lose; it’s always a long way 
home.” 

“We wanted Genuine Risk 
to go to the Derby very much,” 
says Diana Firestone. “In the 
Wood Memorial she was third, 
but she was the only one finish¬ 
ing. The other two had enough 
and she was coming on. I give 
credit to her rider, Jacinto

Vasquez. He said this horse can 
beat the colts in the Kentucky 
Derby. He kept telling me that. 
He knew his horse. The week 
before the Derby she got better 
every day.” 

Adds Bert Firestone: “The 
exercise rider could hardly hold 
her. But everybody told us we 
were crazy to run her in the 
Derby. . .” 

Genuine Risk proved she 
belonged, taking command at 
die top of the stretch and hold¬ 
ing off a long-forgotten colt 
named Rumbo to score by a 
length at odds of 13-1. 

Then it was on to the 
Preakness, a race that could be 
described in just three words 
on the cover of the June 1980 
Maryland Horse magazine: “I 
Was Fouled!” Angel Cordero, 
aboard the winner, Codex, car¬ 
ried Genuine Risk wide at the 
quarter pole just as she was 
making her move. The stewards 
disallowed Jacinto Vasquez’s 
claim of foul, making Genuine 
Risk the official runner-up, 
beaten four and three-quarters 
lengths. 

The Firestones appealed the 
case to the Maryland Racing 
Commission, which conducted 
a three-day hearing before vot¬ 
ing 3 to 1 to uphold the stew¬ 
ards’ decision. 

Bert Firestone makes it clear 
that he considers die incident 
ancient history. “Those things 


happen. It was unfortunate. 
She got pushed out and lost 
all chance,” he says. However, 
by circumstance, they have 
never had another runner in 
the Preakness. 

And Bert Firestone pon¬ 
ders the ifs even now: “If she 
hadn’t been stopped, she would 
have won the Preakness. Then 
[trainer] Joe Cantey supple¬ 
mented Temperence Hill to the 
Belmont Stakes; if that hadn’t 
happened she would have won 
all three.” 

Genuine Risk finished 
second to 3-year-old male 
champion Temperence Hill in 
the Belmont Stakes-GI, and 
that fall added the Ruffian 
Handicap-G1 to clinch the 
tide of champion 3-year-old 
filly. She returned at 4, only to 
have her career end abruptly 
one morning at Belmont Park 
when she got loose from her 
hotwalker and ran into a fire 
hydrant, injuring her left knee. 
“I don’t think she ever took 
a lame step before that,” says 
Bert Firestone. “But she was 
always arthritic in that knee as 
she got older.” 

Genuine Risk compiled a 
record of 15 starts, 10 wins, 
three seconds, two thirds and 
earnings of $646,587. 

Idyllic scenes of a series 
of blaze-faced chestnut foals 
romping the pastures at Catoc- 
tin (and later Newstead), talent-

ed look-alikes to their famous 
mother, were not to be. 

Following her spectacular 
racing career, Genuine Risk 
was a spectacular disappoint¬ 
ment as a broodmare. The first 
mating between two Kentucky 
Derby winners took place in 
1982, when Genuine Risk went 
to the court of Secretariat. 


That foal was stillborn. Barren 
seasons and miscarriages came 
one after another. 

“We tried everything/’ says 
Bert Firestone. “She got in foal, 
and then she lost them. No one 
could figure out why.” 

Finally, on Preakness day, 
May 15, 1993, Genuine Risk 
gave birth to a Rahy colt named 



Genuine Reward. She was 
boarded at Three Chimneys 
Farm in Midway, Ky., at the 
time, pardy to allow close 
access to Rood and Riddle 
Equine Hospital, where the 
delivery took place. There were 
complications, and the large 
chestnut colt required sur¬ 
gery at two days of age for 
an impacted bowel, but those 
problems were soon overcome 
and Genuine Risk proved to be 
a devoted mother. 

“It was a special time when 
she was here,” recalls Three 
Chimneys president Case Clay. 
“Many letters came to this farm 
after Genuine Reward was 
born-some from couples witii 
difficulties having children. 
They described how Genuine 
Risk had been an inspiration to 
them to keep trying. Someone 
sent a dream catcher that we 
hung from her stall door.” 

Genuine Reward never made 
it to the races. But his pedigree 
earned him an opportunity at 
stud. He began his career in 
Virginia with modest results 
and now stands in Wyoming, 
where he is bred primarily to 
Quarter Horse mares. 

Genuine Risk’s only other 
foal was Count Our Blessing, 
born in 1996 from a mating 
with the Firestones’ own stal¬ 
lion Chief Honcho. He also 
remained unraced. 

Pensioned after an unsuc¬ 
cessful breeding in 1999, 
Genuine Risk lived out her life 
at Newstead, where she was the 
highlight of a stable tour spon¬ 
sored each spring by a local 
church. 


As she aged, the Firestones 
admittedly grew concerned 
about her inevitable end, play¬ 
ing various scenarios in their 
minds, wishing to eliminate any 
possibility of pain or suffering. 
They needn’t have worried. 

“She loved her routine,” says 
Bert Firestone. “One morning 
she ate her breakfast, went to 
her paddock, jogged off, lay 
down, and went to sleep. It was 
a great way to die.” 

Adds Diana Firestone: “She 
figured it out for herself.” 

The date was August 18, 
2008. She was 31 years old. 

ECLIPSING 
THE FIELD 

Diana and Bert Firestone 
received an Eclipse Award 
themselves in 1980, as the lead¬ 
ing owner in the country. But 
that year—Genuine Risk’s Derby 
seas on-was just a midpoint of 
one of the most remarkable 
runs any Thoroughbred owner/ 
breeder has assembled in the 
U.S. 

On the first Saturday in May, 
1981, the couple headed back 
to Louisville with the winter 
book favorite for the Kentucky 
Derby, a Virginia homebred 
named Cure the Blues. 

By Stop the Music out of 
a Dr. Fager mare, Cure the 
Blues had been culled from 
LeRoy Jolley’s contingent of 
Firestone 2-year-olds in New 
York, and sent instead to the 
late Maryland trainer Bernie 
Bond. 

Legendary for his knack 
with early developing 2-year- 
olds, Bond took Cure the Blues 
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through an undefeated juvenile 
season highlighted by a romp 
in the Laurel Futurity-Gl. 

Having no appetite for the 
travel and travail that goes 
along with the 3-year-old clas¬ 
sics, Bond asked Firestone to 
send the colt on to Jolley at 
the end of his 2-year-old cam¬ 
paign. 

Jolley saddled Cure the 
Blues to finish second in the 
Gotham Stakes-G2 and third 
in the Wood Memorial-Gl. But 
the Kentucky Derby eluded 
him: he finished 15th in the 
race won by Pleasant Colony 

The Firestones have not had 
a Kentucky Derby starter since, 
but their scorecard remains 
impressive. Wkhin a span of 
six years they had one win, two 
seconds and an off-the-board 
finish. 

Cure the Blues went on 
to a successful stud career at 
Gilltown and later in New York 
state. Influential as a brood¬ 
mare sire, he is the maternal 
great-grandsire of 2009 Horse 
of the Year Rachel Alexandra. 

The Firestones’ parade of 
champions continued in 1981 
and ’82 with April Run (Ire), 
who earned titles on two con¬ 
tinents. Champion 3-year-old 
filly in France in 1981, she was 
named champion older female 
in that country the follow¬ 
ing year, while also taking die 
Eclipse Award for turf female 
in the U.S. 

April Run was a daughter of 
Run the Gandet, who stood at 
the Firestones’ Gilltown Stud 
before being purchased for 
stud duty by the late Jerolcl 


Hoffberger at his Sunset Hill 
Farm in Woodbine, Md. 

Purchased by Diana 
Firestone from Frank Feeney’s 
Ardoon Stud at the 1979 Goffs 
Yearling sale for the equiva¬ 
lent of $24,000, and trained 
by Francois Boutin, April Run 
consistendy defeated males at 
the top echelon of the sport. 
She is still the only horse to 
win consecutive editions of 
the Turf Classic Stakes-Gl, 
and she nearly pulled off that 
feat in the Washington, D.C., 
International, finishing second 
in 1981 and coming back to 
win the next year. 

April Run was the second 
consecutive International win¬ 
ner bred by the Firestones and 
sired by Run die Gandet. The 
1981 winner, Providential (Ire), 
carried the colors of Serge 
Fradkoff, having been sold 
by the Firestones for $1 mil¬ 
lion following his victory in 
the 1979 Criterium de Saint- 
Cloud-G2. 

Somewhat remarkably, 
the Firestones did not win an 
Eclipse Award with a home¬ 
bred until 1987, and they did 
it with a horse whom they co¬ 
owned—Theatrical (Ire). 

Foaled at Gilltown Stud, 
Theatrical (a son of Nureyev) 
followed a path that has 
become standard practice for 
many of die Firestones’ run¬ 
ners, launching his career in 
Ireland and then moving on to 
the U.S. 

Racing on the Irish turf 
can have strong benefits for 
some, if not all, young horses, 
believes Bert Firestone. “You 
have to look at their pedigrees,

to see which ones are suitable,” 
he says. “It’s not easier rac¬ 
ing over diere. The races are 
very difficult. But it’s easier on 
their joints, and they get experi¬ 
ence.” 

Eric Connolly, Newstead 
Farm’s racing manager, elab¬ 
orates: “There’s a lot more 
opportunity for younger horses 
[in Ireland] as far as racing goes. 
There aren’t many turf races 
for 2-year-olds in this country. 
So if we have a horse with a 
turf pedigree it makes sense to 
start him over there. He can be 
very sue cess fill once he’s ready 
to come back here.” 

After the late Allen Paulson 
purchased a half-interest in 
him, Theatrical came into his 
own in the U.S. as a 5-year-old, 
winning seven stakes, six in 
Grade 1 company, including 
the Breeders’ Cup Turf-Gl, for 
a season’s total of $2,235,500 


in earnings. Voted champion 
turf horse, he was the first 
major runner trained for the 
Firestones by future Hall of 
Famer Bill Mott. 

“At the beginning of the 
year, Bill said, ‘I’d like to run 
him in these five races,’” recalls 
Diana Firestone. “Not only did 
he run in them all, he won them 
all, and the jockey never used a 
stick. It was very exciting.” 

Of all the Firestones’ for¬ 
mer runners, Theatrical has 
made the most impact at stud. 
Now pensioned after a long 
career at Brookside Farms and 
Hill ‘n’ Dale in Kentucky, he is 
represented by 56 graded stakes 
winners, of whom Winchester 
is one. 

Still in the early stages of 
his career when he trained 
Theatrical, Mott affirmed his 
talent by developing another 
turf standout for the Firestones: 
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Farm manager John (Buck) Moore performs a quick touch-up on Rum Charger (Ire), dam of current turf star 
Winchester. The mare, who was a Group 3 winner for the Firestones in Ireland, is in foal to Medaglia d’Oro. 


Virginia-bred homebred Para¬ 
dise Creek. 

A son of Irish River (Fr), 
Paradise Creek was a Grade 1 
winner in the U.S. at 3. He won 
a graded stakes early in his 
5-year-old campaign, in 1994, 
prompting Japanese owner 
Masayuki Nishiyama to present 
the Firestones with an offer 
that could not be refused. His 
1994 season cut a wide swath, 
with victories in the Arlington 
MiUion-Gl, Washington, D.C., 
International-Gl and Man¬ 
hattan Stakes-Gl, along with 
four other graded stakes. Para¬ 
dise Creek remains the all-time 
richest runner bred by the 
Firestones, with $3,216,415 in 
career earnings. He is the sec¬ 
ond-leading Virginia-bred 
money-earner of all time. 

If there was ever any doubt 
about the breadth of the Fire¬ 
stones 7 racing stable, it van¬ 
ished in 1988 when they were 
handed an Eclipse Award for 
their steeplechaser Jimmy 
Lorenzo (GB). 

Purchased privately in 
England from breeder and 
original owner J.W. de Mestre, 
Jimmy Lorenzo was not a 
standout in his home country. 
But, as the Firestones 7 then 
manager of international oper¬ 
ations, John Muldoon, had pre¬ 
dicted, he found his calhng on 
the tighter turns and firmer 
courses in the U.S. 

Jimmy Lorenzo, trained by 
Jonathan Sheppard, faced down 
13 rivals in the third running of 
the Breeders 7 Cup Steeplechase, 
contested at Fair Hill, Md., ral¬ 
lying from last for a three-quar- 
ter-length score. He followed 
up with a come-from-behind 
victory in the Colonial Cup at 
Springdale, S.C., to remain 
undefeated in three starts that 
year. His $170,000 in earnings 
led the National Steeplechase 
Association standings for the 
season. 

THE NEWSTEAD 
ERA 

Twenty years ago, with 
commercial development on 
the march near 2,000-acre 
Catoctin Stud, a partnership of 
Japanese businessmen made the 
Firestones an attractive offer, 


and sent them on a search for a 
new home farm in Virginia. 

The property they selected— 
Newstead—had an impressive 
history of its own, having been 
built in the 1930s by prominent 
commercial breeder Taylor 
Hardin. The 1985 estate disper¬ 
sal sale of Newstead stock set a 
then-record for a broodmare, 
with six-time Grade 1 winner 
Miss Oceana (by Alydar) selling 
for $7 million while in foal to 
Northern Dancer. 

Around the same time they 
bought Newstead, in 1991, the 
Firestones downsized their 
racing and breeding opera¬ 
tions-which had at their high 
point included 170 horses in 
the U.S. and abroad. They 
divested themselves of the 
farms in Ireland. 

Says Bert Firestone: “The 
operation had gotten too big 
at that point. No matter how 
good your mares are, you 7 re not 
going to get more than one or 
two good horses at a time. If 
you have 12 to 15 good mares, 
your chances of getting a good 
horse out of them is just as 
good as if you have 100. All 
the ones that aren't good eat up 
what the good horses make. 77 


Bert Firestone also sold 
the two Florida race tracks, 
Gulfstream Park and Calder, 
that he had purchased a few 
years earlier and struggled to 
make financially viable. 

Newstead serves as die 
Firestones 7 primary home from 
mid-April until mid-November, 
when they take up residence in 
Florida. They are still deeply 
involved with the winter show 
circuit in Florida, through their 
daughter, Alison Robitaille, 
a longtime star of the show 
world who was an alternate for 
the U.S. team at the Olympics 
in Athens in 2004, and grand¬ 
daughters Christina and 
Charlotte, who are now making 
their way up the ranks. 

Newstead's main residence, 
a manor house dating back 
to 1802, required little work, 
according to the Firestones. 
During a brief period of own¬ 
ership by James Treptow, who 
sold Newstead to them, the 
house burned down and was 
rebuilt to pristine specifications. 
Some original portions remain, 
including the wood flooring in 
die main entrance hall. 

The stables, today in mint 
condition and painted with 


identical cream colored walls 
and dark green trim, underwent 
massive renovations, according 
to Connolly. The farm has five 
barn complexes with a total of 
61 stalls. Among its rarer fea¬ 
tures is the Grand Prix Derby 
Field, where Alison, who lives 
in nearby Middleburg, comes 
to train and give lessons. 

For the past 15 years, the 
Firestones have kept most of 
their mares at home for foaling. 
They currendy have 21 mares 
at Newstead, and four boarded 
at Airlie and Coolmore farms 
in Ireland. Sixteen foals were 
born for them last spring (15 in 
Virginia and one in Kentucky), 
representing stallions Arch, 
Bernstein, Congaree, Dixie 
Union, Eddington, Grand 
Reserve (a Firestone homebred 
standing at Calvin and Jean 
Rofe's farm in Middleburg), 
Harlan's Holiday, Latent Heat, 
Lemon Drop Kid, Mizzen Mast, 
More Than Ready, Pure Prize, 
Shakespeare, Songandaprayer 
and Stephen Got Even. 

“We breed to horses that are 
made horses mosdy, that have 
a lot of winners, 77 says Bert 
Firestone. “We don't go crazy 
on the stud fees, tike some

people did when they had big 
stud fees .” 

Connolly notes that the Fire¬ 
stones continue to do their due 
diligence, inspecting stallions at 
farms in Kentucky, and consid¬ 
ering physical characteristics 
before booking mares. “They 
really look at these horses,” he 
says. “They like to see a horse’s 
first foals before buying a sea¬ 
son to him.” 

From Bert Firestone’s point 
of view, however, pedigree 
trumps race record when plan¬ 
ning a mating. 

Connolly says, “The Fire¬ 
stones were very fond of 
Theatrical; particularly toward 
the end of his career, they 
tried to breed to him and went 
to sales specifically to buy 
Theatrical mares, or yearlings 
with broodmare potential.” 

That bent paid off, big-time, 
with Winchester, whose dam, 
Rum Charger (Ire), was pur¬ 
chased by the Firestones as 
a yearling at the 2000 Goffs 
October sale for the equivalent 
of $144,391. 

“[Rum Charger] developed 
early,” recalls Diana Firestone. 


“We ran her at the Royal Ascot 
meeting as a 2-year-old. She 
was so impressive—she walked 
around the ring like she owned 
the place. I just loved her from 
that moment on. She had bad 
luck in the race, got stopped 
two different times.” 

Rum Charger won two 
stakes, including the Group 3 
Ballycorus, earning $102,944, 
before joining the broodmare 
band at Newstead. Winchester 
is her second foal. The 
Firestones have high hopes 
for Rum Charger’s 3-year-old 
daughter, Welcome Addition 
(by Theatrical), who is among 
the four horses they currendy 
have in training with Dermot 
Weld in Ireland, and 2-year- 
old daughter, Incentive (by Mr. 
Greeley), who is with Clement. 
The mare produced a Lemon 
Drop Kid colt last February and 
is in foal to Medaglia d’Oro. 

Keeping company with Rum 
Charger at Newstead is her 
4-year-old daughter, Wardrobe 
(by War Chant), who retired 
unraced and delivered her first 
foal, a colt by Shakespeare, last 



spring and is in foal to Latent 
Heat. 

Ten yearlings left the farm 
this fall, bound for early train¬ 
ing at Geoff Mulcahy’s Golden 
Vale Farm in Paris, Ky. 

Mulcahy, who has been 
breaking the Firestone yearlings 
for the past few years, not sur¬ 
prisingly speaks of his major 
clients in glowing terms: “They 
love to give a horse time,” he 
says. “They’re very patient and 
understanding, and willing to 
step back when necessary.” 

That element of patience has 
been obvious with Winchester, 
who is one of five Firestone 
horses in training with Clement 


(another four are with Arnaud 
and Leigh Delacour at Fair Hill 
Training Center). 

After a lackluster perfor¬ 
mance in the Irish Derby-Gl, 
Winchester made the transcon¬ 
tinental journey, and six weeks 
later aired by seven and a quar¬ 
ter lengths in the 2008 edition 
of the Secretariat Stakes-Gl, to 
record a 106 Beyer speed figure 
in his first U.S. start. He has 
rarely run a bad race since then, 
finishing in the money in four 
of his five starts in 2010.

Although controversial, state-bred racing programs 
can be beneficial for breeders and owners

R estricted races for horses 
bred in a specific state 
always have been contro¬ 
versial. Some interests, espe¬ 
cially commercial breeders in 
Kentucky, condemn them for 
supposedly fostering lower- 
level competition and encour¬ 
aging the breeding of substan¬ 
dard race horses. 

These critics argue that, 
rather than funneling money 
into inferior races filled with 
inferior horses, the funds 
would be better invested in 
open races. If the state-breds 
are worthy, they should be able 
to earn their keep in open com¬ 
petition, these critics say. 

Defenders of state-bred 
races offer several arguments 
for them. First, the restrict¬ 
ed races offer an outlet for 
the products of smaller-scale 
breeders and help to keep their 
farms in business. And, they 
note, those farms represent 
open space that forms a line 
of defense against suburban 
sprawl. The funds flowing to 
the smaller-scale breeders also 
provide them with the where¬ 
withal to upgrade their mares 
or purchase seasons to better 
sires. 

The defenders also point out 
that a healthy, comprehensive 
state-bred program can sus¬ 
tain a state’s breeding industry 
while the quality of the breed¬ 
ing product improves and until 
large numbers of race horses 


find their way to the race track. 
In time, those programs can 
become critically important to 
a state’s racing industry, espe¬ 
cially in an era of shrinking race 
fields and fewer pari-mutuel 
betting interests. 

Still, state-bred programs 
are a circle within a circle, a 
racing circuit sometimes sepa¬ 
rated out from the rest of the 
race track population and thus 
viewed with suspicion by both 
horsemen and bettors. 

The state-bred programs are 
generating renewed attention 
because breeders and the orga¬ 
nizations that represent them 
are looking at ways to generate 
more income, and they become 
hot topics of debate when new 
money flows into the state. 
That certainly is the situation 
in Pennsylvania, where purses 
have soared with the arrival of 
slot machines. 

A survey of state-bred pro¬ 
grams within the Mid-Atlantic 
region and New York state, 
which has the best-developed 
restricted racing program on 
the East Coast, found a wide 
disparity among them. In some 
cases, they are vital to keeping a 
state’s industry alive, especially 
when foal crops keep shrink¬ 
ing. 

But, at the same time, other 
issues overshadow the impact 
of the state-bred races. This is 
currently the situation in New 
Jersey, where the racing indus¬ 


try is operating under a death 
threat from the state’s governor 
and is seeking a long-term sur¬ 
vival plan. 

Keys to a successful state- 
bred program are money (it’s 
always about the money), the 
length of time that the pro¬ 
gram has been around, and 
how many horses it produces 
for the race tracks that the state 
industry serves. 

NEW YORK 

Although not a part of the 
Mid-Atlantic region, New York 
is an important model because 
of its proximity and its success 
in building a strong program of 
state-bred races. 

To be sure, the state’s breed¬ 
ing program has been ham¬ 
mered in the past few years by 
a number of factors, including 
the general downturn in the 
economy and competition for 
its mares from Pennsylvania 
and Kentucky. But the likeli¬ 
hood that video lottery termi¬ 
nals will finally be installed at 
Aqueduct next year promises a 
new source of funds for both 
the New York Racing Associ¬ 
ation (NYRA) and the New 
York Thoroughbred Breeding 
and Development Fund. 

The development fund has 
been in business since 1973, 
and its longevity coupled with 
the sheer size of the New York 
industry has permitted it to 


develop an extensive program 
of New York-bred races. The 
development fund generates 
more than $52 million annu¬ 
ally, and last year it parceled 
out $36.2 million for state-bred 
races. 

Of that total, $29.9 million 
went to races at NYRA’s three 
tracks, and the remainder to 
Finger Lakes Race Track, the 
western New York home to a 
large population of state-bred 
race horses who compete in 
both open and restricted races. 

NYRA’s tracks staged 720 
state-bred races last year, exact¬ 
ly equal to the number of races 
run in Aqueduct’s winter/ 
spring meet, the longest on 
NYRA’s annual calendar. In all, 
NYRA’s starting gates opened 
2,351 times, and New York- 
bred races were 30.1 percent of 
the total. That is a lot of racing, 
and a lot of money flowing back 
into purse accounts through 
the New York Thoroughbred 
Breeding and Development 
Fund. 

While Aqueduct certainly 
has a healthy share of the New 
York-bred racing, all NYRA 
meets have a significant chunk 
of die New York-bred pro¬ 
gram. At Saratoga, for instance, 
New York-bred races account¬ 
ed for just short of one-quarter 
of all races last year. 

Saratoga’s 91 restricted 
races were well paid, averag¬ 
ing $53,565 per race, compared 
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with Saratoga's overall average 
of $71,911, but the meet's aver¬ 
age for overnight New York- 
bred races, $47,924, exceeded 
the upstate track's non-stakes 
average purse. 

The median purse-half 
above and half below—for New 
York-bred races was $48,000, 
an indication that much of 
the money was concentrated 
in higher-quality races. Indeed, 
only six races, all maiden claim- 
ers, had purses below $44,000. 

The New York-breds 
showed up to play. The average 
field size was 8.9 starters per 
race, a bit better than Saratoga's 
overall participation rate of 8.6 
last year. 

While the money and field 
sizes certainly are good, the 
most notable feature of the 
New York program is that it is 
a program. To be sure, 3-year- 
olds generally must compete 
with older horses, but the rac¬ 
ing scheme at Saratoga last year 
offered something for all cat¬ 
egories except open claimers. 

The biggest category was 
maiden special weights, with 
42 races, or 46.2 percent of 
the total. The next-largest cat¬ 
egories were allowance races, 
18 races (19.7 percent); stakes 
races, 14 races (15.4 percent); 
and optional claimers, 11 races 
(12.1 percent). 

Only three of Saratoga's 
New York-bred races were lim¬ 
ited to 3-year-olds, and they 
were all stakes-one for males 
and two for fillies. Two-year- 
old New York-breds had 19 
races (20.9 percent), with nine 
limited to fillies. Races for 
3-year-olds and older account¬ 
ed for 37 of the total (40.7 
percent), and the remaining 32 
races were for 3 and up fillies 
and mares. 

In short, New York's state- 
bred program has it all — money, 
longevity, many participants, 
and variety in a true racing pro¬ 
gram. It has proved to be a win¬ 
ning combination, and native 
New Yorkers have a rejoinder 
for those who might maintain 
that the state-breds offer an 
inferior product. In open com¬ 
pany, New York-breds won 
three graded stakes-a Grade 
1, Grade 2 and Grade 3-at 


Belmont Park over the Fourth 
of July weekend. 

PENNSYLVANIA 

In many ways, Pennsylvania's 
state-bred racing program is as 
new as New York's is mature. 
While state-bred stakes races 
have been a part of the sched¬ 
ule for decades, a new scheme 
of overnight races is a product 
of negotiations and agreements 
worked out among horsemen, 
breeders, and race tracks this 
year. It also has been criticized 
sharply by one of the com¬ 
monwealth’s largest commer¬ 
cial breeders. 

Unlike New York and some 
other states, the money going 
into overnights is coming from 
the horsemen's purse account. 
The Pennsylvania Breeding 
Fund, established in 1974 and 
based on pari-mutuel wagering 
handle as well as slots money, 
pays for various incentives, but 
it does not generate enough 
to pay for a state-bred racing 
program. 

Thus, officers of the Penn¬ 
sylvania Horse Breeders 
Association had to negotiate 
widi the Pennsylvania Horse¬ 
men's Benevolent and Pro¬ 
tective Association, represent¬ 
ing Penn National Race Course 
near Harrisburg and Presque 
Isle Downs near Erie, and the 
Pennsylvania Thoroughbred 
Horsemen's Association at 
Philadelphia Park. 

The result is that Penn 
National and Presque Isle are 
putting roughly two races a day 
into their respective condition 
books, and Philadelphia Park 
will offer one restricted race 
a week through the end of 
the year, with a concentration 
on 2-year-old maiden special 
weights. In all, the horsemen 
will put approximately $4 mil¬ 
lion into state-bred races this 
year. 

“The horsemen have now 
bought into the Pennsylvania- 
bred program," said Mark 
McDermott, executive secre¬ 
tary of the Pennsylvania Horse 
Breeders Association. Falling 
pari-mutuel handle disrupted 
the percentages of money 
going into various parts of the 
program, and restricted races 
were the big loser. 


“The ratios that we estab¬ 
lished with horsemen [prior 
to approval of slot machines] 
were out of kilter. The restrict¬ 
ed-race program got hurt, and 
there was a lot of griping," 
McDermott said. “We made a 
very concerted effort over the 
last two years to get the horse¬ 
men to realize that all they 
would be doing is designating 
a portion of their money to 
purses. They are not funding 
anything in the breeding pro¬ 
gram. They now have signed 
on to that." 

McDermott said the goal of 
the association always has been 
to encourage breeding of high- 
quality horses who can com¬ 
pete all over the world, and that 
mission has not changed. The 
money from slots, however, has 
allowed for the development 
of a balanced program that 
provides broad-based benefits 
and restricted races. 

“It's a balance. There's noth¬ 
ing all white and all black in 
this industry, and that's true of 


restricted races," he said. “They 
get breeder awards to people 
who otherwise would not be 
getting any money, with the 
hope that they would reinvest 
most or all of the money back 
into their breeding business. 
That part is good. 

“The other part that is very 
good is that those races all have 
a local involvement. If I have 
a horse that I bred or own, I 
could take 10 people to the 
races and get them interested 
in it. It's very positive in that 
way." 

For the Pennsylvania Horse 
Breeders, the state-bred racing 
is balanced with broad-based 
incentives, such as owner 
awards. “We've had the Penn¬ 
sylvania-bred owner bonus 
since 1990,” McDermott said. 
“So now we have a blend. We 
have the owner bonus, and we 
have the restricted races because 
we have the money. If we can 
have only one, we'd use the 
owner bonus because it's across 
the board. If we can have the 
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owner bonuses and restricted 
races, that’s the best of both 
worlds, and that’s where we are 
now.” 

While obtaining horsemen’s 
assistance with state-bred race 
purses constitutes a break¬ 
through, not everyone is over¬ 
joyed. The $4 million going 
to state-bred overnight races 
is only a token, said William 


J. Solomon VMD, owner of 
Pin Oak Lane Farm in New 
Freedom, where he stands six 
stallions, including Lite the 
Fuse, Siphon (Brz) and Albert 
the Great. 

Solomon certainly has done 
well in the Pennsylvania pro¬ 
gram; last year, his $222,294 
in breeder and stallion awards 
ranked a close second behind 


Ronnie and Betsy Houghton’s 
Sylmar Farm. But he voiced 
concern over how the vast 
amounts of money flowing 
into state race track purses are 
administered and how much- 
or how little-of the money is 
staying in Pennsylvania. 

“The horsemen say that 
all the money comes back [to 
Pennsylvania] in training fees 


and other things,” Solomon 
said. “That’s not true. Some 
of the money comes back. But 
if Pm a serious owner and 
live in Florida, IT1 send horses 
up here if they’re making real 
good money.” 

His suggestion is that one- 
third of the purse money should 
go to Pennsylvania-breds, espe¬ 
cially through state-brecl races. 
That idea is very much a long- 
shot because political reality 
dictates that all horse interests 
must agree on issues before 
they carry any proposal to the 
legislature in Harrisburg. 

The core of the problem, 
Solomon asserted, is how the 
slots-enabling legislation gave 
so much power to the horse¬ 
men’s organizations to deter¬ 
mine how purse money will be 
allocated. “The horsemen feel 
that the breeders don’t have 
any right to the money, or any 
say,” he said. “They don’t want 
anybody in government or the 
breeding industry telling them 
how to spend their money. 
That’s a big thing, and it’s a 
problem.” 

Solomon said the $4 million 
for state-bred purses is a good 
start, but only a start. “We’re at 
the horsemen’s mercy,” he said. 
“They may take it away next 
week. Do you think Pm going 
to breed more Pennsylvania- 
breds because they write 
a handful of races at Penn

National? I won’t do that until 
there is a Pennsylvania-bred 
racing program that can’t be 
compromised at any time.” 

He also contended that 
high-end maiden special weight 
races and allowance races do 
not constitute a state-bred pro¬ 
gram. “It’s tokenism,” he said. 
“They write a few state-bred 
races in Pennsylvania, but that 
is not a state-bred program. A 
program accommodates a lot 
of horses at different levels.” 

His fear is that the legis¬ 
lature will decide that not 
enough money is benefiting 
Pennsylvania agriculture and 
will take much of it away, grad¬ 
ually or all at once. Under a 
four-year deal passed last year, 
die horsemen’s share of the 
slot operators’ gross win was 
reduced from 12 percent to 10 
percent, a $50 million reduction 
annually through mid-2013. 

“So it’s a dilemma. The 
money was given to the horse¬ 
men directly, and they don’t 
realize the dilemma they’re in, 
perhaps until it’s too late,” he 
said. 

While Solomon is con¬ 
cerned about the 90 percent of 
state-bred horses who would 
not fit into what he describes 
as an elite program, race track 
operators have an interest in 
putting on the best show, with 
the best available horses and 
the largest fields. 

Christopher McErlean, vice- 
president of racing at Penn 
National Race Course and for¬ 
merly vice president of racing 
operations at Monmouth Park 
and the Meadowlands in New 
Jersey, is supportive of state- 
bred racing as long as it pro¬ 
motes quality. 

“I think the point of a state 
breeding program should be 
to breed good horses that can 
compete in state-bred races 
and open company, too. I think 
there’s sometimes too much 
reliance on the state-breds [in 
some jurisdictions],” he said. 

“We tell the horsemen, the 
Pennsylvania Department of 
Agriculture, and the breeders 
that if the races fill, we’ll try 
to use them. Our point has 
been that if the races are good 
quality and competitive, we’re 
happy to have them. Obviously, 


there’s an ancillary benefit to 
the state’s breeders, and that’s 
fine. From a racing product 
point of view, we want it to be 
attractive. Those races seem to 
be filling fairly well. They don’t 
raise a red flag in any way.” 

In all likelihood, Pennsyl¬ 
vania will have a healthy supply 
of race horses for years to 
come. Its registered foal crop 
hit an all-time high of 1,391 in 
2008, and its number of run¬ 
ners reached a peak last year at 
2,237. In each year since 2006, 
the number of runners has 
increased at least 8 percent 
annually. 

NEW JERSEY 

New Jersey’s breeding 
industry has been sustaining 
sizable losses in its foal crop 
for more than a decade, plum¬ 
meting to 290 registered foals 
in 2008 from a peak of 1,140 
in 1987. The number of Jersey- 
bred runners also has fallen but 
not by nearly as much, declin¬ 
ing to 830 last year from 1,098 
in 1996. 

Still, it would seem that 
New Jersey-breds would be 
hard-pressed to maintain a via¬ 
ble restricted racing program. 
Wrong. 

Assisted by a long-standing 
legislative mandate to put up 
one Jersey-bred race a day at 
each operating track and by 
booming purses for Monmouth 
Park’s supercharged 2010 sum¬ 
mer race meet, the Jersey-breds 
are prospering. 

The Monmouth meet’s 2010 
numbers were impressive to say 
the least. Of 592 total races 
for the premier section of the 
meet, from late May through 
Labor Day, 110 races were 
restricted to Jersey-breds. The 
average purse for those races 
was a gaudy $67,606, which 
beat the meet’s $65,746 overall 
average. 

Even with a relatively small 
pool of runners, the Jersey- 
breds showed up in droves for 
their races. The average field 
size was 10.9, well ahead of 
the meet’s excellent 9.3 average. 
The median field is 12, which 
means that more than half of 
the races offered a full gate 
and a packed menu of betting 
opportunities. 


The racing program was 
well balanced in all ways. The 
largest number of races was 
allowance races - 36 - followed 
by 32 maiden special weight 
races. Maiden claimers filled 23 
races, straight claimers account¬ 
ed for another 12 races, and 
two optional claimers were run. 
Four were stakes races, and one 
$100,000 handicap took place. 

The money certainly has 
its allure. The allowances car¬ 
ried an $82,208 average purse, 
and the maiden special weights 
averaged $78,562. The maiden 
claimers raced for a $36,250 
average pot. 

“The purses were excel¬ 
lent, and the races filled well,” 
said Mike Campbell, executive 
director of the Thoroughbred 
Breeders’ Association of New 
Jersey. 

For all New Jersey horse¬ 
men, the Monmouth meet was 
a welcome respite from the 
pall cast over the industry by 
Governor Chris Christie, who 
wants to sell off the race tracks 
and deny them any support 
from the state’s casinos. Several 
legislators have pushed back 


from Christie’s draconian rec¬ 
ommendations, and the state’s 
horsemen are now working to 
develop a plan to assure that 
New Jersey racing and breeding 
have a future. 

“People who are breeding 
horses here in 2010, the major¬ 
ity of them won’t run until 
2013, and they’re not certain 
what will happen next year,” 
Campbell said. “The one-race- 
a-day requirement [for New 
Jersey-breds] is important, but 
I think the long-term planning 
will be more important.” 

WEST VIRGINIA 

Hollywood Casino at 
Charles Town Races runs a 
year-round racing program, and 
horses who are registered by the 
West Virginia Thoroughbred 
Breeders Association are a part 
of the menu. 

A feature of the program 
is that horses who were bred 
elsewhere can be registered 
under the West Virginia Thor¬ 
oughbred Development Fund’s 
raiser program, which covers 
horses who were based in the 
state for at least a year begin-

ning in their foaling year. Also 
covered are horses sired by 
West Virginia-registered stal¬ 
lions. Thus, horses bred in 
Kentucky, Pennsylvania and 
Virginia, among other jurisdic¬ 
tions, can be eligible for the 
restricted races. 

Looking at a snapshot of 
the Penn National Gaming Inc. 
track’s schedule from June 20 
through August 25, encom¬ 


passing 42 programs and 377 
races, at least one race for West 
Virginia-registered horses is 
written each day, and most have 
full fields. 

The emphasis is on creat¬ 
ing winners. Aside from four 
stakes races, each of which car¬ 
ried a $50,000 base purse, and 
a number of claiming races, 
39 restricted races were for 
maidens. Of those overnight 


races, 21 were maiden claimers 
and 18 were maiden special 
weights. 

The maiden claimers had a 
high concentration at the $5,000 
level-12-and each carried an 
$11,000 purse in a highly sym¬ 
metrical program. Four maiden 
claimers at the top $16,000 tier 
each carried $16,000 purses. 
The maiden claimers were run 
at distances from four and a 


half furlongs to a mile and a 
sixteenth, and all were written 
for non-winners between the 
ages of 3 and 5. Ten of the 21 
maiden claimers were restricted 
to fillies and mares. 

The maiden allowances, each 
of which had a $26,000 purse, 
offered somewhat broader 
conditions. Although a majority 
were limited to older competi¬ 
tors, five featured 2-year-olds, 
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and two others were for 2-year- 
old fillies. All the overnight 
state-bred races filled nearly to 
capacity. 

The state-bred stakes pro¬ 
gram, paid with development- 
fund money, covered a wide 
range of conditions, from 
2-year-olds to horses 3 and 
older. Fast Break Racing Stable’s 
Black Belt, a Prized gelding 
bred by O’Sullivan Farms, won 
the Robert G. Leavitt Stakes 
for 3-year-olds on August 7 and 
came back two weeks later to 
defeat older competitors in the 
Frank Gall Memorial Stakes. 

VIRGINIA 

For decades, Virginia’s 
breeders have been sending 
their top products to races 
around the world, and half of 
Virginia Breeders Fund awards 
go to breeders and owners 
whose horses win at any U.S. 
track. One prominent Virginia- 
bred receiving those awards 
is Edward Evans’s homebred 
Quality Road, winner of the 
Donn and Metropolitan Handi¬ 
caps and Woodward Stakes (all 
Grade 1) this year. 

The other half of the Vir¬ 
ginia Breeders Fund supports 
races for registered Virginia- 


breds in the state. For its 2010 
meet, Colonial Downs staged 
14 Virginia-bred races, four of 
which were stakes races. Purses 
totaled $374,500, including 
$200,000 in stakes purses. 

Two were $5,000 claimers, 
and the remainder of die races 
created new Virginia-bred win¬ 
ners. Five maiden special weight 
races, each worth $26,800, were 
for horses 3 and older, and two 
of them were limited to fil¬ 
lies and mares. Three $16,000 
maiden claimers, each with a 
purse of $13,500, also were 
for runners 3 and older. The 
state-bred races averaged 6.2 
starters. 

The state’s pool of runners 
has been shrinking with its foal 
crop. Virginia-bred runners 
totaled 692 last year, down 46.9 
percent from 1996. The 2008 
foal crop was 362, down 33.1 
percent from 1996. 

MARYLAND 

Long a leader in breeding 
programs, Maryland was the 
first state to create an incen¬ 
tive program (in 1962), and 
it pioneered state-sired racing 
programs with the Maryland 
Million in 1986. 


With a share of the wagering 
handle at Pimlico Race Course, 
Laurel Park and Timonium, the 
Maryland Fund provides purses 
for Maryland-bred stakes races 
and pays out breeder, owner 
and stallion awards. It does not 
support overnight state-bred 
races. The last Maryland-bred 
overnight race was run in 1981; 
at that point, owner bonuses 
were instituted. 

The state’s ability to marshal 
a state-bred overnight program 
in the current environment 
might encounter a demograph¬ 
ic challenge. The 2008 foal 
crop was 694, down 38.5 per¬ 
cent from 1999 and two-thirds 
off the peak of 2,075 in 1987. 
Maryland-bred runners totaled 
1,939 last year, off 40.2 percent 
from 3,243 in 1996. 

CONCLUSION 

Practically from the first 
time that a race was restricted 
to horses from one jurisdiction, 
state-bred races have kindled 
controversy and debate. One 
argument for them is that they 
help the small-scale breeder 
and owner to stay in the sport. 
One win by one horse will not 
pay for a stable, but it will 
defray some of the annual 


expenses and will allow an 
industry investor to stay in the 
game for a while longer. 

Critics always have contend¬ 
ed that state-bred programs, 
whether for stakes races or 
overnight races, reward medi¬ 
ocrity. They argue that the circle 
within a circle that state-bred 
races represent should be bro¬ 
ken, and horses should deter¬ 
mine their economic value in 
open company They argue that 
the quality of the racing prod¬ 
uct should always come first, 
although they are mindful that 
shutting down state-bred rac¬ 
ing might run some investors 
out of the business. 

New York’s experience pro¬ 
vides evidence that state-bred 
programs can benefit both 
breeders and the racing prod¬ 
uct, although the process takes 
much money, many years, and 
lots of horses. Pennsylvania 
has everything but the years, 
and the debate over whether 
the state should move toward a 
full-blown state-bred program 
similar to New York’s is highly 
divisive. It is a debate that very 
likely will continue for years 
and years, in Pennsylvania and 
throughout the region. Dfc

Hall of Famer 
outdoes himself 
at Saratoga 


T he old-timers used to say 
the key to handicapping 
Saratoga steeplechase 
races involved a two-word 
instruction: Bet Sheppard. 

The adage rang true in the 
1970s as Jonathan Sheppard 
built a powerful stable of jump¬ 
ers including Cafe Prince and 
Leaping Frog, stayed strong 
in the 1980s with the likes 


of Double Reefed, Summer 
Colony and Flatterer, kept roll¬ 
ing in the 1990s with Mistico 
(Chi) and Yaw, zoomed into 
the 2000s with Ninepins (GB), 
Mixed Up and IPs a Giggle - and 
in the first year of yet another 
decade-added an exclamation 
point. 

The Hall of Fame trainer 
won the first four steeplechas¬ 


es of the meet, all for long¬ 
time client Bill Pape, to wrest 
control of the 2010 National 
Steeplechase Association train¬ 
ers’ race and build on a career 
that already makes most wit¬ 
nesses simply shake their head. 

Sheppard won the opener, 
the restricted Jonathan Kiser 
Novice Stakes (July 29), with 
Sermon of Love, captured the 
Grade 2 A.P Smithwick 
Memorial (August 5) with 
homebred Divine Fortune, 
added an optional claimer 
(August 12) with another 
homebred, Lead Us Not, and 
brought back Sermon of Love 
to take the Grade 1 New York 
Turf Writers Cup (August 26). 

The jump race set for 
August 19 failed to fill and 
was canceled, though Sheppard 
certainly had a runner or two 
aimed. In addition to the four 


wins, Sheppard’s horses col¬ 
lected three seconds, a third 
and two fourths. 

The skein made Pape and 
Sheppard take stock. 

“We’ve been doing this 
43 years and have just been 
so lucky, but of course you 
can’t underestimate the man 
that trains them,” said Pape, 
who campaigned Hall of Fame 
jumper Flatterer and is the co¬ 
breeder of numerous stars with 
Sheppard. “I’m just along for 
the ride, and he provides a 
great trip. He studies every¬ 
thing about the horses; I just 
like to watch him do his job 
sometimes.” 

Sheppard’s far-reaching 
stable includes flat and steeple¬ 
chase horses on the farm in 
Pennsylvania, Springdale Train¬ 
ing Center in Camden, S.C., 
Presque Isle Downs and Dela- 



Permsylvania-bred Divine Fortune (Danielle Hodsdon) bounded to the lead at the final hurdle of the A.P. Smithwick Memorial-NSA2 to score another for Jonathan Sheppard. 
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ware Park. The small string 
at Saratoga gets the direct 
attention of Sheppard and 
as sis tant/steeple chase jockey 
Danielle Hodsdon, and this 
year it included everything 
from 2-year-olds to flat cham¬ 
pions Forever Together and 
Informed Decision and the 
grizzled steeplechase veterans. 
They all get a watchful eye, 
customized training programs 
and chances to shine. 

“It means quite a lot, cer¬ 
tainly,” said Sheppard. “I like 
to feel like IVe been at a con¬ 
sistent level for a long time, 
even though Pm a tittle long 
in the tooth. I have experience 
to make up for that, and I have 
some very good young people 
helping me. That’s a very big 
part of it. They work their 
butts off and I’m as happy for 
them as I am for myself.” 


The $75,000 A.P. Smithwick 
Memorial annually showcases 
the open stakes horses at Sara¬ 
toga. Long considered a prep 
for the $100,000 New York 
Turf Writers Cup three weeks 
later, the race stands on its own 
as a summer target with a ros¬ 
ter of winners including Lone¬ 
some Glory, Warm Spell, Praise 
the Prince (NZ), Census, Mixed 
Up and others. 

Sheppard brought out a 
solid trio coming from various 
directions. The Price of Love 
made his first start in more 
than a year. Arcadius exited a 
third in the grueling, three-mile 
Iroquois-NSAl in May. Divine 
Fortune came in off a middling 
fourth in the David L. (Zeke) 
Ferguson Memorial-NSA3 at 
Colonial Downs-a race that 
was either an ideal prep or a 
dull effort. 


Definitely choice one. 

Rated behind pacemaker and 
favorite Slip Away throughout, 
the 7-year-old son of Royal 
Anthem swept toward the front 
on the final turn, took over at 
the last fence, and won by 
three-quarters of a length with 
Hodsdon aboard. Arcadius ral¬ 
lied late to nip Slip Away for 
the second spot. Bred in Penn¬ 
sylvania by Pape and Sheppard, 
Divine Fortune bounced from 
the Ferguson to a strong work¬ 
out on the Oklahoma turf 
course at Saratoga three days 
before the Smithwick. The 
rangy chestnut covered six fur¬ 
longs in 1:12.20 in a move 
planned for five furlongs but 
clocked for six because of a 
strong gallop-out. 

“A work tike that gets him 
pumped, so he’s ready and he’s 
in the bridle,” Sheppard said. 


“He knows it’s a race. He knows 
he’s got to go to work. At 
Colonial, he was off the bridle. 
The reins were dangling half¬ 
way through the race. I said 
that we needed a good sharp 
work before this race. He got it.” 

Divine Fortune confirmed 
the promise he showed as a 
young horse. He broke his hur¬ 
dle maiden at 4 in 2007, added 
a flat score at Colonial Downs 
in his next start, then won 
back-to-back races that sum¬ 
mer-an allowance at Saratoga 
and the Grade 2 Somerset 
Medical Center Hurdle Stakes 
at the Meadowlands. A bowed 
tendon sidelined him for two 
years, but he returned with a 
rusty fifth at Montpelier last 
fall. Before Saratoga, the 2010 
campaign included a second 
in the Grade 2 Carolina Cup 
in March, a lopsided allowance

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win at Block House in April, 
and a third in the Grade 3 Mar- 
cellus Frost in May. 

He nearly fell early in the 
Smithwick, shaking up the 
crowd with a mistake at the 
sixth of nine fences. Sheppard 
had turned his binoculars to 
Arcadius deeper in the field, 
but watched the replay and 
shuddered. 

“Oh no, he put in an extra 
[stride]. He nearly fell. Fm glad 
I didn’t see it,” he said. “I saw 
him take off, but I didn’t see 
him land because I wanted to 
watch our other two. I heard 
Tom Durkin say there was a 
miscue, but I just saw it out of 
the corner of my eye. A lot of 
times that can stop a horse. He 
was pretty brave to get back 
into it.” 

Hodsdon said her horse for¬ 
got about the mistake quickly. 

“I asked him something 
a little bit ridiculous. He cor¬ 
rected himself really well. As 


soon as he refilled the bridle, 
I just kept him on it and he 
was fine. He over-jumped the 
next one, that’s all,” she said. 
“I knew as soon as he got one, 
he’d be okay. The last came up 
the same, that long one. I said, 
‘There’s no way I should ask 
for that; I really don’t want to 
put him on the deck here.’ I saw 
this beautiful long spot, but I 
thought if I don’t get this I’m 
screwed. I better sit still. He 
would have gotten up easier if 
I had gotten that spot.” 

Divine Fortune didn’t need 
it; he efficiently jumped the last 
and had plenty left for stable- 
mate Arcadius to complete a 
$27.60 in-the-barn exacta while 
getting the two and one-six¬ 
teenth miles in 3:58.98. 

Divine Fortune tried to 
turn the rare Smithwick-Turf 
Writers double three weeks 
later and came up short-the 
feat hasn’t been done since 
1999 when Campanile man¬ 
aged it for trainer Janet Elliot. 


Understudy Sermon of Love 
filled in nicely, however. 

Rallying after the last 
fence, the 7-year-old son of 
Pulpit scored by a length over 
Arcadius with longshot early 
leader Swagger Stick third. 
The winner needed 4:36.83 to 
cover the two and three-eighths 
miles as the even-money favor¬ 
ite while coupled with Divine 
Fortune, who finished fourth. 
Irishman Brian Crowley, who 
spent most of the summer 
working on Sheppard’s farm 
in Pennsylvania, handled die 
winner. 

Racing on four weeks rest, 
Sermon of Love found a per¬ 
fect spot between the front¬ 
runners and the closers before 
going after Swagger Stick in the 
stretch. The third all-Sheppard 
exacta of the meet returned 
$14.40. 

“I was delighted the whole 
way. He traveled well, jumped 
great the whole way, had a 
clear view of the fences and 


the obstacles,” Crowley said. 
“I was delighted turning into 
the straight-if nothing came 
from behind I had the race at 
my mercy. It’s mind-blowing, 
to ride three winners and a 
second from four rides. I rode 
a nice few winners at home in 
Ireland and England, but this 
is all smiles. There are so many 
people to thank.” 

And a few nice horses as 
well. 

Sermon of Love followed a 
multi-stop career path to stee¬ 
plechase glory. Out of 
$781,763-earner Plenty of 
Sugar, he was bred in Kentucky 
by noted Pennsylvania owner 
and racing official Fitz Dixon. 
The bay gelding lost four flat 
starts-one with John Fisher 
and three with Tim Keefe- 
before joining Jack Fisher’s 
barn as a 3-year-old hurdle 
prospect. He won the Raymond 
Woolfe Memorial in 2006, then 
went to the sales ring at Keene- 
lancl as part of the Dixon 
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estate’s dispersal in 2007. 
Florida-based horseman Danny 
Pate spent $62,000 to buy the 
then 4-year-old, who was later 
sold to Sheppard client Calvin 
Houghland. When Houghland 
died last year, Pape bought 
Sermon of Love. 

All the while, Sermon of 
Love hinted at decent things 
without looking like a future 
star. He worked strongly in the 
mornings. He lost 15 consecu¬ 
tive races. He won an allowance 
hurdle at Penn National in July 
2009 and backed that up with 
a maiden flat win at Saratoga. 
He finished second in the 2009 
Turf Writers. He lost a race by 
51 lengths to start 2010. 

Sheppard went to blinkers 
at Saratoga, and Sermon of 
Love responded. 

“I’ve never thought of him 
as really a top horse, more a 
mid-division horse. He is quite 
fast. He does work as well as 
any of our other jumpers, pos¬ 
sibly even better,” Sheppard 
said. “He’s not particularly big. 
He’s a little washy and not a 
hundred percent genuine. The 
blinkers helped, and the rider 
is on fire.” 

Sheppard’s jumpers spent 
time at the farm and Saratoga 
between summer starts with 
Sermon of Love and Arcadius 
putting in their final tune-ups 
on die Pennsylvania gallops. 
Divine Fortune came back to 
Saratoga a week early and fin¬ 
ished his workout regimen on 
the Oklahoma training track. 
Rain shelved a potential turf 
work three days out and the 
horse was forced to work a 
slow half mile on the dirt. 

“I wish we didn’t have such 
a slow work on Monday with 
Divine Fortune, because he 
was just a little flat early. He 
needs to be in the clear and 
closer. He was too far back 
and tucked on the inside. He 
ran a pretty darn game race 
considering all that,” Sheppard 
said. “You could probably run 
the race in three weeks and our 
three horses might finish in a 
different order.” 

Sermon of Love won for 
the fourth time in 25 career 


steeplechase starts while lifting 
his jump earnings to $232,222. 

On August 12, the exac- 
ta players collected again as 
Sheppard horses Lead Us Not 
and Parker’s Project finished 
one-two in a $53,000 optional 
claiming hurdle. Dismissed at 
better than 6-1 each, though 
uncoupled in the wagering, the 
duo returned $91 for the $2 
exacta. 

Lead Us Not (Crowley) set 
the pace early while getting 
mild pressure from Riddle and 
a rank Saluda Sam. On the final 
turn, Riddle took over and was 
followed by Parker’s Project 
past die early leader. The trio 
jumped the last in that order, 
until Lead Us Not swung to 
the center of the turf course 
and re-rallied to claim the vic¬ 
tory in 3:52.28 for two and a 
sixteenth miles. Grantor rallied 
late for third. 

“That was a nice surprise 
because he’s been a little disap¬ 
pointing,” said Sheppard after¬ 


ward. “He looked like a nice 
horse as a novice, when he 
was young, but he’s never really 
recaptured that form. I always 
kind of felt that he had it in 
him to do better, and he just 
put it together today.” 

Now 8, Lead Us Not began 
his career on the flat, making 
his debut for a $25,000 claim¬ 
ing price at Colonial Downs in 
2006. He won over jumps late 
that year and lost four flat starts 
in 2007. At the end of that sea¬ 
son he finished second in the 
U.S. Championship Supreme 
Hurdle Stakes-NS A1. 

He won his first start of 
2008, and then just missed in 
his next, before going to the 
sidelines from May 2008 to 
September 2009. His two starts 
in 2009 were both dull, as were 
his first two of 2010—thirds 
at Camden in March and 
Nashville in May. 

Like Divine Fortune, Lead 
Us Not is a homebred by Royal 
Anthem.

Grade 1 winner Dark Equa¬ 
tion was retired after an ankle 
injury flared up during prepa¬ 
rations for the Turf Writers. 
Peggy Steinman’s 9-year-old 
won the 2008 Turf Writers and 
three other races over jumps 
(and two on the flat) en route 
to $344,525 in lifetime earn¬ 
ings.

and Joe Bravo sent an eager I 
Want Revenge close behind. 

Duke of Mischief had the 
garden trip in fourth along the 
rail—a place Fawkes said the 
colt does not like—but Coa 
guided him outside into the 
final turn. Duke of Mischief 
swept past I Want Revenge and 
then Redding Colliery. He cov¬ 
ered nine furlongs in 1:51.15 
and finished two and a quarter 
lengths in front of the favor¬ 
ite. I Want Revenge finished 
another four lengths back. 

“Going down the backside, 
I got a little nervous because he 
was still on the inside/’ Fawkes 
said, “but [Coa] said he was 
just biding his time. This horse 
likes to get an outside trip; he 
doesn’t like to be on the inside, 
but he prevailed today.” 

Fawkes owns part of Duke 
of Mischief, along with his 
breeder, Marilyn McMaster, 
and Alex and Joann Lieblong. 
The 4-year-old Florida-bred 
colt, by Graeme Hall out of the 
Real Courage mare My Lady 
Amelia, is approaching million¬ 
aire status, with earnings of 
$910,642. 

The Omnibus Stakes for fil¬ 
lies and mares on the Iselin 
undercard covered 11 furlongs 
on the grass, but what mattered 
were the final yards. 

Favorite Speak Easy Gal 
and jockey Elvis Trujillo nearly 
pulled off the difficult task of 
wiring the field. They looked 
clear in deep stretch, but Alan 
Garcia dragged second choice 
Tottie (GB) to the outside after 
she lugged in behind horses 
near the sixteenth pole, and 
she furiously charged down the 
center of the course to catch 
Speak Easy Gal by a neck. Her 
task had looked impossible. 

“This filly has a tendency 
to lug in a little bit in the 
lane and Alan did a great job 
of correcting her,” said Chad 
Brown, who trains Tottie for 
J.H. Richmond-Watson. “He 
made all the difference.” 

Tottie had closed rapidly 
to finish a close third in the 
Matchmaker Stakes-G3 on 


DUKE OF 
MISCHIEF RULES 
IN MONMOUTH 
PARK’S ISELIN 
STAKES-G3

T he betting public can be 
fickle. For the $300,000 
Philip H. Iselin Stakes-G3 
on August 21, Duke of Mis¬ 
chief was widely disregarded 
at odds of 16-1 in a field of 
six. Yet he had warranted odds 
of 6-1 in the Stephen Foster 
Handicap-Gl only two months 
earlier, while facing the nation’s 
top handicap horse on dirt, 
Blame. 

Duke of Mischief, with 
graded wins this year in the 
Oaklawn Handicap-G2 and 
off-the-turf Fort Lauderdale 
Stakes-G3 at Gulfs tream, added 
another with a convincing score 
in the Iselin, the second of 
Monmouth’s two graded stakes 
for older horses on the main 
track. He finished second in the 
first-the Salvator Mile-G3 on 
July 3—after a quick turnaround 
from his eighth-place Foster 
finish. Provided a welcome rest 
by trainer David Fawkes, Duke 
of Mischief returned sharp. 

Most of the betting action in 
the Iselin went to 11-10 favorite 
Redding Colliery, a big-figure 
winner of the Lone Star Park 
Handicap-G3, and 3-2 second 
choice I Want Revenge, last 
year’s Wood Memorial-Gl win¬ 
ner. Gone Astray, the Salvator 
winner, also garnered support. 

But Eibar Coa, Duke of 
Mischief’s regular pilot, 
believed he held the best hand. 
His confidence was ampli¬ 
fied by the break. A skittish 
Redding Colliery unnerved I 
Want Revenge, who hopped 
in the air at die start. Redding 
Colliery pressed longshot Our 
Edge through a moderate pace,

Haskell Day. The two additional 
furlongs of the Omnibus obvi¬ 
ously helped her. The Fantastic 
Light 4-year-old filly out of 
Katy Nowaitee, began her 
career in Great Britain, where 
she contested the English 
Oaks-Gl after finishing third 
in the Oaks Trial, then joined 
Brown's stable at the end of 
last year. She won her first two 
American starts, including the 
Suwannee River Stakes-G3, at 
Gulfstream Park. 

The Jones team of wife 
Cindy and husband Larry 
achieved an unprecedented 
three-peatin the $200,000 Mon¬ 
mouth Oaks-G3 on August 14. 
Their No Such Word joined 
previous winners Maren's 
Meadow (2008) and Just Jenda 
(2009). Larry trained those two, 
but No Such Word is under the 
care of Cindy, who officially 
took over from her husband 
after he retired last year. 

The Oaks once attracted 
the best of its division but 
its prestige has faded over the 
last decade. This edition drew 
a competitive field of six, led 
by No Such Word and Seeking 
the Title, both Grade 3 win¬ 
ners. Those two figured to have 
the best trip from their outside 
posts, as those to their inside 
were dedicated frontrunners. 

Terry Thompson, No Such 
Word's rider, allowed that pace 
scenario to unfold as he kept 
his filly in fourth, trailing about 
five lengths down the back- 
stretch. Thompson sent No 
Such Word widest of four into 
the final turn, and she kicked 
clear by three lengths at the 
eighth pole. 

Thompson's decision to 
move early proved the differ¬ 
ence. Julien Leparoux, aboard 
Seeking the Tide, had waited 
too long and they closed in 
vain, finishing a length and a 
half behind the winner. C C's 
Pal finished another eight 
lengths behind. No Such Word 
covered a mile and a sixteenth 
on a fast main track in 1:45.10. 

Former Kentucky governor 
Brereton C. Jones bred and

owns No Such Word, who is 
by Canadian Frontier out of 
the It's Freezing mare Muskoka 
Ice. For the Joneses, the Oaks 
was a welcome detour from 
facing Blind Luck, the best in 
the division. No Such Word 
had finished behind her in the 
Fantasy Stakes-G2 at Oaklawn, 
and the Delaware Oaks-G2. 

The $100,000 six-furlong 
Select Stakes on August 8 drew 
a small field of five but the cali¬ 
ber of competition was high. 
Two of the best 3-year-old 
sprinters in the country squared 
off: die Michael Stidham ship¬ 
per, Arkansas-bred gelding 
Comedero, undefeated in eight 
sprints, and local standout 
Out of Respect, second to 
Discreetly Mine in the Jersey 
Shore Stakes-G3. 

“I didn't think there was any 
horse in the Eastern seaboard 
that could beat this horse,” 
trainer Scott Volk said of his 
Out of Respect before the race. 
“Now I don't know.” 

Volk, however, was tight. 
Comedero, the 1-2 favorite, 
and Out of Respect, at 2-1, had 
shown unbridled speed in every 
start. Like a drag race between 
hot rods, diey went at each 
other until one blinked. That 
turned out to be Comedero. 

Out of Respect, with Paco 
Lopez, and Comedero, with 
Robby Albarado, posted the 
fastest main-track splits of the 
meet-:21.59 and :43.75-but 
neither showed signs of relent¬ 
ing. At the top of the stretch, 
Out of Respect put a head 
in front of Comedero, a new 
experience for the undefeated 
sprinter, and he couldn't come 
back. Out of Respect gradu¬ 
ally pulled away and won by a 
length and a quarter. His final 
time was 1:10.07, a sharp clock¬ 
ing for what has been a slow 
main track.

and he has never been worse 
than second. The Select win 
boosted his career earnings to 
$197,620. 

Lookin At Lucky was natu¬ 
rally the star of Haskell Day, on 
August 1, but in the $200,000 
Oceanport Stakes-G3 one race 
before, Get Serious showed 
once again why he is die most 
captivating animal on the 
grounds. 

His courage and desire have 
few equals. Passed momentarily 
by Violon Sacre between calls 
in the stretch, the 6-year-old 
City Zip gelding, with regu¬ 
lar rider Pablo Fragoso urg¬ 
ing him, determinedly battled 
back and denied Violon Sacre 
by a neck. As is his custom, 
he set the pace all the way. It 
was another stirring win for 
Get Serious over Monmouth’s 
turf course—his ninth in 12 
starts —and a victorious return 
from his respectable fifth- 
place showing in the United 
Nations-Gl in July. 

Get Serious won the Ocean- 
port last year when it came 
off the turf. This repeat was 
his third win of the meet, fol¬ 
lowing victories in a money 
allowance and die Monmouth 
S takes-G3. 

“He just loves this race track 
and loves to win,” said trainer 
John Forbes, who picked up his 
record fifth Oceanport Stakes. 
“In the stretch, I was probably 
as nervous as Ive ever been with 
this horse, but he just digs in.” 

Get Serious, a New York- 
bred out of the Java Gold mare 
Java Gal, earned $120,000 for 
owners J.M. Dinan, J.J. Moore 
and Phantom House Farm, 
bringing his lifetime tally to 
$880,691. 

Gregg Sacco, a third-gen¬ 
eration New Jersey horseman, 
always aims for a win on die 
Haskell undercard. It is like his 
Kentucky Derby. So while his 
horses are worth watching that 
day, it was still difficult to pre¬ 
dict Sacco’s win in the $200,000 
Matchmaker Stakes-G3 with 
Red Oak Stable’s 41-1 longshot 
Unbridled Essence.

With Paco Lopez aboard, 
Unbridled Essence stayed close 
to the pace and made the lead 
in deep stretch, then resolutely 
held on as Chad Brown train¬ 
ees Quiet Meadow and Tottie 
closed rapidly. Lopez moved 
first, though, and Unbridled 
Essence held on by a half 
length. She covered nine fur¬ 
longs in 1:47.97 over a firm 
turf course in the race for fillies 
and mares. 

Cherokee Queen, the 2-1 
favorite in a field of 11, bob- 
bled after the break and tossed 
jockey Elvis Trujillo. 

Unbridled Essence had won 
her last start-a second-level 
allowance—but had finished 
ninth in one previous graded 
stakes appearance. Sacco cred¬ 
ited added maturation from 
age 3 to 4 for her newfound 
success. 

“We gave her the winter 
off,” Sacco said. “She came 
back bigger and stronger. In 
her first start back, she finished 
just behind Queen Martha, 
who gave Rachel Alexandra a 
race here last week. In her last 
start, she ran her eyeballs out.” 

Sacco said the win was spe¬ 
cial because Steve Brunetti, 
partners in Red Oak with his 
father, John, bred Unbridled 
Essence, a pairing of Essence 
of Dubai and the Unbridled 
mare Unbridled Waters. 

Like Get Serious, Blue 
Star Stable’s Lady Alexander 
affirmed her love of Monmouth 
on Haskell Day. Her victory 
came in the $150,000 six-fur- 
long Regret Stakes for fillies 
and mares. 

After chasing a swift pace, 
jockey Carlos Marquez Jr. sent 
Lady Alexander to the outside 
of D’wild Ride, the 5-2 favor¬ 
ite, with two furlongs left and 
she drew clear of that rival near 
the sixteenth pole. She spurted 
home a length and three-quar- 
y ters on top and covered the dis- 
| tance in 1:09.92. Rated Feisty 
| finished third. 

m For Lady Alexander, a 
4-year-old filly by Exchange 
Rate out of the Housebuster 
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mare Lady Ironwood, this was 
her fifth win in seven local 
starts, plus second stakes tri¬ 
umph of the meet. Following 
that win, in the Red Cross 
Stakes, trainer Bruce Alexander 
shipped her to Belmont Park, 
where she finished fourth in 
the Bed o’ Roses Handicap-G3 
on July 5. 

“She loves this track,” the 
trainer said. “Sometimes I ques¬ 
tion myself why I run some¬ 
place else. Just before her last 
race, she worked really fast, and 
then ran fourth. That scared 
me enough that this time I 
chose not to work her at all. 77 

At age 6, Mike Rep ole 7 s 
Roaring Lion is as sharp as 
ever, and with his second con¬ 
secutive Monmouth stakes win, 
in the $150,000 Teddy Drone 
Stakes on August 1, the gelding 
figures to move on to greater 
assignments in the sprint divi¬ 
sion. 

Roaring Lion, sent off the 
9-5 favorite, left the gate quick¬ 
ly but his rider Eddie Castro 
wrangled him back. They 
stalked the pace and went after 
the leaders three-wide midway 
into the turn. At the top of 
the stretch he opened up a lead 
that extended to a length and 
a half over the late closer He 7 s 
So Chic. Uncle Gidge finished 
a head behind. Roaring Lion 
covered six furlongs in 1:09.59. 

Buckingham Farm in Ches¬ 
ter town, Md., bred Roaring 
Lion, a son of Lion Hearted out 
of the Horatius mare Smartly. 
He won the 2006 Maryland 
Juvenile Championship Stakes 
for Buckingham owner Binnie 
Houghton and her late hus¬ 
band, Eddie, and was claimed 
from them by Repole Stable for 
$25,000 at Philadelphia Park in 
November 2007, while making 
his first start for a price. He was 
turned over to Bruce Levine to 
train in 2009. 

The Teddy Drone was 
Roaring Lion’s fifth win in nine 
starts for Levine, including the 
2009 Maryland Million Sprint 
Handicap. This year he also 
won the Mr. Prospector Stakes 


in July and finished second 
in Pimlico’s Maryland Sprint 
Handicap-G3 on Preakness 
Day. 

In the $150,000 Jersey 
Derby, also run on August 1, 
RogerJ. Weiss’s Hudson Steele 
went to the post for only the 
third time on grass. But his 
future there looks bright. 

Closing from nearly last in 
the field of eight, jockey Jose 
Lezcano swung Hudson Steele 
wide around the turn and with 
push-button acceleration he 
rushed past English shipper 
Audacity of Hope (GB) and 
They Call Me Giant. 

Hudson Steele’s margin of 
victory was two and a quar¬ 
ter lengths. A gelded son of 
Johannesburg out of the Smart 
Strike mare Strike the Sky, he 
covered a mile and a sixteenth 
in 1:41.07. 


Hudson Steele broke his 
maiden on turf in June, and 
before the Jersey Derby placed 
second in a grass stakes at 
Indiana Downs.

Steve Asmussen trains 
Omniscient, a 4-year-old son 
of Pulpit out of the Noactor 
mare Actceptional. It was the 
gelding’s first stakes victory. He 
covered the distance in 1:43.31. 

In a day tilled with out¬ 
standing performances, one of 
the most memorable originated 
outside of stakes company. In 
| the sixth race, a six-furlong 
§ maiden special weight for fillies 
% and mares, Erin Rose turned

heads with a nearly 11-length 
win in her career debut. She 
split rivals four-wide down the 
backstretch and found herself 
in front by six turning for home.

Christophe Clement trains 
Erin Rose for Waterford Stable.

Bred in Maryland by John 
and Margaret Crane, Erin Rose, 
a daughter of Purge out of 
die Kris S. mare Jewel of the 
East, was a $50,000 Keeneland 
September sales yearling who 
subsequently sold for $110,000 
at the 2009 Ocala Breeders’ 
Sales Company’s March sale of 
2-year-olds in training. ^ 
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Mike Trombetta-trained Sweeter Still (Ire) prevailed by a length and 
three-quarters in the Light Hearted Stakes, her fourth career stakes win. 


JUAN VAZQUEZ 
VAULTS TO TOP 
AT DELAWARE 
PARK

O wner Florence Patitucci 
and trainer Juan Vazquez 
enjoyed a profitable week 
in early August, visiting the 
winner’s circle six times from 
August 4 through August 11. 

The win parade kicked off 
with three winners on the nine- 
race August 4 card: Ma Rainey 
in the first, Run for Shelter in 
the fourth and Shamroge in 
the fifth. 

The next day, Vazquez tight¬ 
ened the girth on Bancroft, and 
on August 9 he saddled Private 
Sale; Today’s Man completed 
the skein on August 11. 

The victories helped to 
cement Vazquez’s number one 
spot in the trainers’ standings. 
Through racing of August 23, 
he had 46 wins from 159 starts, 
15 better than Scott Lake and 
19 more than Brad Cox. Last 
year, he finished fifth among 
Delaware Park trainers. 

Vazquez, 35, is a native of 
Buenos Aires, Argentina, and 
he began his life with Thor¬ 
oughbreds in that country. 

“My family had horses when 
I was growing up, but not race 
horses,” he said. “When I was 
young, maybe 11 or 12 years 
old, I used to ride all the time, 
and one day a trainer saw me 
and suggested I go to jockey 
school. My father didn’t want 
me to, but I did go and rode 
for several years until I got too 
heavy to ride.” 

Vazquez may be too heavy 
to be a jockey, but he gets on 
his horses in the morning and 
feels it gives him a big advan¬ 
tage. 

Currently, Vazquez has 53 
horses under his care, with 31 
of them owned by Patitucci 
and her husband, John. He said 


John Patitucci is very active 
with him at auction sales. 

While currendy Vazquez’s 
bread-and-butter are claiming 
horses, he has been known 
to train some allowance and 
stakes types. He earned his 
first career stakes victory with 
2-year-olcl filly Ms Vanenzza in 
the $75,000 Blue Hen Stakes at 
Delaware Park last October. 

David J. Lanzman Racing 
Stable Inc. and Jason Wood’s 
Sweeter Still (Ire) added her 
fourth career stakes win in the 
$50,000 Light Hearted Stakes 
on August 7. 

From the barn of Michael 
Trombetta, who took over her 
training in May, the 5-year-olcl 
daughter of Rock of Gibraltar 
(Ire) sat close to the pace set 
by Fareena, then made a bold 
move coming out of the turn. 
Under Jeremy Rose, she opened 
up a two and a half-length lead 
in midstretch and had enough 
left to hold off the rallying 
Aar ones s. Final time for the 
seven and a half furlongs on 
turf was 1:29.99. 

As a 3-year-old in California 
with trainer Jeff Mullins, 
Sweeter Still won three added- 
money events, including the 
Grade 3 Senorita Stakes at 
Hollywood Park. She was also 
second in the Providencia 
Stakes-G2 at Santa Anita and 
third in the Honeymoon Handi- 
cap-G2 at Hollywood Park. 


Her last win prior to the 
Light Hearted came in the 
$80,000 Sandy Blue Handicap 
at Del Mar on August 15, 
2008. Sweeter Still now has 
a career record of five wins 
from 15 starts, and earnings of 
$308,211. 

Edward P. Evans’s home¬ 
bred Quiet Giant scored an 
impressive victory on August 
9 in an allowance race at one 
mile, 70 yards, blowing away 
seven rivals by 10Vi lengths 
under jockey Fernando Jara. 

Trained by Todd Pletcher, 
the 3-year-old daughter of 
Giant’s Causeway entered the 
event off a win at Philadelphia 
Park at July 2, but was sent off 
as third choice behind Sweet 
Dahlia and St. Vickie’s Charm. 
Jara put the bay Virginia-bred 
on the lead when the gates 
opened and she was never seri¬ 
ously challenged, turning for 
home with nearly a six-length 
advantage and widening to the 
wire. She was timed in a fleet 
1:40.99, just about a second off 
the track record. 

Quiet Giant’s pedigree is 
just as impressive as the win. 
Not only is she by one of the 
world’s best sires, she is out of 
Quiet Dance (by Quiet Ameri¬ 
can), thus a half-sister to 2005 
Horse of the Year Saint Liam, 
graded stakes winner Congres- 
sionalhonor and graded stakes- 
placed American Dance. 


Earlier in the month, 
another Evans homebred, Tap 
Night, scored by a head in 
a maiden special weight. The 
Anthony Dutrow trainee had 
also last raced at Philadelphia 
Park—when second for a 
$40,000 tag—but was ready to 
roll on August 3 at Delaware. 
Chasing pacesetter Twelve 
Inches the entire mile and 
70-yard test, he ground down 
the lead through the stretch 
under jockey Jeremy Rose to 
just get past in the shadow of 
the wire, in a time of 1:42.14. 
It was 14 lengths back to the 
third-place horse. 

Tap Night earned $23,400 
for his effort. The 3-year-old 
colt by Pleasant Tap is out 
of Day Mate, by Dayjur, thus 
a full brother to Tap Day, a 
six-time stakes winner of 
$784,897 who captured the 
2005 Meadowlands Breeders’ 
Cup Stakes-G2 and was Grade 
1 -placed for Evans. 

Brushwood Stable’s Mesa 
Sunrise sizzled six furlongs in 
1:09.53 in winning an allow¬ 
ance on August 14 under 
jockey Brian Hernandez Jr. 
for Dutrow. Dispatched as the 
favorite in the field of six, Mesa 
Sunrise had finished third in his 
most recent start at Saratoga on 
July 25. 

Although he encountered 
some crowding at the start, the 
son of Sky Mesa was unhurried 
by Hernandez, and he ranged 
up to sit a close third in the 
opening half mile behind Blue 
Notion. Coming off the turn 
he swung wide, wrested the 
lead from that rival, and drew 
off handily down the lane, 
winning by five and a quarter 
lengths. 

The victory was the third 
from 10 starts for Mesa Sunrise, 
and the 4-year-old colt has now 
earned $126,820. 

Brushwood, the Malvern, 
Pa., establishment of Elizabeth 
Moran, purchased Mesa Sun¬ 
rise for $800,000 at the Fasig- 
Tipton Florida Calder sale of 
2-year-olds in training. His dam, 
Bashful Charmer (by Capote), 
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is a stakes winner and stakes 
producer from the family of 
Grade 1 winners Unbridled’s 
Song and Seattle Song. 

I’m Steppin’ It Up, a 
2-year-old colt by leading fresh¬ 
man sire Congrats, dominated 
six rivals in an off-the-turf 
maiden special weight at a mile 
and 70 yards on August 16. 

Sent off as the slight favor¬ 
ite over George and Lori Hall’s 
Revelator, I’m Steppin’ It Up 
broke like a shot from his 


inside post position, seized the 
lead, and never looked back. 
With jockey Anna Napravnik 
in the irons, the chestnut had a 
two and a half-length lead after 
three-quarters of a mile, and 
extended that to eight lengths 
in upper stretch. Without any 
urging, he turned on the after¬ 
burners and blazed under the 
wire 10% lengths in front of 
Revelator, who lagged in fifth 
early and made a run to get up 
for second money. 


I’m Steppin’ It Up, trained 
by Anthony Pecoraro for owner 
Roman Hill Farm LLC, was 
bred in Florida by Thomas L. 
Croley. He debuted at Delaware 
Park on May 29 and finished 
sixth, then made his next start 
on the grass at Belmont Park, 
finishing second. 

The second foal out of the 
Thunder Gulch mare Cindy 
Woo Who, Pm Steppin’ It Up 
is a half-brother to $216,250- 


earner Thunder Brew, a three¬ 
time stakes winner in 2010. 

Through live racing of 
August 23, jockey Anna 
Napravnik was atop the jock¬ 
eys’ standings and on track to 
become the first worn an to take 
the Delaware riding crown. 
Napravnik had 70 wins from 
332 starts, four better than 
Jeremy Rose, who had 66 wins 
from 270 starts. Gabriel Saez 
was in die third spot with 53 
wins from 322 starts.

GROVE 
DOMINATES 
MINI-MEET AT 
LAUREL PARK

S ummer racing returned 
to Maryland with Laurel 
Park’s 11-day stand from 
July 31 through August 22. The 
meet included two Maryland- 
bred stakes (see writeups on 
page 4 of The Maryland Horse 
newsletter), and served as a 
reunion for horsemen who 
held steady for the summer and 
those returning from Colonial 
Downs. 

Chris Grove dominated the 
trainers ’ s tandings, winning nine 
races, four more than Colonial 
Downs titleholder Hamilton 
Smith and Rodney Jenkins. 

“We ran 20 in 11 days, we 
weren’t doing anything special. 
About mid-July I stopped run¬ 
ning horses out of town. It 
just seemed like every time we 
shipped, the 100-plus degree 
temperatures were kicking 
my horses in the butt; they 
were spent before they got to 
die paddock,” Grove said. “It 
wasn’t by design, like, ‘Let’s go 
win the meet,’ but it was more 
like, ‘Let’s save face and stop 
trying to do die impossible.’ ” 
Grove hit for the cycle on 
August 14, winning the third, 


fourth, fifth and sixth races. 
The Bowie-based condition¬ 
er started it off with Robert 
Wheeler’s Hello Easy Street. 
Dogwood Stable’s Firefighter 
came next. Bruce Levy’s home¬ 
bred Joepaul’streasure made 
three. Prakash Patel’s Pride 
Park finished it off with a com¬ 
fortable win. 

“The first race came off 
the turf and it scratched down 
to four; the owner never gave 
up on her and she won. The 
second was for Dogwood—he 
won pretty easily. The third one 
was another filly off the grass, 
scratched down to four. The 
fourth was a hard-knocker who 
I really like; he loves the surface 
and he beat a good group of 
$10,000 claimers,” Grove said. 
“Then that night, I had two 
in at Charles Town. My wife 
rode over with me and we went 
2-for-2 there; six winners on 
the day, the only two that didn’t 
win were two in the stakes 
at Laurel. It was an awesome 
day.” 

Apprentice Forest Boyce 
captured the riding tide, secur¬ 
ing 15 wins to best Malcolm 
Franklin by three. A graduate 
of the Maryland Institute Col¬ 
lege of Art, Boyce tutored 
under the late Hall of Fame 
conditioner Mikey Smithwick 
at the age of 11 and galloped 
horses for trainer Dickie Small 
before making her riding debut 
last summer. 

Ben’s Cat, Lonely Whistle 
and Night Q were the only 


horses to win twice over the 
11-day meet. 

Ben’s Cat, winner of the 
Mister Diz Stakes, earned 
$48,240 for The Jim Stable 
and trainer King Leatherbury. 
Grove prepared William Har¬ 
ris’s homebred Night Q. 

Ted Maher choreographed 
Lonely Whistie’s undefeated 
stance, while getting Boyce to 
ride. Maher risked the 4-year- 
old son of Say Florida Sandy 
for a $25,000 tag and got the 
win in a conditioned claimer 
over 10 others on August 7. The 
New York-bred Lonely Whistle 
then took a tough allowance on 
the turf on August 22, facing 
nine and scoring by four and a 
quarter lengths over Money for 
Love. Owned by T M Racing 


Stables LLC, the winner went 
off as third choice. 

Lonely Whistle won one 
race in seven starts in 2009 
but did manage a second at 
odds of 34-1 in the Woodlawn 
Stakes on the turf in May. He 
hit the sidelines from that race 
until returning in February and 
proceeding to flop in two dirt 
starts. He’s now won two of six 
starts on the turf. 

Maher won three races from 
just five starts at the meet. He 
secured an allowance win with 
T M Racing Stable’s Lucky 
Will on July 31. 

Sagamore Farm, the historic 
Maryland showplace brought 
back to life by Under Armour 
founder Kevin Plank, had its 
first crop of homebreds hit 
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WEST VIRGINIA DERBY-G2

C alifornia-based trainer 
Bob Baffert and jockey 
Martin Garcia aimed like 
sharpshooters and picked off 
three of the most important 
stakes for 3-year-olds in the 
Mid-Atlantic region. The most 
recent came in Mountaineer 
Park’s $750,000 West Virginia 
Derby-G2 on August 7. 

The onslaught began in 
May in Maryland when Baffert- 
trained Lookin At Lucky, guided 
by new rider Garcia, regained 
his top spot among the sopho¬ 
more set with his classic vic¬ 
tory in the $1 million Preakness 
Stakes-Gl at Pimlico. 

Two and a half months later 
the threesome returned East, 
this time to New Jersey, and 
walked away with Monmouth’s 


$1 million Grade 1 Haskell 
Invitational. 

Targeted next was West 
Virginia, and Baffert went to 
the bench and sent in lightly 
raced Concord Point. With 
Garcia aboard, the only pilot 
the gray colt has ever known 
on race day, Concord Point led 
at every call to gain the richest 
victory of his career. 

Concord Point, owned 
by Kaleem Shah, founder of 
information technology com¬ 
pany Cainet Inc., shipped to 
Mountaineer Park widi an 
enviable record. In five starts, 
he had three wins, a second 
and a fourth. His previous 
effort was a breakout perfor¬ 
mance, as he dominated Prairie 
Meadows’s Iowa Derby-G3 by 
eight and a half lengths over 


Thiskyhasnolimit and highly 
regarded Winslow Homer. 

Sent off as the 4-5 favorite 
in the nine-horse West Virginia 
Derby field, Concord Point was 
more than up to the task in 
his first start at a mile and an 
eighth. The frontrunning son 
of Tapit broke well and was 
sent immediately to the lead by 
Garcia. 

It was an easy lead, as 
Concord Point, well held by 
Garcia, galloped along with 
ears pricked through an open¬ 
ing quarter of :23.59 and a half 
in": 47.71. 

Following about two lengths 
behind was Wertheimer and 
Frere’s Exhi, the winner of 
four straight stakes who was 
the second choice at 5-1. As 
Concord Point held his lead 


heading into the far turn, Exhi, 
with Robby Albarado aboard 
for trainer Todd Pletcher, 
began his run and moved to 
within a half length of the 
leader. But Concord Point was 
not through. 

Encouraged by Garcia, who 
rode vigorously through the 
stretch, Concord Point dove 
for the wire. The official margin 
was one length as he completed 
the distance in 1:51.12. It was 
eight and a half lengths back 
to New Jersey-based Nacho 
Friend in third. 

The victory pushed Concord 
Point’s lifetime earnings to 
$669,260. Having launched his 
career on the synthetic tracks 
in California, the gray out of 
Harve de Grace, by Boston 
Harbor, got his second graded 
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Mr. Proud Allen, the first of two homebreds unleashed by Charles Town-based 
John Casey, outgamed Claiborne Farm’s Congo in the Mountaineer Juvenile.

stakes win in his second start 
on a dirt surface. 

The second-richest offering 
on the card of nine stakes races 
was the $125,000 West Virginia 
Governor’s Stakes at a mile 
and a sixteenth. Defending 
champion Shadowbdancing 
returned in fine form, having 
won three of four starts this 
year, all stakes (he was second 
in the other) and most recently 
recorded a victory in the Grade 
2 Prairie Meadows Cornhusker 
Handicap. Sent off as the 
1.20-1 favorite, he pressed the 
pace early but dropped back 
suddenly and was eased in the 
stretch. 

Flying past Shadowbdancing 
and all the others in the seven- 
horse field was Demarcation. 
The Paul McGee-trained Ken¬ 
tucky shipper was allowed 
to settle far off the pace by 
Joel Rosario —at one point 
he was more than 15 lengths 
back—and when asked to go, 
he was unstoppable. In the 
final 50 yards, Demarcation 
surged past Cryptolight, who 
had gained the lead with an 
eighth of a mile to go, and won 
by an expanding margin while 
stopping the clock in 1:44.37. 
Cryptolight was a length and a 
quarter back at the wire, and six 
and three-quarters lengths to 
the better of Z Humor. 

Owned by Amerman Rac¬ 
ing Stables LLC, 6-year-old 
Demarcation, a son of Gulch, 
has been a stakes winner 
each of the past three sea¬ 
sons, counting graded scores 
in the Grade 3 River City and 
Ack Ack Handicaps. He had 
stepped up to Grade 1 com¬ 
petition in his previous start 
and finished a respectable fifth, 
beaten four and a half lengths 
by handicap division leader 
Blame, in the Stephen Foster 
Handicap. In getting his ninth 
career win in his 33rd start, 
Demarcation boosted his earn¬ 
ings to $502,674. 

In the final race of the day, 
the $85,000 West Virginia 
House of Delegates Speaker’s 


Cup, another 6-year-old son of 
Gulch rallied for the victory. 

Kinsman Stable’s Van¬ 
quisher got his second con¬ 
secutive stakes score by going 
five-wide around the far turn 
and battling favorite Timeless 
Fashion through the stretch. 
In receipt of two pounds 
from Timeless Fashion, the 
highweight with 123 pounds, 
Vanquisher carried Rosemary 
Homeister Jr. to a half-length 
victory and covered the mile 
and 70 yards over firm turf in 
1:39.56/ 

Trained by Gregory Griffith, 
Vanquisher took the Kitten’s 
Joy Stakes on the Virginia 
Derby undercard at Colonial 
Downs on July 17. The geld¬ 
ing, bred in Florida by his late 
owner, George Steinbrenner, 
in the name of Kinsman Farm, 
is having his best season ever. 
In seven starts this year, he has 
finished in the top three six 
times, five in stakes. His most 
recent score increased his earn¬ 
ings to $361,741. 

According to bettors, it 
was difficult to pick a favor¬ 
ite for the six-furlong Harvey 
Arneault Memorial Stakes. 
The race worth $110,000 for 
Breeders’ Cup-nominated run¬ 
ners attracted a field of nine. 
Five went off at odds of less 
than 5-1; the other four were 
more than 40-1. 

Most of the field, coming 
in from all over the Midwest, 
had never competed at Moun¬ 
taineer. Included in the group 
was Native Ruler, from the 
powerful stable of Maggi 
Moss. 

Winner of the Don Bern¬ 
hardt Stakes at Ellis Park in 
his previous start, Native Ruler 
went off as third choice at 
3.40-1. Guided by Jamie 
Theriot, the bay 6-year-old son 
of Elusive Quality was kept 
well off the pace set by Captain 
Cherokee, a winner last out at 
Churchill Downs. 

As Captain Cherokee was 
fighting off four rivals to his 


outside heading into the stretch, 
Native Ruler was gunning for a 
huge hole that opened along 
the rail when the leader drifted 
out. Captain Cherokee repulsed 
his outside challengers, but 
couldn’t hold off the rallying 
Native Ruler, who swept by in 
the final yards to win by three- 
quarters of a length. It was 
nearly three lengths back to 
Arlington Park shipper Super 
Robusto in third. 

Chris Richard conditions 
Native Ruler, now a winner 
of three straight. An eight¬ 
time stakes winner, Native 
Ruler launched his career for 


owner David Ross and trainer 
Ann Merryman as a 2-year- 
old at Colonial Downs in 2006 
and won that track’s Chenery 
Stakes in his second start. Ross 
lost Native Ruler to Ken and 
Sarah Ramsey a Little over a 
year later in a $25,000 claim- 
er at Keeneland. Next out, 
Native Ruler was snatched at 
Hawthorne for the same price 
by Moss and Richard. 

Although risked for a tag 
on numerous occasions since 
moving to Moss’s barn, Native 
Ruler has made the majority 
of his 31 career starts for his 
present connections. All but 
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WEST VIRGINIA DERBY continued 


$64,799 of his $529,196 in 
earnings have been for Moss. 

Carl Pollard’s homebred 
Kiss Mine was the overwhelm¬ 
ing choice in the $110,000 West 
Virginia Senate President’s 
Stakes for fillies and mares at 
a mile and 70 yards on the turf, 
and the 4-year-old daughter of 
horse of the year Mineshaft 
proved the best with her length 
and a quarter win. 

Carrying top weight of 123 
pounds, two to eight pounds 
more than any of the other 
eight runners, Kiss Mine sat off 
a quick pace before making her 
move under Robby Albarado 
to collar frontrunning Mimi’s 
Special Six in deep stretch. The 
final time was a solid 1:39.09, 
a little over a second off the 
course record. 

Kiss Mine is the first of 
three foals to make it to the 
races for her dam, graded 
stakes winner Kiss the Devil 
(by Kris S.). Trainer David 
Vance conditioned mother, 
and now daughter. Kiss the 
Devil earned $381,629 during 
her career, while Kiss Mine, a

Monzon, who was out of 
the money in his career debut 
at Colonial on July 17, more 
than made amends with a \2Vi- 
length maiden special weight 
score on August 13 at Laurel. 


winner of back-to-back stakes 
after capturing the Ellis Park 
Turf Breeders’ Cup in July, has 
amassed $247,536. 

Charles Town-based trainer 
John Casey couldn’t have had 
a better afternoon. He shipped 
in two homebreds, tossed his 
longtime girlfriend Kristy Petty 
in the saddle, and took home 
die trophies and a total of 
$98,600 in prize money with 
juvenile colt Mr. Proud Allen 
and ultra-talented 3-year-old 
filly Down Town Allen. 

First out was the 2-year-old. 
A dominant winner in his only 
other start, a maiden special 
weight at Charles Town on June 
27, Mr. Proud Allen received 
considerable support, even 
though facing runners com¬ 
ing from such barns as those 
of Todd Pletcher and Steve 
Asmussen, when stepping out 
for the $85,000 Mountaineer 
Juvenile Stakes. 

The third choice at 3.80-1 in 
the 10-horse field, Mr. Proud 
Allen was in midpack early, then 
lost a few lengths and positions 

The even-money favorite under 
Geovany Garcia, Monzon was 
stretching out from five and 
a half furlongs to a mile, and 
relished the added distance. 

Monzon is a son of Thunder 
Gulch and the Belong to Me 
mare Shadow of Mine. 

The Sagamore runners are 
trained by Ignacio Correas, a 
native of Argentina who was 
employed by Southern Equine 
before becoming Plank’s on- 
farm conditioner. 

Leigh Delacour unleashed 
an impressive first-time starter 
when Fares Farm’s 3-year-old 
Empire Maker filly Supreme 
trounced six rivals in a seven- 
furlong maiden special weight 
on August 22. Supreme secured 
the lead early and drew off to 
win by three and three-quarters 
lengths. Luis Garcia guided the 
winner, one of three during the 
meet for Delacour, who is based 
at Fair Hill Training Center with 


as those in front quickened 
down the backstretch. 

With room to make his 
move when Petty asked, the 
big-strided colt had clear sail¬ 
ing along the rail around the 
far turn and into the stretch. 
Pletcher-trained Congo, a run¬ 
ner for famed Claiborne Farm 
with Robby Albarado up, made 
the lead in deep stretch, but it 
was short-lived as Mr. Proud 
Allen was relentless and got the 
victory by a head. It was Petty’s 
first stakes win as a rider. 

A son of veteran sire My 
Boy Adam, who stands at the 
Casey family’s Taylor Mountain 
Farm in Charles Town, Mr. 
Proud Allen is out of the Roy 
mare Lets Just Do It, whom 
Casey purchased as a yearling 
for $8,500 at the 2001 Fasig- 
Tipton Kentucky October 
sale, and campaigned to win or 
place in nine stakes and earn 
$287,926. 

One year later, Casey 
returned to the same October 
yearling sale and spent $4,000 
on another Roy filly he eventu¬ 
ally named Like Down Town. 


While her racing career was 
basically nonexistent-in her 
only start midway through her 
3-year-old season she finished 
ninth of 10 against $10,000 
maiden claimers—Like Down 
Town has quickly redeemed 
herself as a broodmare. Her 
second foal is Down Town 
Allen. 

Making her first appearance 
anywhere but Charles Town 
in her 13th career start, the 
imposing Down Town Allen 
had to dig a bit deeper, but 
die result was the same. The 
daughter of Taylor Mountain 
Farm stallion Windsor Casde 
got her eighth official career 
victory in taking the $85,000 
West Virginia Secretary of 
State Stakes. 

The frontrunning diva shot 
from the gate in the six-fur- 
long event, posted fractions of 
:22.11, :45.64 and :58.28, then 
was all out to last over late- 
running Our Khrysty and win 
by a neck. The final time was 
1:11.44. 

One of three sophomore 
fillies in the 10-horse field, 


her husband, Arnaud Delacour. 
Supreme cost $80,000 at the 
2008 Keeneland September 
Yearling sale. 

On August 20, Delacour 
graduated Groovitude in a five 
and a half-furlong maiden spe¬ 
cial on the turf. The 3-year- 
old daughter of Dixie Union 
stalked the pace before running 
down Secret Peace to win by a 
half-length. Smart Music fin¬ 
ished third. Garcia guided the 
winner who was sent off the 
favorite in the field of 11. 

On August 13, Delacour 
earned a win with Not for 
Pride, a 5-year-old son of Not 
For Love and eight-time stakes 
winner Proud Run. Owned 
by Cindy Weymouth, Not for 
Pride took advantage of the 
race being moved from the 
turf to a fast main track. Jockey 
Sheldon Russell was aboard 
for the chestnut’s third career 
start. 


Dickie Small enjoyed a pro¬ 
ductive summer meet by win¬ 
ning four races from 11 starts, 
including the Jameela Stakes on 
August 14 with Buckingham 
Farm’s homebred Fascinatin’ 
Rhythm. 

Small unveiled another 
promising homebred for his 
main client, Robert Meyerhoff, 
when Broad Rule, a 2-year-old 
son of Dixie Union and Illeria, 
won a maiden special weight on 
August 20. The Maryland-bred 
won by three-quarters of a 
length. Forest Boyce guided the 
winner, who is a half-brother to 
millionaire Include and three 
other stakes winners. 

Small picked up a win for 
Larry Knight when Litchrally 
got the better of stablemate 
Count of Nine in a maiden 
claimer on August 13. On the 
same afternoon, Small won the 
nightcap with Riley Mangum’s 
homebred Piano Red. 
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Down Town Allen recorded 
her fourth consecutive victory, 
three of them stakes. During 
her career, she has an enviable 
mark of 12 top-three finishes, 
nine in stakes, and earnings of 
$332,107. 

In actuality, Down Town 
Allen has never finished worse 
than third. Her only blemish 
was the result of a disqualifica¬ 
tion from first to seventh for 
interference right out of the 
gate on last year’s West Virginia 
Breeders Classics card. 

The shortest event of the 
day, die four and a half-furlong 
West Virginia Legislature 
Chairman’s Cup Stakes 
with a purse of $85,000, lured 
nine runners, including vet¬ 
eran stakes horses Ju Jitsu Jax 
(the favorite at 5-2), Go Go 
Shoot, Sok Sok, Blind River 
Fox, Love’s Strong Hart and 
Bernie Blue, the latter boast¬ 
ing a Mountaineer record of 
32-14-11-3 and lifetime earn¬ 
ings just shy of $1 million from 
a total of 57 starts. They were 
all up-ended by Scooter Davis’s 
Deadly Dealer. 

J.B. Secor continued a pro¬ 
ductive summer when Robert 
Gerczak and Kaygar Stable’s 
homebred Baltimore Belle 
upset a tough allowance on 
the turf against older runners 
on August 20. Vladimir Diaz 
guided the 3-year-old daughter 
of Bowman’s Band to the win 
over Zubani and Amelia’s Brio. 
The three longest shots on the 
board, they rewarded backers 
with a $12,137 triple. 

“We pointed for Colonial 
and had a good meet, a lot of 
action, but we’re glad to be back 
at Laurel,” Secor said. “She’s a 
hard-trying mare, always shows 
up. Hopefully she’ll keep on 
improving and we’ll have some 
fun with her this fall.” 

New York-based trainer 
Seth Benzel made a rare appear¬ 
ance in Maryland when ship¬ 
ping Melnyk Racing S tables’s 
Patience Drive from Saratoga 
for a one-mile allowance on 


A 6-year-old Concerto geld¬ 
ing, Deadly Dealer had been 
a model of consistency in the 
starter handicap ranks in West 
Virginia since Davis claimed 
him for $5,000 at Mountaineer 
on July 11,2009. 

It appeared a big step up for 
Deadly Dealer, who had failed 
to win at the race’s distance in 
two tries. Even with the advan¬ 
tage of getting the services of 
Dana Whitney, a dean of the 
Mountaineer jockey colony for 
many years, Deadly Dealer was 
sent off at 10-1. 

Breaking from the one post, 
Deadly Dealer was away quick¬ 
ly, grabbed the lead, and was 
never headed. Sok Sok rallied 
late but never got closer than a 
length and a half. Go Go Shoot 
finished a neck back in third. 
The final time was :51.84. 

It was the first stakes win 
for Deadly Dealer in 21 starts, 
but the gelding had shown 
back class. In only his fourth 
career start early in his 3-year- 
old season, he finished third 
to Curlin as the second choice 
in the 2007 Grade 2 Arkansas 


Derby while in the barn of 
trainer Todd Pletcher. When 
Davis claimed Deadly Dealer, 
the gelding was in a new barn 
and making his first race in 
more than a year. 

Over his past two seasons, 
Deadly Dealer had earned 
$50,220 coming into the 
Chairman’s Cup, then doubled 
that with his recent score. 

Steve Asmussen, the 
nation’s winningest trainer this 
year, sent an arsenal, with a 
starter in every race but the two 
turf tests. None of the seven 
Asmussen-trained runners fin¬ 
ished worse than fourth, but 
only one won. 

Getting the job done was 
2-year-old filly Fas tation, winner 
of the $85,000 Mountaineer 
Juvenile Fillies Stakes by 
three-quarters of a length 
over Todd Pletcher-trained 2-5 
favorite Surmount. 

Shaun Bridgmohan guided 
the Texas-bred daughter of 
Valid Expectations, now a two- 
time stakes winner for owner 
Heiligbrodt Racing Stable. In 
her first start away from Lone 


Star Park, Fas tation broke 
quickly and joined Surmount 
to set the pace. It was a race 
between the two favorites the 
entire six-furlong trip, as they 
eventually distanced the seven 
other fillies while battling to 
the wire. 

Although Fastation drifted 
out in midstretch, she was 
able to hold off a dead-game 
Surmount. The final time of 
1:11.89 was more than one and 
a half seconds faster than the 
juvenile colts ran one race ear¬ 
lier. 

Fastation is the third 
stakes winner for her dam, 
the Pennsylvania-bred stakes 
winner Fast Fingers, by long¬ 
time leading Pennsylvania sire 
Nepal. The filly has finished 
first or second in her five starts 
to date-she broke her maid¬ 
en in the Pan Zareta/Texas 
Stallion Stakes in her previous 
start—and is also stakes-placed, 
with earnings of $130,768.

The 7-5 favorite for her debut, 
the daughter of Wiseman’s 
Ferry had posted six published 
breezes, including a bullet four- 
furlong drill on July 18. % 


August 21. The 4-year-old 
daughter of Pulpit drew off 
to win by nearly seven lengths 
under Horacio Karamanos. 

One race later, Diana 
Alvarado provided her sta¬ 
ble star Eldaafer with some 
needed class relief when she 
shipped in the 5-year-old vet¬ 
eran for an allowance on the 
turf. Owned by Alghuwayriyah 
Stable, Eldaafer swept to a 
length win with jockey Luis 
Garcia in the irons. 

Exiting two tough defeats 
in the Suburban and Brooklyn 
Handicaps (both Grade 2), 
Eldaafer earned his second win 
of 2010 to go along with a 
starter allowance at Belmont 
earlier in the spring. Upset win¬ 
ner of last year’s Brooklyn, 
Eldaafer won for the seventh 
time in his improbable career. 
Bred by Shadwell, he was 
claimed from his breeder out 
of the barn of trainer Kiaran 


McLaughlin back in 2009. John 
Toscano won two races with 
him before Alvarado took over 
the training and promptly won 
the Brooklyn. Since then, he’s 
tried his hand in prominent 
spots, including the Breeders’ 
Cup Marathon. 

Arnold Heft’s 2-year-old filly 
Red’s Round Table improved 
her record to 2-for-2 with a 
dominant win on August 13. 
Trained by Tim Keefe and rid¬ 
den by Sheldon Russell, the 
daughter of Cuvee led every 
step of the six-furlong dash 
and drew off to win by six and 
a half lengths. 

Keefe privately purchased 
Red’s Round Table earlier in the 
year. A longtime NBA basket¬ 
ball referee, Heft named her for 
a favorite lunchtime tradition 
involving the late famed bas¬ 
ketball coach Red Auerbach.

P hiladelphia Park closed 
down for live racing and 
training beginning August 
4, to allow for a four-week 
maintenance break, and upon 
its reopening underwent a 
name change-becoming Parx 
Racing. 

The race track and adja¬ 
cent casino now will have the 
same name. The Parx name 
was adopted for the casino in 
the summer of 2009. 

During the break, grand¬ 
stand renovations were near¬ 
ly completed. Track officials 
originally had indicated that 
the grandstand would revert 
to full use by racing fans after 
the separate casino building 
was constructed. But plans 
changed, and the first floor will 
now have some space devoted 
to a large poker room. New 
features include a wrap-around 
sports bar and wagering carrels 
enhanced by high-end granite 
and wood. Eventually, other 
space in the grandstand may be 
devoted to table games as well. 

One of the provisions of 
Act 71, or the Pennsylvania 
slots legislation, is that race 
track license-holders make siz¬ 
able capital improvements to 
the backstretch and frontside 
each year. Several new barns 
have been constructed on the 
Philadelphia backs tretch, but 
many needed to be modified to 
include indoor wash stalls after 
the Pennsylvania Department 
of Environmental Protection 
cited the track for polluting 
nearby wedands. Manure had 
found its way from drains into 
the Neshaminy Creek water¬ 
shed, and Philadelphia Park 


was warned to find another 
way of handling the manure 
runoff or risk sizable fines. 

Rockport Harbor, a 
Kentucky-based sire with many 
local connections, got his first 
winner on August 1 when his 
daughter Parvenu won her 
debut in the program opener. 
She completed the four and 
a half-furlong maiden special 
weight in :52.91 under jockey 
Stewart Elliott for trainer John 
Servis. 

Rockport Harbor (by 
Unbridled's Song), owned by 
Rick Porter's Fox Hill Farms, 
was Servis's hope for the Triple 
Crown in 2005, the year after 
Servis guided Pennsylvania- 
bred Smarty Jones to victo¬ 
ries in the Kentucky Derby-Gl 
and Preakness-Gl. Rockport 
Harbor won three stakes, 
including the Grade 2 Rem sen, 
but a foot injury sustained in 
that race forced him off the 
Triple Crown trail. 

Standing at Darley in 
Lexington, Ky., Rockport 
Harbor has proven popular at 
stud; he has 118 current juve¬ 
niles in his first crop. 

Parvenu, a gray filly out 
of the stakes-placed Concern 
mare Last Toots, was bred 
by Servis in partnership with 
Pat Chapman, who with her 
late husband, Roy Chapman, 
bred and owned Smarty Jones; 
the filly races in the name of 
Chapman's Someday Farm and 
Josh Tulane Farm. 

Last Toots, who was third 
in the Go for Wand Stakes 
at Delaware Park as a 3-year- 
old and earned $164,304 over 
four seasons of racing, also 
campaigned as a homebred for 
Chapman, with Servis as her 
trainer. 

Trainer Kathleen DeMasi 
tightened the girth on 
Dixieland Knockout for a 
five-furlong turf allowance on 
August 1 and then watched 
as the gray daughter of Two 
Punch came out on top in 
an exciting stretch scramble. 
When the dust settled, less than 
one length separated the first 


five finishers, with Dixieland 
Knockout hitting the wire first 
in :57.35. 

Bred by Mrs. Richard C. 
duPontin Maryland, and owned 
by Pewter Stable and Charles 
R. Brewer, 5-year-olcl Dixieland 
Knockout has a record of six 
wins from 15 starts, and earn¬ 
ings of $161,220. She was 
purchased at the Fasig-Tipton 
Midlantic Eastern Fall Yearling 
sale for $10,000. 

Dixieland Knockout's dam, 
Donnan's Holly (by Dixieland 
Band), is a half-sister to mul¬ 
tiple stakes winner Forty 
Crowns. Dixieland Knockout 
is a half-sister to stakes winners 
Conservation ($289,580) and 
My Girlie. 

Cash is King LLC's 
Poseidon’s Warrior broke his 
maiden impressively in his juve¬ 
nile debut on August 2, drawing 
away to win by one and a half 
lengths over eight rivals in a 
four and a half-furlong maiden 
special weight contest. 

Bred by Dark Hollow Farm 
and William Paca Beats on, the 
juvenile son of Speights town 
out of Poised to Pounce (by 
Smarten) raced four-wide down 
die backs tretch under jockey 
Frankie Pennington, then took 
the lead coming off the turn 
and with powerful strides came 
home in :52.62 as the favorite. 
Ucan'tcme and Laffin' Place, 
also first-time starters, rounded 
out the trifecta. 

Trained by Robert E. Reid, 
Jr., Poseidon's Warrior earned 
$24,600. The Maryland-bred 
was purchased by Cash is King 
in May at the Fasig-Tipton 
Midlantic sale of 2-year-olds 
in training for $90,000. Cash 
is King is better known as the 
group that raced dual classic 
winner Afleet Alex, now a suc¬ 
cessful second-crop sire. 

Poseidon's Warrior is a half- 
brother to Play Bingo, winner 
of the Maryland Million Classic 
and earner of $455,240, as well 
as Quick 'n Smart, a multiple 
stakes winner of $156,820, and 
stakes-placed Rhythmn Master, 
who earned $279,370. 


“He is the last foal out of 
Poised to Pounce," said David 
Hayden of Dark Hollow Farm. 
“Unfortunately, she suffered 
complications while in foal to 
Hard Spun and had to be put 
down." 

Gaston Sandoval was a 
familiar face on the Philadelphia 
Park backstretch in the 1990s, 
shipping up from Florida each 
spring. But beginning about 
five years ago, Sandoval—whose 
expertise is with turf horses- 
found that stall space wasn't 
readily available to him. 

One of his Gasadell Farm 
homebreds, Lucky Romeo, 
shipped up from Sandoval's 
temporary home in Maryland 
to waltz away with a victory in 
a five-furlong turf allowance 
on August 2. A 5-year-old geld¬ 
ing by Proudest Romeo, Lucky 
Romeo survived a speed duel 
with longshot The Jackal and 
edged to a one and three-quar- 
ter-length tally over favored 
Hero of the Sea. Jockey Frankie 
Pennington piloted him over a 
firm course in :57.62. 

Lucky Romeo has now 
won three of seven starts and 
$53,680. 

Over the years, Sandoval has 
trained several talented run¬ 
ners, including such remark¬ 
able turf veterans as Rudirudy 
and Sport d'Hiver. Rudirudy, 
a son of Jolie's Halo, raced for 
11 seasons, made more than 
100 starts, won or placed in 
26 stakes through age 9, and 
earned $710,214. Sport d'Hiver, 
who also went over the century 
mark in starts, won or placed in 
15 stakes from ages 4 to 12 and 
earned $568,035. #

T wo summer stakes for 
Pennsylvania-bred 3-year- 
olds, run at a mile and a 
sixteenth and worth $75,000, 
anchored the card on Thursday 
evening, August 19. Form held 
as 0.90-1 favorite Fugitive 
Angel took the Malvern Rose 
Stakes for fillies, and 1.70-1 
choice Ryan’s Gift captured 
the Lil E. Tee Handicap over 
six colts and geldings. 

First out were the fillies, 
who came home in a faster 
time in the Malvern Rose when 
Fugitive Angel stopped the 
clock in 1:46.65 in her seven 
and a quarter-length romp. 

Fugitive Angel, a flashy bay 
daughter of Alphabet Soup 
owned and bred by George 
Strawbridge s Augustin Stable, 
was seeking her third straight 
victory to remain undefeated at 
3 in her first trip to Presque 
Isle. 

As a juvenile, Fugitive Angel 
raced at Saratoga, Keeneland 
and Santa Anita, with a second- 
place finish over the Polytrack 
at Keeneland her best show¬ 
ing. 

She returned to the races on 
June 19 on the turf at Colonial 
Downs to break her maiden, 
then made a successful jump to 
stakes competition with a 
come-from-behind victory in 
Penn National’s Russian 
Rhythm Stakes on the turf on 
August 6. 

Anna Napravnik got the call 
for both stakes races from

trainer Jonathan Sheppard, and 
was confident in the filly, who 
broke outward from her out¬ 
side seven post at the start, was 
allowed to stalk a slow pace 
(the half in :51.30 and three- 
quarters in 1:15.69), then 
moved up eagerly to take the 
lead as the field rounded the far 
turn. Encouraged by Napravnik 
when they hit the top of the 
stretch, Fugitive Angel scooted 
away from Outlaw Dancer, 
quickly opening a daylight lead 
with Napravnik taking a look 
back before hand riding the 
blaze-faced bay to the finish. 

A fifth-generation Straw- 
bridge homebred, Fugitive 
Angel has graded stakes win¬ 
ners Recording (by Danzig) and 


Ratings (by Caveat) as her sec¬ 
ond and third dams. She is the 
first foal out of unraced 
Screening (by Unbridled), a 
half-sister to stakes winners 
Deal Making and Smart Bid. 

After getting her third win 
from six starts, Fugitive Angel 
has earned $113,147. 

Ryan’s Gift was making his 
stakes debut in his first attempt 
at a distance greater than six 
and a half furlongs. But the son 
of Bernstein had the advantage 
of having a win over the 
track-only one other starter in 
the seven-horse field had the 
same experience, that being the 
slightly overlooked Runaway 
Brute. Both appeared to benefit 
greatly. 


Ryan’s Gift was well-placed 
early, as Daniel Centeno kept 
the gelding within striking dis¬ 
tance of pacesetter Closing 
Vision off of soft fractions 
(they went the half in :49.42 
and three-quarters in 1:14.15). 
By the time the field turned 
into the stretch, Ryan’s Gift had 
moved to the lead. He held off 
die late-running Runaway Brute 
to win by a length and a half in 
a final time of 1:46.79. 

From the red hot barn of 
Michael Ferraro, who has been 
winning at Presque Isle at a 46 
percent clip, Ryan’s Gift got his 
second win in a row for owner 
Rosemarie Kesselring. Bred by 
Betty Sue Walters, Ryan’s Gift 
is the first foal of minor winner 
Annie’s Tuff, a daughter of Lil’s 
Lad. He was a $15,000 pur¬ 
chase by EQB Inc. at the Fasig- 
Tipton Midlantic Eastern Fall 
Yearling sale. With six wins or 
placings from nine starts, Ryan’s 
Gift has earned $121,680. 

Tom Amoss, the leading 
trainer of Presque Isle’s inau¬ 
gural meet, has sent out run¬ 
ners to make 20 starts at die 
track this year-small numbers 
when compared to leading 
trainers Jamie Ness and Gerald 
Bennett—but he has struck at a 
win rate of 35 percent. And six 
of his seven wins have been in 
stakes or allowance company. 

The star has been Red Hot 
Buddha, winner of the 
Inaugural Stakes on opening 
day. Other winners include the 
full siblings Lookn Even Finer 
and Lookn Mighty Fast, the 
former an allowance winner on 
August 5. 

A 3-year-old filly by Point 
Given out of multiple stakes 
winner Lookn Mighty Fine (by 
Peterhof), Lookn Even Finer 
was sent off as the 0.90-1 
favorite under Amoss’s go-to 
rider, Scott Spieth. 

Biding her time off quick 
opening fractions of :22.46 and 
:45.90, Lookn Even Finer 
moved up quickly to join the 
leaders, then drove to die wire 
to win by one and three-quar¬ 
ters lengths. It was her second 
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win in eight starts this year, and 
increased her earnings to 
$65,960 for owner McLoughlin 
Stables LLC. 

Lookn Mighty Fine’s year- 
older brother Lookn Mighty 
Fast was Am oss’s only winner 
to run for a tag. The s takes - 
placed runner, risked for 
$50,000, found no takers in his 
win on June 2, in which he 
completed six furlongs in 
1:10.05 while rolling home by 
five and three-quarters lengths 
under Spieth. In two subse¬ 
quent Presque Isle starts, his 
best finish was a fourth in 
allowance company on August 
25. 

Amoss sent out a well-bred 
maiden special weight winner 
on August 12 in the form of 
the 3-year-old Tiznow colt 
Hurricane Hal. With Spieth 
up, the 3-2 choice in the field 
of eight rallied three-wide on 
the far turn to win going away 
by one and three-quarters 
lengths in the mile and a six¬ 
teenth test. His dam, the Storm 
Cat mare Hurricane Judy, is a 
half-sister to Grade 1 winner 
Imaginary Lady. 

Purchased by Stones tree t 
Stables as a 2-year-old at the 
Barretts March sale for 
$650,000, Hurricane Hal was 
risked for $30,000 in his fourth 
career start this past May at 
Churchill Downs. Am oss 
dropped the slip for owner 
Terry Kaye, who campaigns 
the colt in the name of Hunter 
Run Stable. 

Michael Ryan’s 3-year-old 
Major Momentum won back- 
to-back six-furlong allowances 
during the summer, the second 
coming on August 13 by four 
lengths. Trained by Steve 
Klesaris, Major Momentum 
completed the distance in 
1:10.44 and earned a 95 Beyer 
speed figure. 

In his previous start, the son 
of Speights town, purchased by 
Ryan for $225,000 at the Keene- 
land September Yearling sale, 
defeated Ryan’s Gift by two 
lengths on July 10.

The five-race starter handi¬ 
cap marathon series has been 
an attention-getter, drawing 
large fields and testing handi¬ 
capping skills.

The 
5-year-old son of Double 
Honor took it like a sprint, 
leading throughout to win by 
four and a half lengths. Owned 
by his trainer, Adolfo Exposito, 
El Profeta has won three of his 
four starts during the meet. 

For those who want a little 
variety, look no farther than the 
barn of Jeff Greenhill. The 
Kentucky-based horseman sent 
out a quick allowance winner 
on the evening of August 17, as 
Cam the Man made short 
work of a five and a half-fur- 
long test, leading at every call 
and roaring home by seven 
lengths. It was the second win 
of the meet for the 4-year-old 
son of Five Star Day, who 
broke his maiden first out on 
June 2, also in a frontrunning 
effort when going six furlongs. 

Two races before the allow¬ 
ance victory, Greenhill sent out 
3-year-old claimer Old Harley 
to win a one-mile maiden race. 


The margin was also seven 
lengths. 

But Greenhill also has veter¬ 
ans. His 11 -year-old gelding El 
Bomba got the job done on 
August 20 when he rallied 
through the stretch, then dug in 
late to win a $7,500 claimer by 
a neck. He returned a nice price 
of $46.80 in getting his 14th 
career victory in his 83rd start. 

“He’s an 11-year-old 2-year- 
old,” acknowledged Greenhill. 
“He’s the most nervous horse, 
a basket case. But he has earned 
over $200,000.” 

Greenhill noted he likes his 
chances in keeping older horses 
in competition. “I try to cater 
to the horse. If you are good to 
them, they are good to you.”

For the last three seasons, 
Venneri Racing’s 5-year-old 
Cherryblossommiss kept 
the best of company on the 
California circuit. After break¬ 
ing her maiden in special 
weight competition at Del Mar 
in September 2009, the daugh¬ 
ter of Langfuhr competed in 
graded stakes under the guid¬ 
ance of trainer John Sadler; this 
past June she faced champion 
Zenyatta in the Grade 1 Vanity 
Handicap at Hollywood Park. 

Although Cherryblossom¬ 
miss finished far behind Zen¬ 
yatta, she rebounded to fin¬ 
ish third in an allowance at 
Hollywood Park on July 5, 
and added her third career vic¬ 
tory on August 5 when she 
shipped east to Penn National 
for a hard-earned score in an 
allowance test for new trainer 
Stephanie Beattie. 

U nder j o ckey D ana Whitney, 
Cherryblossommiss went to the 
front in the six-furlong contest 
and stayed there, but was chal¬ 
lenged every step of the way by 
a variety of pursuers, including 
Hidden Expression, who kept 
pace until the far turn, and Ms 
Mia, who stuck with her until 
midstretch. Cherryblossommiss 
finally shook clear late to win 
by one and a half lengths in 
1:10.67 over a rallying Life by 
R R, with Ms Mia third. 

From 17 starts, Cherryblos¬ 
sommiss has earned $158,712. 
Out of the Pass the Tab mare 
Bodhavista, the full sister to 
multiple graded stakes winner 
and classic-placed Imperialism 
was a $110,000 Keeneland 
September sales yearling 

One of the largest claims 
ever made at Penn National 
occurred on August 12, when 
trainer Gerald Delp, on behalf 
of Fox Tale Racing Stable, 
dropped the slip for $40,000 
for multiple stakes winner and 
$557,943-earner Secretintelli- 
gence. 

Secretintelligence, a 7-year- 
old gelding, finished fourth that 


victory against allowance com¬ 
pany at Penn National. 

Installed as favorite in the 
Robellino was the Jonathan 
Sheppard-trained Auction 
Watch, a George Strawbridge 
homebred who had last raced at 
Gulfstream Park in February. 

Under jockey William 
Antongeorgi, Crow’s Nest 
stalked the early pace of long- 
shot Frank the Tank while rac¬ 
ing on the rail. He remained in 
close striking range until the 
field of 11 rounded the far 
turn, and Antongeorgi moved 
him off the rail and outside 
of horses. A wall of horses 
surrounded the faltering Frank 
the Tank and, at the top of 
the stretch, it appeared that 
more than half the field was in 
a position to win. But Crow’s 
Nest had the best closing kick 
and drew off to a two-length 
advantage nearing the eighth 
pole, hitting the wire one and a 
half lengths in front of another 
10-1 shot, Pocket Patch. 

Auction Watch closed to be 
third, a head behind Pocket 
Patch. The final time for 
the mile and a sixteenth was 
1:41.43. 

The $45,000 winner’s share 
of the purse increased the 
earnings of Crow’s Nest to 
$178,597. 

Although Auction Watch 
wasn’t successful in the Robel¬ 
lino, Strawbridge and Sheppard 
found the winner’s circle in the 
Russian Rhythm with Fugitive 
Angel, a lightly raced daugh¬ 
ter of Alphabet Soup who 
rallied from fourth to first in 
midstretch under jockey Anna 
Napravnik to take the mile and 
a sixteenth race by one and a 
half lengths over 37-1 Lovelier, 
with Domestic Bliss third, in 
1:40.57. 

It was only the fifth career 
start for Fugitive Angel, who 
came into the Russian Rhythm 
off a maiden special weight 
score at Colonial Downs. 

Fugitive Angel is the first 
foal out of the Unbridled mare 
Screening, who is a daughter 
of Strawbridge’s graded stakes 
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night in an allowance/optional 
claiming event won by Boot the 
Boss over a sloppy track. 

In five seasons of racing 
and 40 starts, Secretintelligence 
has run for a tag only twice. He 
has won or placed in 14 stakes. 

“We are bringing him to 
Philadelphia Park and are 
very happy to have him,” said 
Dawn Newman of Fox Tale 
Stud, which operates Fox 
Tale Racing Stable. Fox Tale, 
located in Coopersburg, Pa., 
stands Secretintelligence’s sire, 


Pennsylvania Derby-G2 winner 
Smart Guy. 

Gabriel Menei’s Cocky 
Princess ran true to her role 
as favorite while defeating six 
rivals in an allowance race on 
August 14. 

Under jockey Katie Lee, the 
bay 3-year-old tracked leader 
Asian Dream while racing well 
out from the rail through the 
first three-quarters of a mile. 
She began to move on the far 
turn and collared that rival in 
upper stretch, then swept past 


to open a two and a half-length 
lead nearing the eighth pole. 
The outcome was never in 
doubt although Single Scoop 
rallied late to cut her winning 
margin to one and three-quar¬ 
ters lengths, with Asian Dream 
three lengths back in third. The 
final time for the one mile, 70 
yards, was 1:44.77. 

Cocky Princess is trained by 
John Conner, and was bred by 
Judith Barrett in Pennsylvania. 
The victory was her third from 
seven starts; she did not make 


her debut until May 11 of this 
year. Conner claimed Cocky 
Princess for $10,000 on July 1 
from her former owner, Lee 
Christian, president of the 
South Carolina Thoroughbred 
Owners and Breeders Associ¬ 
ation. 

Her sire, Cocky, a son 
of Valiant Nature, stood at 
Gods tone Farm in Pine Grove, 
Pa., for several seasons before 
moving to Kansas. ^ 


CLAIMING 
GAME YIELDS 
BIG PRIZE AT 
CHARLES TOWN 

JEFF NATIONS 


J ack Jordan is not above a 
bit of bargain shopping at 
the claiming window, espe¬ 
cially when the horse in ques¬ 
tion is one he’d long hoped to 
add to his stable. 

When Shesagrumptoo 
went postward for a $20,000 tag 
last November, Jordan headed 
downstairs to drop his claim slip. 
He met her owner, Raimondo 
Schiano-Di Cola, at the claim 
box, where Di Cola was filling 
out a form for Ronney Brown’s 
Shesdebonairness. Di Cola 
wasn’t happy to see Jordan. 

“He hasn’t talked to me 
since, and we’re good friends,” 
Jordan said with a smile. “I was 
going to claim her two years 
ago for $32,500 but Raimondo 
asked me not to because he 
wanted the horse for his family. 
[Schiano-Di Cola claimed her 
out of that start on September 
5, 2008, from Mark Russell.] 
So I didn’t claim her as a favor 
to him.” 

Two years and no wins later 
(although she more than paid 
her way with earnings in excess 


of $180,000 during the interim), 
Jordan got a second chance and 
he took it. And after watch¬ 
ing 7-year-old Shesagrumptoo 
humble a talented field in the 
$50,000 Sadie Hawkins Stakes 
on August 14, Jordan knew that 
was money well spent. 

“I didn’t have any trouble 
dropping the claim. That was 
cheap,” Jordan said. “I got the 
$12,500 discount. She’s a nice 
horse. This one paid for itself 
today.” 

The winner’s share of the 
stakes purse was $30,660. 

The oldest runner in the 
Sadie Hawkins, a seven-fur- 
long test for state-bred fillies 
and mares, Shesagrumptoo, 
a daughter of Luftikus, also 
faced the longest odds: 28-1. 
It didn’t look promising, as 
defending champion Jolie Ange 
headlined a lineup of recent 
stakes winners that also includ¬ 
ed Saxet Heights and My Sister 
Margaret. 

And yet Jordan was confi¬ 
dent in Shesagrumptoo, who 
had won or placed in a dozen 
stakes at Charles Town earlier 
in her career. Now conditioned 
by John Robb, Shesagrumptoo 
contested the four and a half¬ 
furlong Fancy Buckles Stakes 
at Charles Town two months 
earlier, and while she didn’t 
place in that race, Jordan felt it 
set her up nicely for the Sadie 
Hawkins. 

Gary Capuano-trained Jolie 
Ange surged to the front out of 


the gate, but she wasn’t alone. 
Come Here Oonga, part of 
Sydney Racing LLC’s favored 
entry with My Sister Margaret 
ridden by Travis Dunkelberger, 
shot to the lead. As those 
two battled on the front end, 
jockey Oliver Castillo aboard 
Shesagrumptoo was content to 
stalk the pace along the inside 
before easing up alongside 
Dunkelberger’s mount heading 
into the stretch. 

Drifted five-wide by Come 
Here Oonga, who had shaken 
off Jolie Ange, Shesagrumptoo 
had enough left to push ahead 
for a length and a quarter win 
in 1:26.40. 

“It set up kind of the way I 
figured it would set up,” Castillo 
said. “[Jolie Ange] would go 
and hopefully somebody would 
push her. We were sitting in 
a good spot the whole way 
around there.” 

Come Here Oonga held on 
for second and Saxet Heights 
rallied for third. Jolie Ange 
tired late and finished fifth. My 
Sister Margaret was never a fac¬ 
tor and finished last. 

O’Sullivan Farms sires con¬ 
tinued their banner season on 
August 21 widi two of their 
offspring scoring jaw-dropping 
stakes victories. 

In the $50,000 Frank Gall 
Memorial Stakes for accred¬ 
ited state-bred 3-year-olds and 
up, the spectacular 3-year-old 
gray gelding Black Belt (by 
Prized) grabbed the lead at the 


half-mile mark and won by one 
and a quarter lengths, covering 
seven furlongs in 1:26.24 under 
jockey Dale Beckner. 

Prized, a son of Kris S., was 
a proven commodity before 
moving to O’Sullivan Farms for 
the 2006 season; he has added 
further stature this season as 
the broodmare sire of 3-year- 
old turf star Paddy O’Prado. 

Black Belt won at odds of 
just over 7-1, and topped a field 
that included prohibitive favor¬ 
ite Russell Road (1-9 odds). 

When Russell Road came 
up empty in the stretch and 
finished sixth, bridge jumpers 
jumped and show prices went 
through the roof. The second 
and third finishers, Peaceful 
Bliss and Raggedy Andy, start¬ 
ed at double-digit odds, and 
rare show payoffs resulted. 
While Black Belt paid $16.20 
to win and $4.80 to place, he 
returned $61 to show. Peaceful 
Bliss returned $7.80 and 
$90.40. But the gasps came for 
Raggedy Andy, who rewarded 
his backers with $145.80 for $2 
to show. 

It was the third win—all 
stakes at Charles Town in his 
only starts at the track-in his 
last four outings. The Fast 
Break Racing Stable (Debbie 
Flanigin)-owned gelding came 
in off of a frontrunning vic¬ 
tory against 3-year-olds in 
Charles Town’s $50,000 Robert 
G. Leavitt Stakes on August 7. 
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“He likes this bullring, 
that’s for sure,” trainer Gerald 
Bennett said. “We haven’t run 
him on grass yet, and he’s by 
Prized so he’s got grass breed¬ 
ing in there. Sooner or later, 
we’re going to take him on the 
turf. As long as you’ve got these 
races here with good money, 
we’ll keep coming here.” 

Perhaps the allowance 
race preceding the Frank Gall 
Memorial was a portent, as 
Printscess Poach, a 3-year-old 
daughter of O’Sullivan Farms 
stallion Prints of Peace bred, 
owned and trained by Dale 
Shockey, pulled off an even 
more wager-defying victory, at 
odds of nearly 109-1. She went 
gate to wire under jockey Jesus 
Sanchez to win in 1:28.35. 

Trainer Terry Socks saddled 
a stakes winner for owner/ 
breeder Wade S. Sanderson in 
the Henry Mercer Memorial 
Stakes on August 20, a four 


and a half-furlong test for 
West Virginia-bred 2-year-olds. 
Four of the five starters had 
won their previous time out at 
Charles Town. Aaron’s Way, 
with Dunkelberger aboard, 
regrouped after giving way to 
Just Your Way at the quarter- 
mile mark and scored by a nose 
over Just Your Way for his sec¬ 
ond win in as many outings. 

By Yes It’s True, Aaron’s 
Way is the first foal from 
Malibu Sue, a daughter of 
Malibu Moon who won the 
Eleanor M. Casey Memorial 
Stakes as a 2-year-old in 2005 
and the following year added 
a victory in the West Virginia 
Division of Tourism Breeders 
Classic. 

Behr waited until his 13th 
start-at age 5-to break his 
maiden, but he did it in spec¬ 
tacular style, crushing a field of 
maiden claimers by 14!4 lengths 
on August 7 for his owner/ 


breeder, Rene Moore, and train¬ 
er David Smith III. Apprentice 
jockey Wesley Ho directed the 
Behrens gelding to the win. 

Trainer Timothy Grams 
fielded his homebred 3-year- 
old filly Ole Rocky Top for 
an August 14 allowance vic¬ 
tory. Apprentice rider Katie 
Reynolds coaxed the chestnut 
daughter of Rock Slide to a 
half-length victory in the four 
and a half-furlong sprint. The 
filly has won or placed in four 
of her five starts, all this year, 
earning $40,380. 

Green Spring Boy picked 
up an allowance win for owner 
RayM. Pennington III and train¬ 
er Ollie Figgins III on August 
15. The bay son of Race On 
Green out of Pulverize Spring 
(by Pulverizing) covered the 
seven furlongs in 1:27.24 under 
jockey Gerald Almodovar. 

Travis Dunkelberger 
made a steady practice of vis¬ 


iting the winner’s circle in the 
hottest summer months, often 
winning by a wide margin. He 
notched a 13Vi-length maid¬ 
en special weight win aboard 
3-year-old Regal Company for 
trainer David Walters on July 
28, tallied a nine-length allow¬ 
ance win on Doug O’Neill- 
trained Faraday on August 4, 
and added a 13 !4-length win 
for trainer Ben Feliciano Jr. 
aboard claimer Polish Smile on 
August 22. 

Dunkelberger had five 
additional allowance victories 
in August, including another 
aboard Regal Company on 
August 19. 

Jockey Sylvester Car- 
mouche III kept his own hot 
streak going in the summer by 
notching five allowance wins 
from late July into August, 
including three wins for trainer 
Joseph Yourchisin. ^ 
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IN MEMORIAM 


BECKY GANNAWAY 

Rebecca (Becky) Graves Gan¬ 
naway one of the first women 
to hold a trainer’s license in the 
U.S., died on August 23 at the 
age of 80. 

Mrs. Gannaway had worked 
as the switchboard operator at 
the Charles Town Races and 
Slots for the past 10 years. 

After taking out her trainer’s 
license in 1951, Mrs. Gannaway 
maintained a small farm near 
Waterford (now Mountaineer) 
Park for some 25 years, train¬ 
ing race horses and buying and 
selling show horses. 

It was there that she raised 
her four daughters, one of 
whom, the late Julie Snellings, 
had a successful career as a 
jockey in the 1970s until a rac¬ 
ing accident left her a paraple¬ 
gic. Ms. Snellings worked in the 
racing office at several Mid- 


Adantic tracks, and was 
employed year-round at Mary¬ 
land tracks at the time of her 
death in August 2000. 

TERESA GAR0FAL0 

Teresa V Garofalo, VMD, a 
board member and treasurer 
of the Pennsylvania Horse 
Breeders Association, died on 
August 21 at her Smokey’s Run 
Farm in West Chester, Pa. She 
was 47, and had been fight¬ 
ing the effects of leukemia for 
more than three years. 

Dr. Garofalo was an honors 
graduate of the University of 
Pennsylvania School of Veter¬ 
inary Medicine, receiving her 
doctorate in 2000. Prior to that, 
she had spent three years as an 
undergraduate at the University 
of Kentucky, and two more at 
West Chester University. Upon 
her graduation from Penn, she 


was the recipient of the Merck 
Award, given to one fourth-year 
student for academic achieve¬ 
ment and potential. 

She was a general practitio¬ 
ner on the staffs of the Dela¬ 
ware Equine Center in Coch- 
ranville, Pa., and Equine Veteri¬ 
nary Center in Elkton, Md., 
prior to establishing her own 
private practice in Chester 
County to focus on sport and 
race horses, and equine repro¬ 
duction. 

Dr. Garofalo and her hus¬ 
band, Dr. John A. Garofalo, 
established the Rhoads Six 
Foundation, which provides 
items of comfort to patients 
living with acute myeloid leuke¬ 
mia, research grants to further 
understand and treat the illness, 
and scholarships and awards to 
veterinary students. 

The foundation’s name is 
shared by a horse whose birth 
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Dr. Garofalo watched live from 
her room in the Rhoads 6 wing 
of the University of Penn¬ 
sylvania’s Abramson Cancer 
Center. Rhoads Six (by Awad) 
overcame health issues early 
in his life and raced twice as 
a 3-year-olcl at Philadelphia 
Park for the Garofalos this past 
summer. 

IRV TILLMAN 

Irvin C. Tillman, a prominent 
Maryland breeder in the 1970s 
and ’80s, died on August 1 at 
the age of 91. 

Mr. Tillman, former owner 
of Suburban Chevrolet in 
Baltimore, bought his first 
horse in 1978 and soon after 
purchased 150-acre Rolling Mill 
Farm near Shawan, Md. 

Among his first broodmare 
purchases was Asbury Mary, a 
daughter of the obscure sire 
Seven Corners. Not long after 
the mare arrived at Rolling Mill, 
her daughter Jameela—who was 
not part of the deal—rose to 
fame and fortune as the 1981 
and ’82 Maryland-bred Horse 
of the Year and first female 
Maryland-bred runner to earn 
$1 milhon. (Jameela added fur¬ 
ther luster as the dam of cham¬ 
pion and major sire Gulch.) 

Mr. Tillman subsequently 
added to his broodmare band, 
aiming for the national com¬ 
mercial market, and stood sev¬ 
eral stallions. 

A native of Baltimore, Mr. 
Tillman earned a bachelor’s 
degree in electrical engineering 
from Johns Hopkins University 
in 1941, and within a few years 
founded his own company, 
General Engineering Inc., in 
his home city. He sold the 
business to Grumman Corp. 
in 1969, and subsequently 
became involved in the auto¬ 
mobile business. Retired since 
1988, Mr. Tillman had lived in 
Wellington, Fla., for the past 
13 years.

to Northview Stallion Station 
in Chesapeake City, Md., for 
2011. The 6-year-old, who will 
stand for $5,000 live foal, 
becomes the first son of the 
two-time Breeders’ Cup Classic- 
G1 winner and Horse of the 
Year to stand at stud in the 
Mid-Atlantic region. 

Bullsbay earned $923,245 
during a 25-start career that 
spanned four seasons. He 
recorded seven victories, three 


in stakes, topped by the 2009 
Whitney. 

Facing a field that included 
millionaires Commentator, 
Macho Again, Dry Martini 
and Smooth Air in the mile 
and an eighth Saratoga fixture 
for handicap horses, Bullsbay 
came from off the pace, surged 
past frontrunning two-time 
Whitney winner Commentator, 
and drew off to win by a length 
and a half over Macho Again. 
He earned a 107 Beyer speed 
figure off the effort. 

In his next outing, Bullsbay 
recorded a 106 Beyer in the 


Grade 1 Woodward when fin¬ 
ishing third, beaten a length 
and a half, by Horse of the 
Year Rachel Alexandra. 

Bullsbay won or placed in 
six stakes in 2009. A victory 
in Churchill Downs’s Grade 
3 Alysheba Stakes at a mile 
and a sixteenth over Cool Coal 
Man followed a score in Laurel 
Park’s mile and an eighth Har¬ 
rison E. Johnson Memorial 
Handicap over a field that 
included eventual Grade 1 win¬ 
ner Richard’s Kid and group 
winner Admiral’s Cruise. 

Other stakes efforts dur¬ 
ing his 11-start campaign at 5 
included a second to Delightful 
Kiss in Gulfstream Park’s Hal’s 
Hope Stakes-G3 and a second 
to Richard’s Kid in the John B. 
Campbell Handicap at Laurel. 
He finished fourth (in a dead 
heat with Arson Squad) behind 
Macho Again in a blanket fin¬ 
ish with Asiatic Boy (Arg) and 
Einstein (Brz) in the Grade 1 
Stephen Foster Handicap. 

Nine times Bullsbay went 
to the post at 4, and finished in 
the top three in eight of them 
(with a fourth in the other). He 
counted victories in allowance 
company going a mile and a 
sixteenth at Churchill Downs 
and Santa Anita, and set a new 
track record for one mile over 
Del Mar’s synthetic surface. 

In the final start of his 
career this past July, Bullsbay 


rallied to finish second in the 
mile and a sixteenth Sussex 
Stakes over a sloppy track at 
Delaware Park. 

Out of the 100 percent pro¬ 
ducer, stakes-placed The Hess 
Express (by Lord Carson), 
Bullsbay is a half-brother to 
juvenile stakes winners Our 
Khrysty and Hidden Expres¬ 
sion. Our Khrysty, an earner 
of $172,260, has won or placed 
in six stakes from 14 starts, 
including three close second- 
place finishes in 2010. Hidden 
Expression won both her starts 
last year at 2, including the Col¬ 
leen Stakes at Monmouth. The 
Hess Express’s weanling filly by 
Lawyer Ron sold for $275,000 at 
the 2009 Keeneland November 
Breeding Stock sale. 

Bullsbay’s multiple stakes- 
winning third dam, Grecian 
Comedy ($384,879, Petrify H, 
etc.), is a half-sister to Grade 
1-winning millionaire Grecian 
Flight. One of the top fillies 
in the crop of 1984, Grecian 
Flight earned $1,320,215 while 
winning 14 stakes, topped by 
the Grade 1 Acorn. 

Others found in the family 
include $486,571 -earner Anklet, 
winner of the Grade 3 Florida 
Derby; Alcibiades Stakes-G2 
winner Bel Air Beauty; and All 
American Handicap winner 
and sire Evzone. 
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SMASHING STAKES 
WINNER FOR 
DEPUTY STORM 


F reshman sire Deputy 
Storm’s precocious daugh¬ 
ter Twelve Pack Shelly 
recorded her first stakes victory 
in Monmouth Park’s Colleen 
Stakes on August 7. 

Facing six rivals, the juvenile 
filly proved impossible to catch 
in the five and a half-furlong 
stakes, leading at nearly every 
call and crossing the wire a 
one-length winner. The John 
Salzman Jr.-trained bay filly, 
owned by Salzman in part¬ 
nership with Danny Diwer 
and George Greenwalt, got 
her third win in five starts, 
and boosted her earnings to 
$111,200. Twelve Pack Shelly 
was purchased by Salzman 
for $5,000 at Fasig-Tipton 


Midlantic Eastern Fall Yearling 
sale. 

Bred in Pennsylvania by 
Sycamore Hall Farm LLC 
from die Two Punch mare So 
Smashing, Twelve Pack Shelly 
was her sire’s first winner when 
she dominated Maryland’s first 
juvenile race of the year, a 
maiden special weight on April 
8 at Laurel Park. The only filly 
in the field of six, she won by a 
dazzling 10% lengths in :50.83, 
shattering the four and a half¬ 
furlong track mark by more 
than a second. 

Twelve Pack Shelly earned 
graded black-type in her second 
start when third in Churchill 
Downs’s Kentucky Juvenile 
Stakes-G3 on April 30. 


The sire of 27 first-crop 
2-year-olds, Deputy Storm has 
three placed runners from four 
other starters (through August 
18), and ranks 13 th in the 
nation on the freshman sires 
list by earnings. 

A 9-year-old son of Forestry 
out of two-time Canadian 
champion Deputy Jane West 
(by Silver Deputy), Deputy 
Storm won or placed in three 
of four starts at 2, taking 
Monmouth Park’s Tyro Stakes 
by four lengths after leading the 
entire the five and a half-fur¬ 
long trip, and finishing second 
in die Sapling Stakes-G3. 

Other stakes efforts for the 
dashy bay included a victory in 
Oaklawn’s King Cotton Stakes 
at 4 and second-place finish 
in the Hutcheson Stakes-G2 
at 3, the latter while storm¬ 
ing through splits of :21.68, 
:43.73 and 1:08.96 before being 
caught by Limehouse in the 
seven-furlong contest. Deputy 
Storm retired with four wins 
and two seconds from 11 starts, 
for earnings of $183,465. 


FANTASTICAT GETS 
FIRST STAKES WINNER 


M aryland Stallion Station’s 
young sire Fantasticat 
got his first stakes win¬ 
ner on August 27 with a sensa¬ 
tional effort from his juvenile 
daughter Ann’s Mink in the 
$50,000 Rachel’s Turn Stakes at 
Charles Town. Making just her 
second career start, Ann’s Mink 
was game to the finish in the 
four and a half-furlong sprint, 
winning by three-quarters of a 
length after battling runner-up 
A Good Run the entire trip. 

A homebred for Samuel D. 
Engle’s Willowdale Farms Ltd. 
trained by Clovis Crane, Ann’s 
Mink reversed the order of 
finish of her first start, when 
she was third to Blushing B. J. 
(who finished third as favorite 
in the Rachel’s Turn) and A 


Good Run in a maiden special 
weight at the same distance on 
August 4. 

The dark bay West Virginia- 
bred filly, a mid-May foal from 
Fantasticat’s second crop, is out 
of Britt’s Quest, by Opening 
Verse. She is a three-quarter 
sister to $127,051-earner Eagle 
Speed, a multiple juvenile 
stakes winner by Storm Cat’s 
son Coastal Storm. 

Fantasticat, also by Storm 
Cat, is out of the graded s takes- 
winning Alydar mare Lotta 
Dancing, an earner of $358,201 
who won or placed in nine 
stakes (seven graded), and fin¬ 
ished third or better in 20 of 
her 25 career starts. Lotta 
Dancing’s elegant bay son 
entered stud at Maryland Stal¬ 


lion Station in 2006 as a graded 
stakes winner of $447,984. 

His best season came at 3 
when he captured the Grade 2 
Super Derby at a mile and an 
eighth over a muddy track. 
Among those he defeated in 
the $500,000 stakes were Grade 
1 -winning multimillionaire 
Borrego, Kentucky Derby-Gl - 
placed multiple graded stakes 
winner Imperialism and multi¬ 
ple stakes winner Britt’s Jules. 

Fantasticat won or placed in 
14 of his 23 starts. His stakes 
placings included seconds in 
Arlington Park’s Round Table 
Stakes and Louisiana Downs’s 
Prelude Stakes, the latter after 
his late-charging rally fell a neck 
short to South Africa. 

Fantasticat descends from 
a classic family. His granddam 
is the highly accomplished 
Lotka (by Danzig), a full sister 
to multiple Grade 1-winning 
millionaire Stephan’s Odyssey, 
the second-place finisher in 
the 1985 Kentucky Derby-Gl 
and Belmont Stakes-Gl. Lotka 



A half-brother to multiple 
stakes-winning, graded s takes- 
placed Bag Lady Jane, an earner 
of $233,736, Deputy Storm is 
from the family of top sires 
Ack Ack, Tom Rolfe, Sham and 
Chieftain. 

Deputy Storm stood the 
2010 season at Northview Stal¬ 
lion Station in Chesapeake City, 
Md., for $2,000 live foal. 


won eight stakes, including the 
Grade 1 Acorn, and earned 
$721,804. Her 10 other foals 
to race included four addi¬ 
tional stakes horses, topped 
by Japanese multimillionaire 
Mambo Twist. 

Fantasticat’s third dam, 
Kennelot, is a half-sister to 
Kentucky Derby-Gl winner 
and sire Cannonade.

STREET MAGICIAN 
LAUNCHES NEW 
CAREER AT NORTHVIEW 



S treet Magician, a graded 
stakes-winning sprinter 
from die first crop of 
major international sire Street 
Cry (Ire), has been retired to 
stand his first season at North- 
view Stallion Station in Chesa¬ 
peake City, Md., in 2011. 

Street Magician won half of 
his 10 career starts while cam¬ 
paigning for his breeder, R. 
Larry Johnson, and earned 
$254,440. Three of his wins 
were in stakes, with his graded 
score coming in the Grade 3 
Hirsch Jacobs for 3-year-olds 
on Preakness Day He proved 
game when driving up the rail 
in the six-furlong test and got 
up to win by a length. 

Earlier that season, Street 
Magician captured Gulfstream 
Park's $125,000 Aventura 
Stakes in his stakes debut, get¬ 
ting seven furlongs in a solid 
1:22.38. His first win, a six-fur¬ 
long maiden special weight at 
Gulfs tream Park in his second 


career start, merited a 100 Beyer 
speed figure. 

Street Magician's synthetic 
debut resulted in a track record 
at Presque Isle Downs. Leading 
throughout the five and a half¬ 
furlong $100,000 Karl Boyes 
Memorial Northwestern PA 
Stakes, he cruised home by two 
and three-quarters lengths and 
earned a 102 Beyer while stop¬ 
ping the clock in 1:02.24. 

Described by Northview's 
Richard Golden as “an excep¬ 
tionally fast race horse” and 
“very correct stallion” Street 
Magician is the first son of 
Street Cry to stand in the Mid- 
Atlantic region. 

Out of the Meadowlake 
mare Magical Meadow, Street 
Magician is a half-brother to 
four other winners, including 
Spinning Magic, an earner of 
$272,385 in Japan. His grand- 
dam, stakes winner Special 
Kell, is a half-sister to stakes 
horses Turn to T. J., a track 


re cord-setting stakes win¬ 
ner of $137,133 and dam of 
stakes winners Star Trace and 
T. J.'s Turn, and stakes-placed 
$174,005-earner Hi Earl. 

The prolific family, well 
known in the Mid-Atlantic 
region, has nearly two dozen 
stakes horses descending from 


Street Magician's third dam, 
Ran's Chick, including stakes 
winners Niclie, Partners Due, 
Final Table and What It Is. 

Street Magician, now 6, will 
stand for $3,000 live foal, pay¬ 
able when the foal stands and 
nurses.

A son of Horse 
of the Year Conquistador Cielo, 
Textbook is a winning half- 
brother to five-time graded 
stakes winner Its Acedemic (by 
Sauce Boat). 


A winner of the Grade 2 
Stuyvesant Handicap, the Grade 
3 Stymie Handicap twice, as 
well as the Grade 3 Queens 
County and Assault Handicaps, 
Its Acedemic earned $931,228. 
His graded stakes placings 
included a second in the Grade 
1 Woodward Handicap to 
champion Easy Goer. 

Textbook's dam, the Arts 
and Letters mare After School, 
also produced graded s takes- 
placed Twining and Dining 
($87,580, 3rd Martha Washing¬ 
ton Breeders' Cup S-G3) and 
French Degree, granddam of 
stakes winner Double Degree. 

The female tine of Textbook 
traces back to the blue hen 
mare litis (his fourth dam).

P ensioned Maryland sire 
Citidancer, who launched 
his brilliant stud career at 
the Pons family’s Country Life 
Farm in 1991, was euthanized 
due to complications from 
laminitis on August 11. The 
23-year-old son of Dixieland 
Band was buried at his long¬ 
time home in Bel Air. 

A sire of 29 stakes win¬ 
ners, including Grade 1 win¬ 
ners Urbane and Hookedon- 
thefeelin, Citidancer boasted 
impressive numbers from 
limited opportunities, due to 
fertility problems he encoun¬ 
tered throughout his career. 
The sharp-looking chestnut 
was inbred 2 x 4 to Northern 
Dancer (his third dam was 
Canadian Horse of the Year 
Lauries Dancer, by Northern 
Dancer). 

“That inbreeding gave him a 
touch of brilliance, at the races 
and in the stud,” said Country 
Life manager Josh Pons. “But 
perhaps it also contributed to 
his infertility. He had a fine 
libido. He was just unpredict¬ 
able settling his mares.” 

From his first crop of 38 
foals in 1992, Citidancer sired 
28 winners, five of them stakes 
winners, the best being his daz¬ 
zling daughter Urbane. A seven¬ 
time stakes winner and earner 
of $1,018,568, the classy filly 
was Grade 1-placed at 2 (sec¬ 
ond in the Hollywood Starlet 
Stakes), and captured the Grade 
1 Ashland Stakes at 3 and John 
A. Morris Handicap-Gl at 4. 

Campaigned by Jan, Mace 
and Samantha Siegel, who pur¬ 
chased her for $25,000 at the 
Fasig-Tipton Midlantic Eastern 
Fall Yearling sale, Urbane was 
named Maryland-bred cham¬ 
pion filly each of the three 
years she competed. At stud, 
she produced for the Siegels 


millionaire Suave, a freshman 
sire of 2010. 

Citidancer’s quick start at 
stud boosted interest at the 
sales. His third crop included 
graded stakes winner Latin 
Dancer, who set a then-record 
as the highest-priced auction 
yearling sold in Maryland when 
he realized a price of $210,000 
at the 1995 Fasig-Tipton Mid¬ 
lantic Eastern Fall sale. 

Country Life Farm bred the 
filly Hookedonthefeelin, and 
sold her as a weanling for 
$38,000. The next year Mike 
Pegram went to $110,000 for 
the chestnut filly, and she 
became Citidancer’s next Grade 
1 winner when taking the La 
Brea Stakes at Santa Anita at 3. 
Hookedonthefeelin earned 
$488,554 for Pegram during 
her career, and then produced 
as her first foal multiple Grade 
1 winner Pussycat Doll, who 
earned $797,183 in Pegram’s 
colors. Twice Hookedonthe¬ 
feelin has gone through the 
sales ring as a broodmare-sell¬ 
ing for $1,525,000 in 2002 and 
$2.9 milhon in 2006. 

Citidancer is also the sire of 
graded stakes winners Chero¬ 
kee’s Boy ($1,177,946) and Park 
Avenue Ball ($1,049,360), two 
young stallions standing at stud 
in the Mid-Atlantic region, as 
well as former Maryland sire 
Disco Rico ($532,244), who 
now stands in New York. 

A half-brother to Grade 1 
winners Will’s Way and Willa 
On the Move (out of Wiliamae, 
by Tentam), Citidancer won his 
first three races by a total of 36 
lengths before finishing second 
to champion sprinter House- 
buster in the Grade 1 Jerome 
Handicap. He exited that race 
with a fractured sesamoid, and 
was retired with earnings of 
$80,022. 


Citidancer was retired 
from active stud duty in 2005, 
but was bred to a handful of 
Country Life’s own mares in 
2006. The two resulting foals 
include The Last Dancer, his 
last registered foal, born on 
March 3, 2007, and a maiden 
special weight winner at 2. 

From 15 crops, Citidancer 
sired 356 foals, an average of 
fewer than 24 foals per crop (his 
largest crop was his first). To 
date, he has 86 percent winners 
from starters (254/296) and 
lifetime average earnings per 
starter of $85,218, which ranks 
him second among Maryland 
sires with current runners. His 
total progeny earnings are in 
excess of $25.2 million. 


Citidancer has gone on to 
become a successful brood¬ 
mare sire-of his 113 daugh¬ 
ters with foals of racing age, 30 
have produced stakes horses. 

“He’s always had a lot of 
class and personality,” said 
Pons of the aging stallion in 
2009. “Everybody loves him.”

UNLIMITED HORIZONS 


A fter many years of oper¬ 
ating as the mostly private 
preserve of owner Joe L. 
Allbritton, Lazy Lane Farms in 
Upperville, Va., is making the 
transition to an “almost totally 
commercial” breeding estab¬ 
lishment, reports the farm’s 
president, Frank Shipp. 

Most of Lazy Lane’s 2008 
foal crop, which totaled 17, was 
offered for sale. Sold at auction 
as yearlings were seven young¬ 
sters by Aragorn (Ire), Bellamy 
Road, E Dubai, Hennessy, 
Malibu Moon, Quiet American 
and Stormy Atlantic. 

As might be expected, sev¬ 
eral of the Lazy Lane yearlings 
far exceeded the $55,000 
received for a daughter of Bel¬ 
lamy Road (out of Payable On 
Demand, by Out of Place) at 
the Fasig-Tipton Kentucky July 
sale. 

But that filly—named Posi¬ 
tion Limit-has already gone a 
long way to boost Lazy Lane’s 
reputation in the commercial 
marketplace. 

She is also the first graded 
stakes winner for freshman 
sire Bellamy Road, a Grade 1- 
winning son of Concerto who 


stands at Pauls Mill farm in 
Versailles, Ky. 

Trained by Todd Pletcher for 
Jack and Laurie Wolf’s Starlight 
Partners, her purchaser at die 
sale, Position Limit was mak¬ 
ing just her second career start 
when she drew off to a five- 
length score in the $150,000 
Adirondack Stakes-G2, a cov¬ 
eted Saratoga fixture that had 
its 94th running on August 15. 

Never far off the pace in 
the six and a half-furlong stakes 
timed in swift early fractions 
of :21.72 and :45.07, Position 
Limit took the lead in upper 
stretch and finished in 1:17.30. 
The 1.55-1 favorite in a field of 
10, she earned $90,000 for her 
first stakes score. 

Her maiden-breaking victo¬ 
ry had come on July 14 in spe¬ 
cial weight company at Belmont 
Park, when she aired by six and 
three-quarters lengths, defeat¬ 
ing mostly first-time starters 
over a muddy (sealed) track at 
five and a half furlongs. 

Position Limit is one of only 
two foals bred by Lazy Lane 
from Payable On Demand, 
who was purchased by the 
Virginia establishment for 



$50,000 at the 2006 Keeneland 
November sale, in foal to Holy 
Bull. “She was a big, attractive 
nice-looking mare, and a win¬ 
ner with just enough pedigree,” 
recalls Shipp. 

Payable On Demand’s 
Holy Bull filly, Mollie’s Bull, 
brought only $1,000 at the 

2008 Fasig-Tipton Midlantic 
Eastern Fall Yearling sale, and 
is so far unraced. The mare’s 
first foal, the now 4-year-old 
Ecton Park son Lardhy, has 
not made it to the races either. 
In light of those disappoint¬ 
ments, Lazy Lane consigned 
Payable On Demand to the 

2009 Keeneland January sale, 
where she sold for $18,000, in 
foal to Bernstein. 

“We’re happy for the people 
who bought her,” says Shipp, 
of the 9-year-old mare whose 
value has obviously skyrock¬ 
eted. 


Payable On Demand, who 
won one of 11 starts and 
earned $20,935, is a half-sister 
to stakes winners Sum Trick 
($145,291) and Disappearing 
Trick ($106,215), foil brothers 
by Favorite Trick who each 
made their mark in the Riley 
Allison Futurity. 

Bellamy Road was chosen as 
a mate for Payable On Demand 
because he appeared to offer 
good value—entering stud for 
a fee of $10,000—and because 
his pedigree offered an intrigu¬ 
ing opportunity for inbreeding, 
explains Shipp. 

Payable On Demand’s sire, 
Out of Place, comes from the 
same female family as Bellamy 
Road. Out of Place’s dam, 
Arabian Dancer (by Damascus), 
traces back three generations in 
the pedigree of Bellamy Road’s 
dam, Hurry Home Hillary (by 
Deputed Testamony).

WHAT IS MHBA'S PAC? 

It is a political action committee formed by the Maryland 
Horse Breeders Association. The PAC solicits voluntary con¬ 
tributions from individuals or corporations to support issues 
or assist selected candidates for public office in the state of 
Maryland who are interested in the problems of our industry 
and are willing to help us solve those problems. 

WHY DO WE NEED PAC? 

The largest market for horses bred in Maryland is horse rac¬ 
ing, an industry which is closely regulated by state govern¬ 
ment. In addition, while not well understood, horse breeding 
is an especially important segment of Maryland agriculture. 
The economic well-being of racing and breeding is very much 
a function of the political process. It is essential to the health of 
our industry that we educate our elected official and support 
those who work with us on issues vital to our interests. 


HOW DOES PAC WORK? 

The PAC receives voluntary contributions through its trea¬ 
surer which are then disbursed to candidates or spent sup¬ 
porting issues as selected by a committee headed by the chair¬ 
person of the MHBA Legislative Committee. Any adminis¬ 
trative expense will be paid by the MHBA. Reports of PAC 
contributions must be filed with the State Administrative 
Board of Election Laws and are a matter of public record. 

WHAT ARE THE LAWS GOVERNING 
CAMPAIGN CONTRIBUTIONS? 

No corporation or individual may give more than $4,000 to a 
single candidate or more than $10,000 to all candidates in any 
given four-year election cycle. Any contribution to the PAC 
must be included in your $10,000 total for an election. 

WHAT IS THE TAX STATUS OF MY 
CONTRIBUTION? 

There are no deductions or credits allowed on your state tax 
returns but federal law permits a credit of 50 percent on total 
political contributions up to a $50 credit (for a $100 contri¬ 
bution) on individual returns, and a $100 credit (for a $200 
contribution) on joint returns. Political contributions are not 
deductible business expenses.

C n YEARS

I Five yearlings and nine race 
horses belonging to the late 
Margaret B. Edgar were cata¬ 
logued to the Maryland Horse 
Breeders's Sale at Timonium 
and Belmont Park's horses in 
training sale in October. Mrs. 
Edgar, the “gentle, pleasant 
lady who was mistress of 
Woodlawn Farm," had died at 
die end of July. 

All the horses offered were 
by Mrs. Edgar's *Princequillo 
stallion Prince Dare, the first 
stakes winner that she and her 
husband, Walter, had bred and 
raced. Prince Dare's dam, 
Penny Dare, was the first foal 
born at Woodlawn. 

In Prince Dare's first two 
crops, which totaled six foals, 
he sired two stakes winners. 
Those two daughters — 5-year- 


olcl Milady Dares and 4-year- 
old Nora Dares-were to be 
sold at Belmont Park. 

Mrs. Edgar's son-in-law, C. 
Oliver Goldsmith, was execu¬ 
tor of the estate. He and his 
wife, Jean, would continue to 
operate Woodlawn Farm. 

■ Alfred G. Vanderbilt's 
2-year-old filly Good Move, 
out of the fourth-leading all- 
tim e m oney-winning m are, 
Next Move, improved her 
record to three wins from six 
starts with a head victory over 
C.V Whitney's Honey Dear in 
Saratoga's Spinaway Stakes. She 
was the third stakes winner, all 
of whom were fillies, for her 
illustrious sire Native Dancer. 

Vanderbilt's homebred Next 
Move produced a full brother to 
Good Move that spring, and although 
he never competed in stakes company, 
Restless Native made his reputation 
as one of the region's most important 
sires.

I Jim McManus, known to the 
world as Jim McKay, announced 
details for the Maryland Million 
at a nationally attended press 
conference. The inaugural run¬ 
ning of the day worth $1 mil¬ 
lion for Maryland-sired runners 
was scheduled for the fall of 
1986. The idea was conceived 
by the famed sports caster after 
attending the first Breeders' 
Cup in 1984. 

In his opening remarks, 
McKay noted that “except for 
the Preakness and some nostalgic 
memories remarked on by old- 
timers, Maryland racing is sel¬ 
dom discussed in New York." 

But McKay pointed out that 
with $1 million on the line, the 
program couldn't be ignored. 

“I believe this is the right 
moment for a big program, and 
I hope our plans are workable. 
The way I see it, nobody loses 
on this thing." 

Longtime breeder and racing 
stable owner James F. Lewis III 
was named the first president 
of Maryland Million Ltd. Other 
officers/committee members 
were Alan Hutchison, vice- 
president, Frank Favazza Jr., 
secretary/treasurer, and direc¬ 
tors Robert Manfuso, McKay 
and Chick Lang. 

I Retired government worker 
Lester Mackebee, who bred 
Thoroughbreds on a small scale 
at his 20-acre farm in Lisbon, 
Md., was the owner of “one of 
the few stakes-producing teas¬ 
ers in America.” 

Pilot Ship, by champion 
Hoist the Flag out of a half- 
sister to champion Riva Ridge, 
sired Bug Eyed Betty, winner 
of Pimlico's Toddler Stakes for 
2-year-olds, in his second crop. 


Pilot Ship had entered stud 
at Sunset Hill Farm in Mary¬ 
land four years earlier, was 
moved to Kentucky, and even¬ 
tually became a teaser before 
Mackebee purchased him for 
$1 from his friend Ralph Reder, 
who co-owned the stallion at 
the time. 

Described as a remarkably 
placid stallion who had a habit 
of licking Mackebee's hand 
after taking his favorite treat of 
buttermints, Pilot Ship-nick¬ 
named “Studley"—would have 
his stud fee doubled for 1986, 
joked Mackebee. “Let's see 
now, zero times two is what?" 

Bug Eyed Betty was the best run¬ 
ner sired by Pilot Ship, retiring with 
$355,207 after winning six stakes 
and placing in nine others, three 
graded, over three seasons. She is the 
dam of two-time Maryland Hunt 
Cup winner Bug River. 

I One of the top 2-year-olds 
in training was Bayard Sharp's 
homebred Papal Power, who 
drew off to win the Hopeful 
Stakes-Gl at Saratoga by five 
lengths over a sloppy track. 
The Maryland-bred colt trained 
by Charlie Peoples was from 
the first crop of Miswaki. 

I The Fasig-Tipton select 
yearling sale at Timonium was 
outstanding by all measures, as 
gross rose 137 percent over the 
previous year and average was 
up 36 percent. 

Two yearlings brought final 
bids of $50,000-a Smarten 
colt purchased by Harry Z. 
Isaacs of Brookfield Farm and 
a Rollicking filly bought by 
agent Joe Clancy. 

Of the 21 yearlings sold for 
$25,000 or higher, four were 
sired by Rollicking, who stood 
at Glade Valley Farms. The 
top-priced Smarten colt, out of 
Gala Ann, by *White Gloves II, 
had been consigned by Glade 
Valley as agent. 


A son of Preakness winner 
Pine Bluff, Pine Dance was bred 
by Tennessee resident Kevin 
Pipes, who regularly foaled his 
mares in Maryland and cam¬ 
paigned numerous homebred 
runners in the region. But 
Kentucky-bred Pine Dance was 


sold as a yearling on the advice 
of Pipes's accountant to satisfy 
IRS tax requirements. 

I Jockey Travis Dunkelberger 
won seven races on the 10-race 
card at Timonium on August 
30, duplicating his feat at 
Charles Town in March.

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Second careers come 
naturally to some 


With Thoroughbred re¬ 
tirement currently in the fore¬ 
front as one of racing's hot 
button issues, organizations 
dedicated to the placement 
of these athletes are being 
formed in significant-and 
encouraging-numbers. Yet, 
without hanging up a shingle 
or forming a non-profit agen¬ 
cy, Maryland-based trainers 
Catherine H. (Holly) Robinson 
and Ann Merryman have qui¬ 
etly gone about the business 
of re-training race horses for 
several years. 

Merryman and Robin¬ 
son have, by the very nature 
of their methods, prepared 
young horses for second ca¬ 
reers from the onset of their 
educations. Merryman is 
based at The Orebanks, her 
family's farm in Sparks, while 
Robinson operates from her 
Laurel Park barn. 

"We like our horses, and to 
see them go on and do some¬ 
thing else is great," Robinson 
said. "I mean, it's a little bit 
of our way of training. We 
take the young horse out, 
and whether he continues 
on in his racing career or not, 
he's seeing things and doing 
things, so he's been predis¬ 
posed to all of it when he gets 
done. There's a Thoroughbred 
for everybody. They're very

smart, and there's a place for 
all of them. Ann got us started 
in this. Sometimes we have 
people coming to us and ask¬ 
ing what we've got. We're just 
horse lovers. And one horse 
lover to another, the word 
spreads out." 

The word began spread¬ 
ing innocently enough when 
Merryman suggested to her 
dear friend Stacie Eggleton, a 
former exercise rider, that she 
purchase the Norquestor geld¬ 
ing Magic Roland. 

"Ann said he was, to put 
it bluntly, 'too slow' as a race 
horse. He never beat a horse. 
But it did not take Magic Ro¬ 
land very long to transition 
from the race track to the hunt 
field and hunter classes," said 
Eggleton. 

Robinson's long-standing 
association with noted Cana¬ 
dian breeder/owner Gustav 
Schickedanz has provided 
a direct pipeline of talented 
prospects. 

"I got to know Gustav," she 
began. "He loves his horses. 
He goes hunting in Middle- 
burg; has a farm, an old plan¬ 
tation, in South Carolina. He 
ships all his horses down 
there-all of them, mares, foals, 
weanlings, everything-so he 
can watch them grow up. He 
campaigned Langfuhr (by 


Danzig), a stallion that we get 
a lot of these horses from; we 
love Langfuhr. Not only do 
they make good race horses, 
but they can jump. One horse 
that Ann and I had together 
was Spilled Honey (Langfuhr 
—Honey Sipper by Drone). 
He won a lot of races on the 
grass for us and then we sold 
him as a steeplechase horse. 
He's a hunter now." 

It is in the hunt field where 
the Merryman/Robinson 
charges have excelled. At the 
season's opening hunt of the 
Elkridge-Harford Hounds in 
2009, there were reportedly 
nine horses in the field who 
had been placed by the pair. 

One was Big Mike (Citi- 
dancer—Cielo Vuh, by Con- 
quistator Cielo). Originally 
owned by Merryman and 
Mike Cataneo, the gelding 
was a special favorite of Mer- 
ryman's. 

"Ann put her heart and 
soul into that horse," Robin¬ 
son said. Big Mike showed 
promise on the turf before 
chipping a knee. After recov¬ 
ery he did return and win a 
few races, but during a win¬ 
ter layup he was hunted with 
Elkridge-Harford and seemed 
to find his niche. Former jock¬ 
ey Andrea Seefeldt Knight 
rode him, fell in love with him.

'He's always been trained like 
he comes late; suppose we just 
let him get sound?'" 

My Lord was given 11 
months off before resum¬ 
ing training in May 2005. He 
rewarded Ross and Merry- 
man's patience on Preakness 
Day 2006 when he won the 
$100,000 Baltimore Breeders' 
Cup Turf Sprint Stakes under 
Rosie Napravnik. 

Merryman filled in some 
blanks: "Not only does Holly 
give horses good homes, she 
gives children good homes. 
Rosie had lived with Holly 
since she was 15; she went to 
Hereford High School. Here 
was Rosie, our resurrected 
little child, winning on our 


resurrected little horse. He 
was 7 and that was his first 
stakes win. My head was like 
a bobble-head; I'll never for¬ 
get it until the day I die. I was 
out there like 'I think he can 
... I think he can... I think he 
can!' He was so far back. It 
was such a cool race." 

My Lord raced two more 
times. Upon his retirement he 
went on to a new career with 
Amy and Peter Fenwick. 

"You know," Robinson 
concluded, "the important 
thing with all of these horses is 
that they are now doing what 
they should be doing. . . and 
that they have found the right 
homes." ** 


and subsequently purchased 
the handsome chestnut. 

But perhaps one of the 
most heartwarming success 
stories is that of a former Nick 
Zito trainee named Fey Tru, 
owned by William J. Condren 
of Go for Gin fame. The son of 
Capote and the *Grey Dawn II 
mare Starclock broke down in 
his final start at Belmont Park 
in 1995 and arrived in Mary¬ 
land still wearing a cast. 

"We had never really had 
any experience with a cast," 
Merryman explained. "We 
had picked him up from the 
vet. I noticed there were pres¬ 
sure points on either end of the 
cast, so he took the horse back 
and took the cast off for us. 
When he did, I'd never seen 
anything like it. The ankle was 
lopsided; it was almost like 
there was another joint. It was 
just unbelievable. So we tried 
to tell Mr. Condren that we 
thought it might be best to put 
him down, but he didn't want 
to do that." 

Kawana Swank was work¬ 
ing for Merryman at the time. 
Her father, Marvin D. Swank, 
had horses with Robinson and 
owns a farm in Ohio. 

"Fey Tru was a colt but 
he was so sweet and kind," 
Swank said. "I said I don't 
think my dad really wants a 
colt at the farm, but let me call 
him and talk to him. He took 
him and bred his mare to him 
each year." 

One of the resulting foals, 
Tru Slew, was trained by Rob¬ 


inson. When Tru Slew was 
injured, Robinson contacted 
Liz McKnight, Master of 
Elkridge-Harford. McKnight 
reschooled Tru Slew as a fox- 
hunter and eventually sold 
him as a timber prospect to 
Ed McLaughlin, who won the 
Foxhall Trophy with him. So 
impressive was Tru Slew that 
Mark "Stix" Griffiths contact¬ 
ed Robinson to inquire if she 
had any more horses like him 
in her barn. She put Griffiths 
in touch with Marvin Swank, 
and Griffiths purchased Tru 
Slew's brother for Marshall 
Elkins. 

Another Elkins pur¬ 
chase was Stealth Fighter. 

By Deputy Minister out of 
Lady Lochinvar (by Lord At 
War-Arg), Stealth Fighter 
was sold for $450,000 as a 
yearling. Merryman's cli¬ 
ent David Ross claimed him 
at Churchill Downs in 2004. 
"He hunts with Greenspring 
Hounds-he is the biggest, 
classiest horse; so beautiful," 
said Merryman. 

But for Merryman, by far 
the most personally reward¬ 
ing account is that of My 
Lord. Another claim for Da¬ 
vid Ross, the chestnut geld¬ 
ing is a son of Lord Carson 
from the Vice Regent mare 
Love of Our Life. 

"He was so lame when 
we claimed him, but I looked § 
him up and saw that he held § 
the five-eighths track record £ 
at Monmouth and at Fair | 
Grounds. I said to David, <

Richard's Kid vaults to millionaire 
status with second consecutive 
victory in Grade 1 Pacific Classic 



Richard's Kid did it 
again. Last year the Maryland- 
bred delivered a breakout 
performance in California's 
richest race, the $1 million 
Pacific Classic-Gl at Del Mar, 
winning at odds of 24-1. 

On August 28, bet down 
to a far less generous 9-2, he 
staged a virtual replay, com¬ 
ing from off the pace to score 
by three-quarters of a length 
in the 2010 edition of the Pa¬ 
cific Classic. 

The $600,000 winner's 
share of the purse boosted the 
5-year-old's lifetime earnings 
to $1,566,370, making him the 
20 th Maryland-bred million¬ 
aire and ninth-richest Mary- 
land-bred runner of all time. 

Carrying the colors of 
Sheikh Rashid bin Moham¬ 
med al Maktoum's Zabeel 
Racing International, which 
purchased him early this year, 
and ridden by Mike Smith, 
who had not piloted him since 
last year's Pacific Classic, the 
Bob Baffert-trained Richard's 
Kid faced nine rivals. He left 
only one horse behind him for 
first six furlongs of the mile 
and a quarter event. Isle of Gi¬ 
ant's led the way, closely pur¬ 
sued by Temple City and Hold 
Me Back through slow splits 
of :24.82, :49.25 and 1:13.78. 

Isle of Giant's was overtak¬ 
en by Temple City on the final 
turn, then Crowded House 
(GB) took the lead in mid¬ 
stretch while Temple City and 
favorite The Usual Q. T. gave 
way. 

Richard's Kid picked up 
speed at the quarter pole, and 
Smith angled him five-wide 
for a clear run through the 
stretch. After getting the lead. 
Crowded House finished 
gamely in the final furlong but 


could not withstand the chal¬ 
lenge from Richard's Kid, who 
prevailed in the final strides, 
stopping the clock in 2:03.27 
over Polytrack. 

"The first three jumps out 
of the gate I said, 'Oh, ho, here 
we go. Just like last year.' He 
gathered himself and he was 
just going so easy," Smith 
said. "He was moving just like 
you'd want. I could tell they 
were going a little too slow, 
so I had him up there a little 
closer than I normally would. 
But it was easily done. Then it 
was just like deja vu all over 
again." 

With the win, Richard's 
Kid earned a berth in the $5 
million Breeders' Cup Classic- 
Gl at Churchill Downs on No¬ 
vember 6. Richard's Kid ran 
sixth in last year's Breeders' 
Cup Classic at Santa Anita. 


Richard's Kid is the third 
horse to win back-to-back re¬ 
newals of the Pacific Classic, 
which is the only $1 million 
race in California. The others 
were Tinners Way (1994 and 
'95) and Skimming (2000 and 
'01), both trained by Bobby 
Frankel for Juddmonte Farms. 
This was the 20th renewal of 
the race. 

Richard's Kid was bred 
by Robert E. Meyerhoff's 
Fitzhugh LLC, which cam¬ 
paigned him in Maryland with 
trainer Richard Small until 
May 2009, when an agent for 
prominent West Coast-based 
owner Arnold Zetcher ap¬ 
proached Meyerhoff with an 
offer that couldn't be refused. 
Richard's Kid joined Baffert's 
stable, where he has remained 
despite Zetcher's subsequent 
sale to Zabeel Racing. 


Richard's Kid, a son of 
Lemon Drop Kid and the 
Broad Brush mare Tough 
Broad, was named Maryland- 
bred Horse of the Year in 2009, 
having also won the John 
B. Campbell Handicap and 
placed in two additional Cali¬ 
fornia stakes, including the 
Grade 1 Goodwood Breeders' 
Cup. 

After a seventh-place fin¬ 
ish, beaten two and a half 
lengths, in the 2010 Dubai 
World Cup-Gl in March, Rich¬ 
ard's Kid started twice this 
summer, finishing third be¬ 
hind Awesome Gem and Rail 
Trip in the Grade 1 Hollywood 
Gold Cup on July 10 and third 
to Temple City and Unusual 
Suspect in the Grade 3 Cougar 
II Handicap at one and a half 
miles on July 30 at Del Mar. ^

The Jim Stable's Ben's Cat 
upped his lifetime record to 
five wins without a loss when 
he won the $50,000 Mister Diz 
Stakes for Maryland-breds at 
Laurel Park on August 21. 

The 4-year-old son of for¬ 
mer Maryland sire Parker's 
Storm Cat, bred by owner/ 
trainer King T. Leatherbury, 
covered the six furlongs in 
1:09.08. Breaking from post 
10 in the field of 11, Rosemary 
Homeister Jr. steered Ben's Cat 
wide from the start and kept 
after him in the lane to win his 
stakes debut and his first try 


on the turf. Ben's Cat finished 
one and a half lengths ahead 
of longshot Sandbagin' Lover. 
Veteran 8-year-old sprinter 
Celtic Innis, a five-time stakes 
winner of $627,638 making his 
first start on the turf, finished 
third. 

The large field, which in¬ 
cluded a number of accom¬ 
plished stakes horses, was 
rounded out by Not for Sil¬ 
ver, Map of the World, Cotton 
Brook Road, Ah Day, Heros 
Reward, Natural Seven, Pop¬ 
py's Punkin and Baltimore 
Raven. 

"He's an amazing horse," 
said Homeister. "He was 
4-for-4 going into this race so 
the pressure was on, espe¬ 
cially first time running on the 
turf course because it was a 
little soft. He actually handled 
it very well. Usually he's in 
front so he showed a little dif¬ 
ferent running style, so hope¬ 
fully that will help him down 
the road. I was concerned a 
little when he didn't break 
as sharp as his dirt form but 
I think that it worked to his 
benefit that he didn't get stuck 


behind a bunch of horses. He 
had a clear trip all the way 
and in the lane he actually did 
a little swerve the last eighth 
of a mile. I think he was look¬ 
ing at the grandstand. Once I 
got back into him he kicked on 
again." 

Recovered from a broken 
pelvis that prevented him 
from starting until this year, 
Ben's Cat made his debut on 
May 8 at Pimlico, winning 
by one and three-quarters 
lengths while in for a $20,000 
tag. Risked for $25,000 next 
out at Delaware Park on June 
14, he won by a length. Moved 
up to allowance company at 
Delaware Park on July 3, he 
cruised home by four and a 
quarter lengths. 

In his first start beyond six 
furlongs, Ben's Cat recorded 
Leatherbury's career victory 
number 6,300 on August 7 at 
Laurel Park. He completed the 
seven furlongs in 1:22.48 while 
leading the allowance test at 
nearly every call. He now has 
earnings of $92,460. 

"He had to stay in the stall 
for six months and finally it 
healed properly so obviously 
it's not bothering him now," 
said Leatherbury. "I have a 
Maryland Million horse this 
year." 

Ben's Cat, out of Leather¬ 
bury's homebred mare Two¬ 
fox, a stakes-placed daughter 
of Thirty Eight Paces and full 
sister to graded stakes win¬ 
ner Thirty Eight Go Go, ran 
as part of an entry with his 
relative, graded stakes winner 
and $899,324-earner Ah Day 
(who is out of Endette, anoth¬ 
er a full sister to Twofox). "Ah 
Day didn't run his race but 
he's never been a turf horse," 
Leatherbury added. "He'll 
come around next time." 

Ah Day finished seventh, a 
head in front of the post time 
favorite, millionaire Heros 
Reward, the Maryland-bred 
champion turf runner the past 
three years.

Each of the top three finishers 
started at double-digit odds, 
with Fascinatin' Rhythm, the 
longest-priced of the three, 
paying $36 to win. 

Completing the order of 
finish were Colony Club, 
Heaven's Voice, Sales Tax, 
Blind Date, Yankee Sweet¬ 
heart, What Time It Is, All Giv¬ 
ing and If Not for Lust. 

Final time for the six fur¬ 
longs over yielding turf was 
1 : 11 . 01 . 

The Jameela was the first 
stakes win for Richard Small- 
trained Fascinatin' Rhythm, 
who placed in a total of six 
stakes over the last three years, 
and was third in the 2009 Bar¬ 
bara Fritchie Handicap-G2. In 
22 starts, including five wins. 
Fascinatin' Rhythm has earn¬ 
ings of $193,863. 

Fascinatin' Rhythm (by 
More Than Ready) comes 
from an illustrious family go¬ 
ing back several generations at 
Buckingham Farm in Chester- 
town, Md.

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Thoroughbred horsemen welcome 
summit hearings and open dialogue 
on future of state’s racing industry 


N ew Jersey’s Thoroughbred racing and 

breeding industry has expressed its support 
for members of the Senate and Assembly’s 
Democratic Caucus charged with vetting ideas and 
options aimed at sustaining the state’s gaming, 
sports and entertainment industries. 

"Increased dialogue on these important issues 
is merited,” said John Forbes, president of the New 
Jersey Thoroughbred Horsemen’s Association. "The 
state’s Thoroughbred industry and our Monmouth 
Park meet has long been a shining star in the sport of 
horse racing. This year has been our most exceptional 
in history, due to our 50-day/$50 million elite 
summer meet. What we have shown is that when 
you offer a quality product in a beautiful venue 
more people will attend a day at the races and more 
wagering will occur.” 

"I see these hearings as another opportunity to 
tout the success of this year’s Monmouth Park meet,” 
said Tom Swales, president of the Thoroughbred 
Breeders’ Association of New Jersey. "Each day of 
racing at Monmouth Park featured at least two races 
that only New Jersey-bred Thoroughbreds could 


enter. These races highlighted the synergy between 
New Jersey’s horse farms and training centers and 
Monmouth Park, allowing us to show off how racing 
enhances both the quality of life of our citizens and 
is integral to open space and farmland preservation.” 

New Jersey’s horse racing industry is tied to 
approximately 176,000 acres of open space and 
farmland in the most densely populated state in the 
country. Only 8 percent of this land is in farmland 
preservation. New Jersey has lost 50 percent of its 
farmland in the past 50 years, according to the New 
Jersey Farm Bureau. 

"The governor as well as members of the 
Republican party also have stood firm that New 
Jersey wants the horse racing and breeding industry 
to remain part of the state’s landscape. Options must 
be found to sustain it now and into the future,” 
said Forbes. "Sports, gaming and entertainment are 
not partisan issues, or for that matter north Jersey 
vs. south Jersey issues. They are New Jersey issues, 
and something has to be done now to ensure that 
these industries remain self-sustaining and viable 
economic engines in the years to come.” 


Reactions to the Newjersey 
Gaming, Sports and Entertainment 
Advisory Commission report 


D ennis Robinson, president and CEO, New 
Jersey Sports & Exposition Authority: 

"Our management team will work with 
the Advisory Commission to create a new operating 
model for the Authority and its various lines of 


business. The implementation of these key strategies 
is in the best long-term interests of the sports 
complex, our customers, the state and our hard¬ 
working and dedicated employees. We have long 
advocated new solutions for our core business of 








racing, an important state industry. The Monmouth 
Park experiment this summer shows that there is a 
clear way forward with creative thinking and effective 
implementation of new strategies.” 

Assemblyman Ralph Caputo (D-Essex), a leading 
advocate for video lottery terminals at the 
Meadowlands: 

"I call on the governor to quickly reject the 
recommendation to sell or close the Meadowlands 
race track. 

"That recommendation is the exact opposite 
of what we should be doing to spark New Jersey’s 
economy, ease our budget problems and create 
jobs. The last thing we should be doing is giving up 
this asset. Rather, we should be exploiting its full 
potential and modernizing it by adding video lottery 
terminals to the Meadowlands. 

"How can we walk away from an opportunity 
to raise up to $700 million annually and create up 
to 2,000 new jobs? Simply put, we cannot do so 
responsibly. 

"At the very least the question of whether VLTs 
should be placed in the Meadowlands should go to 
the voters for their consideration. 

"We must face the fact that partly because of 
the lack of a new marketing plan for Atlantic City, 
gamblers are already being lured away to new gaming 
venues in New York, Connecticut, Pennsylvania and 
Delaware. We have a responsibility to protect Atlantic 
City casinos, but also to do all we can to support 
our entire gaming industry, retain and expand the 
revenue it generates and, most importantly, keep that 
revenue here in New Jersey.” 

Assembly Speaker Sheila Y. Oliver (D-Essex / 
Passaic): 

"Sports and gaming are key to our state’s 
economy and job creation, so proposals to 
enhance those industries will always receive due 


consideration. I fully expect these ideas will especially 
be a focus of the upcoming gaming summit called by 
Democratic legislators. 

"It’s also important to remember that many 
legislators have their own valid ideas for ensuring 
New Jersey remains a leader in the sports, 
entertainment and gaming industries. Those ideas 
will receive equal attention in the months ahead, 
whether they be for Atlantic City, the Meadowlands 
or both. 

"It is without question absolutely important 
to make sure Atlantic City remains strong, but 
it’s important to remember that transforming the 
Meadowlands complex into a modern and vibrant 
entertainment destination is also essential to New 
Jersey’s economy. We must find ways to embrace the 
potential of both.” 

Assemblywoman Connie Wagner (D-Bergen), a 
leading advocate for video lottery terminals at the 
Meadowlands: 

"Any recommendation to sell or close the 
Meadowlands race track is beyond disappointing. 

I urge Governor Christie to reject it and instead 
embrace efforts to bring video lottery terminals 
to the track to modernize it and allow it to readily 
compete with other states. 

"I understand the need to focus on Atlantic City, 
but the reality is that neighbors such as Connecticut, 
New York and Pennsylvania are expanding their 
gambling offerings and luring away our customers. 
We must face that fact and adjust to it, not simply 
give up on one of our great assets. 

"VLTs at the Meadowlands could bring in 
hundreds of millions of dollars in new revenue and 
create thousands of new jobs. That is an opportunity 
we cannot responsibly leave behind. I will continue 
my efforts to make it reality and hope the governor 
sees the light on this issue.” 


Senatorjennifer Beck issues response to New 
Jersey Gaming, Sports and Entertainment report 


W ith the July 21 release of the Governor’s 
Advisory Commission on New Jersey 
Gaming, Sports and Entertainment 
report calling for more investment and government 
control over Atlantic City and for the privatization 
of the state horse tracks, there remains the glaring 
omission of any serious discussion about the pros 
and cons of allowing slot machines, video lottery 
terminals, or even a full casino with table gaming at 
the Meadowlands race track. 

The report wrongfully dismisses horse racing 
as less important to the state than casino gaming, 


when in fact this $4 billion industry brings in a 
proportional share of revenue, as well as supplying 
13,000 jobs and protecting approximately 200,000 
acres of open space. 

Although previously a profit-generating 
enterprise, horse racing began to see a decline in 
2007, the same point at which the report states 
Atlantic City began its "free fall,” when competition 
began appearing in border states. 

Since that time, Atlantic City has lost 25 percent 
of its gross revenue base, which equates to more than 
$1 billion in lost revenues. This year is no better. 


In June 2010, casino revenues are down 11 percent 
compared to the same time period last year. In 
response to that competition, New Jersey has done 
very little, but now we are at a crossroads and the 
business model for both horse racing and casino 
gaming must be rethought and reworked. 

I have long been advocating for a casino at the 
Meadowlands because it would not only provide an 
added draw to that location but, by attracting people 
and dollars to a New Jersey destination, would also 
help rebuild Atlantic City into the kind of resort it 
once was and can be again. 

On the very day the report was released, Harrah’s 
opened table gaming 15 miles across our border in 
Pennsylvania at Chester Downs. Yet the company 
continues to fight against table gaming at race 
tracks within New Jersey. Our casinos’ interests 
do not always coincide with the interests of New 
Jersey citizens, who have come to rely on the income 
generated by gaming and racing throughout the 
state. 

Although the report offered some useful 
information that should certainly be referenced as 
we make decisions regarding the future of gaming 
in New Jersey, by continuing to discuss racing and 
casino gaming as separate and competing entities, 
the state is only burying its head further in the 
sand as casinos and racinos sprout up all along our 
borders in Pennsylvania, New York, Delaware and 
Maryland. As long as we continue to ignore this 
trend and refuse to look at gaming from a statewide 
point of view, we will continue to lose gaming dollars 
to other states. 

This report continues to make the same mistake 
New Jersey has made for the last decade-viewing 
Atlantic City in isolation, not just from horse racing, 
but from the competition in neighboring states. The 
refusal to acknowledge that convenience gaming is 


the new gaming model and to continue with this 
myopic view of Atlantic City as the only gaming 
game in town will continue to be destructive to both 
casinos and race tracks. 

These gaming dollars are more important now 
than ever before because, as the report states, Atlantic 
City is facing some serious problems. Listed first 
among the contributing factors to Atlantic City’s 
decline is the perception of the city as "unclean and 
unsafe,” but I disagree. 

The fact is that gaming opportunities are 
everywhere, and making the Atlantic City boardwalk 
a little cleaner and a little safer is not going to be 
enough to face down the 32 other gaming venues in 
the five-state region, and certainly not the 12 that are 
right along our borders, luring away even New Jersey 
residents to spend their gaming dollars out of state. 

Of course, if one is to view gaming in the state 
as a single industry, as an industry where one side 
can assist the other, where there is give and take that 
strengthens every party, then the solution is quite 
simple. 

I believe in a casino at the Meadowlands, not 
simply because it would be a positive move for the 
racing industry, but a portion of the profits would 
go toward helping build Atlantic City back to the 
destination resort town it was in its heyday. 

A portion of the profits would also go toward 
supporting the horse racing industry, of course. But 
under my plan, 70 percent of the revenues from such 
a venture could go back to the people of New Jersey 
in the form of paying down our debt, reinvesting 
in the Transportation Trust Fund or restoring the 
Homestead Rebate. In a fiscal crisis like the one 
currently being faced by New Jersey, we cannot afford 
to ignore an obvious source of revenue.

State Senator asks Attorney General 
to look into OTW delay 


S enator Sean Kean (R-Monmouth) has asked 
New Jersey Attorney General Paula Dow to 
inquire into the nearly nine-year delay in 
constructing off-track wagering facilities in New 
Jersey. Of the 15 authorized in 2001, only three are 
operational. Monies from the off-track wagering 
facilities would have contributed substantial sums 
to subsidize the purses at New Jersey horse racing 
facilities. 

The letter follows: 


Dear Attorney General Dow: 

In 200J the New Jersey State Legislature and the 
Governor enacted legislation authorizing construction of 
15 Off Track Wageringfacilities in New Jersey for horse 
wagering These facilities would provide considerable 
revenue to supplement purses to sustain the viability of horse 
racing in the state. As of today , only 3 facilities have been 
constructed state-wide. 

It has come to my attention that an Off Track Wagering 
facility authorized to be built in Cherry Hill , Camden 
County in 2003 , has not yet been built. The difficulties 
facing the horse racing industry in New Jersey are varied 


and complex; however, it is undeniable that some of the 
revenue this facility would have generated could have been 
allocated to subsidize purses at Monmouth Park Race Track. 
Cherry Hill would be an outstanding location for Off Track 
Wagering given its geographic proximity to Philadelphia and 
Southern New Jersey. 

Because the law grants the racing commission regulatory 
authority over the licensing of these facilities, I am asking 
that your office conduct an inquiry into the nearly nine year 
delay in the construction of the Cherry Hill facility. Also, I 
am asking that your office recommend to the Legislature 


any changes to the Off Track Wagering it feels is necessary 
to remedy the long-term delays that have plagued the 
establishment of these facilities. 

The failure of the state to oversee the construction 
of this facility and the other statutorily authorized Off 
Track Wageringfacilities has put New Jersey racing in an 
uncompetitive position when compared with neighboring 
states. 

Thank you in advance for your consideration of this 
matter. I look forward to the conclusions your office makes 
to resolve this issue. 


Animal waste management plans 


A s required by law, the New Jersey Department 
of Agriculture adopted regulations in March 
2009 that require all livestock owners to 
responsibly manage the manure generated on their 
operations, including those with horses, dairy cows, 
cattle, swine, goats, sheep, poultry and all other 
domesticated species defined as livestock. 

The regulations require: 

• All farms with any livestock to comply with the 
general requirements of the rule. 

• All operations with eight to 299 animal units 
(one animal unit equals 1,000 pounds) to develop an 
animal waste management plan by September 2010. 

Operations with eight to 299 animal units with 
animal densities greater than one animal unit 
per acre are required to have their animal waste 
management plan reviewed to ensure conformance 
with the New Jersey-Field Office Technical Guide 
(FOTG). The FOTG describes best management 
practices for manure management on livestock 
farms. Those farms with densities less than one 
animal unit per acre only need to submit their 


declarations page to their local Rutgers Cooperative 
Extension office. 

• Operations with 300 or more animal units, 
regardless of animal density, are required to 
develop and implement a comprehensive nutrient 
management plan and be certified by the New Jersey 
Department of Agriculture. 

• Farms that receive or apply 142 or more tons of 
animal waste per year must develop an animal waste 
management plan. 

The animal waste management plans must be 
implemented by March 2012. 

Rutgers Cooperative Extension has provided 
training for livestock farmers during the spring and 
fall of2009 and the winter of 2010 to assist them in 
developing Animal Waste Management Plans.

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Secretariat movie works despite flaws 


A n opportunity to attend the Washington/ 
Baltimore critics’ screening of the new 
movie Secretariat seemed too good to pass up. 
Especially since Bill Nack would be there as 
well. (Nack wrote the book, Secretariat: The 
Making of a Champion , on which the film is 
based.) 

We arrived a few minutes early and were 
promptly escorted to our seats. We met and 
chatted briefly with Nack, who was conve¬ 
niently seated immediately adjacent to us. 
(Nack later noted that he was “anxious” about 
the final product. He was very diplomatic. I 
was downright worried.) 

The apprehension seemed appropriate. 
After all, this was Secretariat we are talking 
about—Big Red, Triple Crown winner, the 
greatest race horse of all time, Virginia’s fin¬ 
est—you get the point. 

While we all know Disney runs a first- 
class shedrow, its always a bit nerve-wracking 
when Hollywood wanders into a place where 
it has limited expertise. Luckily, they had 
Nack and Leonard Lusky (ofSecretariat.com), 
among others, to help guide the way. 

When you see Secretariat , its important to 
remember its a Disney film. It will no doubt 
be G-rated and it is perfect for kids and fami¬ 
lies. It is ultimately very pro-horse, pro-racing 
and pro-horsepeople. There isn’t a single dark 
moment in the film except when it is revealed 
that Ron Turcotte once rode a horse so hard 
its “heart exploded.” Thankfully, there was no 
video to accompany this conversation. 

Of note to those of us in the common¬ 
wealth, when Tweedy (Diane Lane) returns to 
The Meadow, the audience is quickly intro¬ 
duced to Miss Elizabeth Ham, Christopher 
Chenery’s longtime secretary and lifetime 
member of the VTA. Her movie character 
played by Margo Martindale is interesting and 
entertaining, but she bears little resemblance 
in look or character to the Miss Ham I knew. 
She plays a big role in the movie, which 
should delight Ham’s family. 



Unfortunately, two important players — 
longtime farm manager, VTA member, direc¬ 
tor and wonderful gentleman Howard Gentry 
and farm veterinarian Dr. Olive Britt have no 
roles. This is disappointing, as Nack’s book 
begins with Gentry’s concern over the birth 
of this blue-blooded colt and the words that 
the movie might well make famous—“There 
is a whopper.” 

The movie takes you from Mr. Chenery’s 
death through the Triple Crown. It portrays 
the events that occurred perhaps as accurately 
as Hollywood ever could (or would want to) 
in the span of two hours. 

Much is made of Tweedy operating in a 
man’s world and of her fight to utilize Secre¬ 
tariat to save the family farm. No mention 
is made of stablemate Riva Ridge, awarded 
the first Eclipse Award as 2-year-old colt (the 


awards were initiated in 1971) who won the 
Kentucky Derby and Belmont Stakes the year 
before Big Red. By Virginia sire First Landing, 
Riva Ridge went on to earn $1.1 million, 
so surely he helped finance the Secretariat 
“experiment,” but that bit of reality would 
dilute the tension of the plot, so the admission 
is understandable and forgiven. 

It is interesting what the studio found 
important to show and what they glossed over. 
There is a scene in which Secretariat loses his 
first start, but no other 2-year-old races are 
presented—either recreated or with historical 
footage (completely skirting the fact that he 
was Horse of the Year at 2). 

Horse folks are going to have to look past 
some of the movie-making techniques and 
simply enjoy the ride that is Secretariat. Disney 
is clearly forced to compress both space and 
time in order to keep the plot racing along 
to that now very famous June Saturday at 
Belmont Park. 

A perfect example of this is the syndication 
of Secretariat. One scene shows Tweedy, Ham 
and Seth Hancock all in the same office (pre¬ 
sumably at the farm in Virginia) while Eddie 
Sweat stands outside holding Secretariat’s 
shank in one hand and bathing him with his 
free hand. That probably didn’t happen, as 
Tweedy was most likely in Colorado or New 
York, Hancock in Kentucky, Ham in Virginia 
and Big Red and Sweat in New York. 

My advice is don’t go into Secretariat look¬ 
ing to criticize its slip-ups. Go in looking to 
enjoy a ride up to and through the Triple 
Crown during what we know was an amazing 
period of horse racing history. 

I’m looking forward to taking my kids. 
Then my son will know exactly who that big 
chestnut horse in the framed poster over his 
bed is and why his daddy put him there.

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Casey homebreds in the spotlight 

O n Saturday, August 7, John 
Allen Casey left his base 
of Charles Town and 
made the cumbersome 
four-hour journey to Mountaineer 
Park. 

The reasons for his trip were to test 
a gifted 2-year-old colt named Mr. 

Proud Allen and to build a distance 
foundation for his sprinting genius 
Down Town Allen. 

The sweltering Mid-Atlantic 
weather and high-dollar 
competition did not deter either 
runner from success. 

The first race on the program 
was the $85,000-guaranteed 
Mountaineer Juvenile Stakes, which 
drew nationally ranked conditioners 
Steve Asmussen (represented by 
Vinery Stables's Secret Ride) and 
Todd Pletcher (who sent out Congo 
for Claiborne Farm). 

Mr. Proud Allen went into the 
Mountaineer Juvenile off just one 
other start. On June 27, in a four and 
one-half-furlong maiden special 
weight at Charles Town, the rangy 
son of My Boy Adam (out of Lets 
Just Do It, by Roy) had proved his

rapid morning breezes were no 
fluke, gearing down late to score 
impressively, by just over nine lengths. 

The rider was Kristy Petty, John's 
partner and mother of their 2-year- 
old son, Allen. 

Petty has been instrumental 
in helping John develop their 
young horses and was rewarded 
by securing both mounts on 
Mountaineer Park's prestigious West 
Virginia Derby day. 

When the gates opened at 
Mountaineer, Mr. Proud Allen found 
himself in the unfamiliar position 
of having to chase horses. Settling 
in the second tier of runners. Petty 
angled her mount toward the 
notorious dead rail, which turned out 
to be a winning strategy. 

Getting up by a head at the wire 
was worth $49,300 to the couple. 

The final time was l:13.42-slow in 
comparison to the 2-year-old fillies 
who three races later stepped the 
same distance in 1:11.89. 

If anyone had concerns that 
Down Town Allen would fail to stretch 
her speed beyond her comfort zone 
of four and a half furlongs, they were 
quickly dismissed in the third race, 
the six-furlong $85,000-guaranteed 
West Virginia Secretary of State 
Stakes. 

The cream of the 3-year-old filly 
crop in West Virginia broke like a shot 
from post 10, set fast fractions, and 
held sway over the fast-closing Our 
Khrysty. 

The bay filly by Windsor Castle 
(out of Like Down Town, by Roy) 
maintained her flawless record for 


the season: four starts, four wins. 
Earlier in 2010, she captured the 
Lady Charles Town and Its Binn Too 
Long Stakes. 

It would be difficult to find 
another filly who is as cool under fire 
as this long-legged sprinter. 

Black Belt performance 

A large crowd was in attendance 
at the newly renamed Hollywood 
Casino at Charles Town Races on 
Saturday night August 7, to see the 
much anticipated duel between 
rising star Black Belt and last year's 
dominant 2-year-old, Son of a Bear. 

The 3-year-olds met for the first 
time in the $50,000 Robert G. Leavitt 
Stakes at seven furlongs. 

The duel in the dark matched 
the speed of Black Belt with the 
determination of Son of a Bear. 

At the finish, only a half length 
separated the two, although Black 
Belt collected the winner's share of 
the purse ($30,780) for owner Fast 
Break Racing Stable and trainer 
Gerald Bennett. 

Bred by O'Sullivan Farms, Black 
Belt is a gray/roan gelding by 
Prized out of Karate Kid, by Eastover 
Court. He spent the winter months 
at Tampa Bay in Florida before 
turning northward to compete on 
the synthetic surface of Presque Isle 
Downs. 

He is now 2-for-2 in stakes 
company at Charles Town. 

Veteran race mare 

Shesagrumptoo took on several 
of her old adversaries in the $50,000- 


added Sadie Hawkins Stakes on 
Saturday, August 14, and gained 
back her respect on the race track, 
winning by a length and a quarter 
under Oliver Castillo. 

Dismissed at odds of 28-1 in the 
seven-furlong event for older fillies 
and mares, the 7-year-old chestnut 
daughter of Luftikus out Roberta 
Grump, by Verification, is now trained 
by Marylander John Robb. 

The initial win in 2010 for 
Shesagrumptoo was credited to 
the account of owner Jack Jordan 
Racing LLC, who claimed the mare 
last November for $20,000. 

Robert Lloyd bred the multiple 
stakes winner and $448,654-earner 
who is a half-sister to 2009 Charles 
Town Races Horse of the Year Russell 
Road. 

Still working for a living 

The physical specimen standing 
outside barn 11 didn't look like a run 
of the mill stable pony. 

Asked about the immense 
chestnut, trainer John Casey smiled 
and said,"You remember Ginger Ale!" 

The 11-year-old's coat shimmered 
in the morning sun. 

A son of Weshaam out of 
Dancing Ginger, by Dancing Czar, 
Ginger Ale last raced on October 
27,2005. He won or placed in four 
stakes, earning $151,809 for Casey's 
father, James W. Casey, who bred 
him. 

Now Ginger Ale earns his keep 
by walking to and from the track, 
helping soothe and nurture younger 
generations.
